An  ordinance  changing  certain  lines  declared  to  be  the  Pier 
and  Bulkhead  lines  by  Ordinance  No.  83  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  May  17,  1881,  in  the 
vicinity  of  Aliceanna  Street,  Wolfe  Street  and  Lancaster 
Street  by  abolishing  two  of  the  said  Pier  and  Bulkhead  lines 
from  point  "5"  to  point  "7"  and  the  westernmost  80  feet 
more  or  less  of  the  line  running  from  point  "7"  to  point  **8" 
as  said  points  are  shown  on  Map  No.  2  of  the  maps  num- 
bered from  one  (1)  to  five  (5),  referred  to  in  said  Ordinance 
No.  83  and  by  creating  in  lieu  thereof  a  new  Pier  and  Bulk- 
head line  from  said  point  "5"  to  a  new  point  **7A"  80'  more 
or  less  easterly  from  point  "7",  said  two  existing  lines 
and  said  new  line  being  showTi  on  a  plat  entitled,  Plat  show- 
ing Pier  and  Bulkhead  lines  in  the  vicinity  of  Aliceanna 
Street,  Wolfe  Street,  and  Lancaster  Street  numbered  163- 
A-42,  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and  dated  December  7th,  1953, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  certain  lines 
declared  to  be  the  Pier  and  Bulkhead  lines  by  Or- 
dinance No.  83  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  approved  May  17,  1881,  in  the  vicinity 
of  Aliceanna  Street,  Wolfe  Street  and  Lancaster 
Street,  namely,  the  line  running  from  point  '^5'^ 
to  point  *'6",  the  line  running  from  point  ^'6''  to 
point  **7''  and  the  westernmost  80'  more  or  less 
of  the  line  running  from  point  '^7"  to  point  **8'^ 
be  and  they  are  hereby  abolished,  said  points 
being  shown  on  Map  No.  2  of  maps  numbered 
from  one  (1)  to  five  (5),  referred  to  in  said  Or- 
dinance No.  83;  and  that  a  new  Pier  and  Bulk- 
head line  from  said  point  *'5"  to  a  new  point  to  be 
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known  as  ''7A",  80'  more  or  less  easterly  from 
point  ''7",  is  hereby  created,  said  two  existing 
lines  and  said  new  line  being  shown  on  a  plat  en- 
titled, Plat  showing  Pier  and  Bulkhead  lines  in  the 
vicinity  of  Aliceanna  Street,  Wolfe  Street  and 
Lancaster  Street,  numbered  163-A-42,  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  and  dated  December  7th,  1953,  attached 
hereto  and  made  in  all  respects  a  part  thereof. 
Said  new  Pier  and  Bulkhead  line  being  particu- 
larly described  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  point  '^5"  as  shown  on  Map  No. 
2  of  maps  numbered  from  one  (1)  to  five  (5)  of 
the  Pier  and  Bulkhead  lines  referred  to  in  Ordi- 
nance No.  83  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  approved  May  17,  1881  and  running 
thence  northerly,  by  a  line  drawn  parallel  with 
and  distant  560.0  feet  more  or  less  easterly, 
measured  at  right  angles  from  the  east  side  of 
Wolfe  Street,  300.0  feet  more  or  less  to  point 
*^7A"  distant  southerly  140.0  feet  more  or  less, 
measured  at  right  angles  from  the  south  side  of 
Aliceanna  Street,  as  shown  on  plat  numbered 
163-A-42  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  all 
ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon-sistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Socony- Vacuum  Oil  Company, 
Incorporated,  a  body  corporate,  to  construct  a  pier  540.57 
feet  long  and  42  feet  wide  to  the  established  combined 
pierhead  and  bulkhead  line  on  the  north  side  of  the  Curtis 
Bay  Channel  from  the  property  bounded  on  the  west  by 
lands  of  the  National  Distillers  Products  Corporation  and 
bounded  on  the  east  by  lands  of  the  Sinclair  Refining  Com- 
pany and  an  extension  to  this  structure  which  will  extend 
southerly  beyond  the  established  combined  pierhead  and 
bulkhead  line  for  a  maximum  distance  of  91.66  feet. 

Whereas,  the  Socony-Vacuum  Oil  Company, 
Incorporated  (hereinafter  called  the  '^Com- 
pany"), a  body  corporate,  desires  to  construct 
and  use  a  pier  at  its  property  as  hereinafter  de- 
scribed, and 

Whereas,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more (hereinafter  called  the  ^'City"),  desire  to 
cooperate  with  the  Company  to  the  extent  of  per- 
mitting it  to  construct  said  pier  at  its  aforesaid 
property,  so  that  adequate  facilities  may  be  pro- 
vided for  the  berthing  of  modern  sized  vessels 
engaged  in  foreign  and  coastwise  commerce  pre- 
paratory to  loading  and  unloading  of  cargoes  at 
the  Port  of  Baltimore,  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  permission  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  granted,  in  so  far  as  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  have  the  power 
and  authority  -so  to  do,  to  the  Company,  to  con- 
struct and  use  a  pier  540.57  feet  long  and  42  feet 
wide  to  the  established  combined  pierhead  and 
bulkhead  line  on  the  north  side  of  the  Curtis  Bay 
Channel  from  the  property  l)ounded  on  the  west 
by  lands  of  the  National  Distillers  Products 
Corporation  and  bounded  on  the  east  by  lands  of 
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the  Sinclair  Refining  Company  and  to  construct 
an  extension  to  this  structure  which  will  extend 
southerly  (channel ward)  beyond  the  presently 
established  combined  pierhead  and  bulkhead  line 
for  a  maximum  distance  of  91.66  feet  and  will  be 
limited  to  the  area  contained  within  and  bounded 
by  the  lines  shown  on  '^ Company"  Sheets  1  to  5 
of  Plan  Number  EM7015  entitled  ^*  Baltimore, 
Maryland  Marine  Terminal"  and  dated  8/4/53 
and  10/14/53,  which  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Harbor  Engineer,  and  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  pierhead  line  which 
point  is  N  76°  42'  50''  E,  164.7  feet  and  S  13°  17' 
10"  E.  540.57  feet  from  Asphalt-2  (See  C.  E.  Bal- 
timore District  file  13,  map  853,  sheet  number  6, 
and  running  thence  (1)  S  13°  17'  10"  E,  91.30  feet; 
thence  (2)  N  76°  42'  50"  E)  9.25  feet;  thence  (3) 
N  13°  17'  10"  W,  92.07  feet;  thence  (4)  S  71°  57' 
09"  W,  along  said  pierhead  line  9.28  feet  to  the 
point  and  place  of  Beginning. 

All  construction  work  done  in  connection  with 
the  erection  of  the  aforesaid  pier  and  pier  ex- 
tension shall  be  performed  and  said  pier  and 
pier  extension  shall  be  used  in  strict  ac- 
cordance with,  and  subject  to,  all  applicable  exist- 
ing or  future  laws,  ordinances,  rules  or  regula- 
tions of  the  Federal  Government,  the  State  of 
Maryland,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more and  the  Harbor  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City 
or  any  agency  of  any  of  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
City  hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right  and 
power  at  all  times  to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  regula- 
tion and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters  and 
things  connected  with  any  and  all  of  the  rights 
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and  authority  granted  herein,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  terms  hereof. 

Sec.  3.  A^id  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
entire  pier  and  pier  extension  contemplated  by 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  completely  constructed 
and  placed  in  use  within  three  (3)  years  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  A^id  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  at  its  sole 
cost  and  expense,  shall  at  all  time-s  maintain  the 
«aid  pier  and  pier  extension  in  a  state  of  good  re- 
pair to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Harbor  Engineer. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  non- 
compliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the 
terms,  conditions  and  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, shall,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  acting 
through  its  Director  of  Public  Works  operate  as 
a  forfeiture  of  the  permission  and  authority 
granted  by  this  Ordinance  and  the  same  shall  be 
null  and  void,  and  nothing  short  of  an  Ordinance 
of  the  City  shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  such 
forfeiture. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  City  against  any  and  all  suits,  losses,  costs, 
claims,  demands,  damages  and/or  expenses  which 
the  said  City  may  from  time  to  time  incur,  suffer, 
sustain  or  be  subjected  to  directly  or  indirectly 
(and  whether  suit  or  suits,  losses,  costs,  claims, 
damages,  demands,  and/or  expenses  be  suffered 
or  sustained  by  the  City,  or  by  persons  and/or 
corporations  to  whom  the  City  is  or  may  become 
liable  therefor),  by  reason  of,  on  account  of,  or 
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in  any  way  resulting  from  the  presence,  altera- 
tions, repair,  location,  re-location,  extension,  in- 
stallation and/or  removal  of  the  said  pier  and 
pier  extension  within  the  area  hereinbefore  set 
forth  and  described. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  add  a  new  Section  to  Ordinance  No.  716,  ap- 
proved May  21,  1953,  being  the  so-called  "Rent  Control  Or- 
dinance of  Baltimore  City",  said  new  section  to  be  known 
as  Section  llA  and  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  11 
thereof,  specifying  that  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance 
shall  continue  in  effect  only  until  June  1,  1955,  and  that  said 
ordinance  and  any  regulation,  order  or  requirement  there- 
under shall  cease  to  have  any  effect  as  of  June  1,  1955  and 
shall  thereupon  become  null  and  void. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  section  be 
and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Ordinance  No.  716,  ap- 
proved May  21,  1953,  being  the  so-called  *'Rent 
Control  Ordinance  of  Baltimore  City",  said  new 
section  to  be  known  as  Section  llA,  to  follow 
immediately  after  Section  11  thereof,  and  to  read 
as  follows: 

11  A.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
continue  in  effect  only  until  June  1,  1955  and  thi-s 
ordinance  and  any  regulation,  order  or  require- 
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ment  thereunder  shall  cease  to  have  any  effect  as 
of  June  1,  1955  and  shall  thereupon  become  null 
and  void. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  if  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

(Council  No.  1886) 

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  the  State 
of  Maryland  to  construct,  maintain  and  use  a  guard  tower 
and  entrance  to  the  Maryland  State  Penitentiary,  in  Madi- 
son Street,  approximately  86  feet  west  of  Forrest  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to 
the  State  of  ^laryland,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Grantee,  to  con- 
struct, maintain  and  use,  at  its  and  their  own  cost 
and  expense,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  25  years, 
a  Guard  Tower  and  Entrance  to  the  Maryland 
State  Penitentiary,  said  structures  to  be  about  4 
feet  6  inches  wide,  about  36  feet  6  inches  long  and 
about  29  feet  high  (all  outside  dimensions),  and 
the  footings  or  foundation  of  -said  structures  shall 
not  extend  below  the  surface  of  Madison  Street 
more  than  4  feet  at  any  point ;  the  center  line  of 
said  structures  shall  be  located  on  the  north 
building  line  of  Madison  Street,  about  86  feet 
west  of  the  west  building  line  of  Forre-st  Street; 
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and  no  part  of  said  structures  shall  extend  into 
Madison  Street  more  than  about  4  feet  6  inches 
beyond  the  south  face  of  the  existing  wall  of  the 
Penitentiary. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Guard  Tower  and  Entrance  shall  be  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  Building  Code  of 
Baltimore  City;  and  shall  be  constructed  and 
completed  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  and 
the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  or 
their  duly  authorized  representatives,  and  shall 
be,  at  all  times  hereafter,  subject  to  the  regula- 
tion of  and  control  by  the  Building  Inspection 
Engineer  and  the  Highways  Engineer. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay 
to  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days 
after  written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer 
of  the  amount  or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  of 
the  following  work  in,  on,  under  and/or  above 
said  Madison  Street  which  may  be  made  neces- 
sary, from  time  to  time,  by  reason  of  the  location, 
construction,  use,  repair,  maintenance,  operation, 
alteration  and/or  removal  of  said  structures  in, 
on,  under  and/or  above  said  street ;  the  relocating, 
altering,  repairing,  safeguarding,  strengthening 
or  encasing  in  concrete  of  any  surface,  subsurface 
and  super-surface  structures  belonging  to  the  City 
in  'said  street,  and  the  repairing  and  replacing  of 
any  paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  in  said  street ; 
the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  as  to  the 
work  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  for  said  pur- 
poses, or  any  of  them  to  be  final. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby  ex- 
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pressly  reserves  the  right  and  power  at  all  times 
to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full 
municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and  con- 
trol in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  this 
grant  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  there- 
of. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
franchisee  or  rights  granted  by  this  ordinance 
shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months 
after  the  grant. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
maintain  the  said  Guard  Tower  and  Entrance  in 
good  condition  as  long  as  they  remain  in  said 
street. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay 
to  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
as  compensation  for  the  franchise  privileges  here- 
by granted,  the  flat  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  for 
the  aforesaid  twenty-five  year  period. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  non- 
compliance, at  any  time  or  times,  with  any  of  the 
terms  or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby  made 
shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the 
same,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void, 
and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  oper- 
ate as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained^  That  the 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  shall  have  the  right,  at  any 
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time  or  times,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the 
public  interests  demand,  to  revoke  any  or  all  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  and 
upon  the  receipt  of  a  notice  in  writing  to  that 
effect  from  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  by  the  Gran- 
tee hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns,  all  such 
rights  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  in 
the  event  of  any  revocation,  forfeiture  and/or 
termination  of  the  rights  and  privileges  by  this 
ordinance  granted  said  Grantee,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  or  their  expense, 
promptly  remove  said  Guard  Tower  and  Entrance, 
and  shall,  also,  at  its  or  their  expense,  promptly 
restore  and  repave  said  street  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory to  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City,  or  his  duly  authorized  representative. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suits,  losses,  costs,  claims,  damages 
or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  subjected,  on  account 
of,  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from — 

(a)  the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  reconstruction,  repair, 
location,  relocation  or  removal  of  said  structures, 
or  any  of  them ;  and/or 

(b)  any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  to  promptly  and  properly 
perform  any  or  all  of  their  duties  or  obligations 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
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Sec.  12.  And  be  if  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  Comptroller  of 
Baltimore  City  are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire 
on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, and  for  the  purposes  described  in  this  Or- 
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dinance,  the  fee  simple  interests  or  sucli  other 
interests  as  the  said  Director  may  deem  necessary 
or  sufficient  in  and  to  said  pieces  or  parcels  of  land 
and  improvements  thereupon,  including  all  prop- 
erty, rights,  interests,  easements,  and/or  fran- 
chises (both  in  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  area 
described  in  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance)  neces- 
sary in  the  opening,  extending,  grading,  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  said  Northern  Parkway 
and  underpasses,  including  the  necessary  ap- 
proaches, piers,  supports,  abutments,  walls,  em- 
bankments and  other  appurtenances  of  said 
Northern  Parkway  and  underpasses.  If  the  said 
Director  and  City  Comptroller  are  unable  to  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  on  the  purchase  price  of 
any  of  the  said  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  and  im- 
provements thereupon  or  for  any  of  the  said  prop- 
erty, rights,  interests,  easements  and/or  fran- 
chises, they  -shall  forthwith  notify  the  City  Solici- 
tor of  Baltimore  City  who  shall  thereupon  insti- 
tute in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  the  necessary  legal  proceedings  to  ac- 
quire by  condemnation  the  fee  simple  interests  or 
such  other  rights,  interests,  easements  and/or 
franchises  as  the  Director  may  deem  necessary  or 
sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  said  Northern  Park- 
way and  underpasses. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  not- 
withstanding any  other  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, the  interests  in  and  to  the  lands  to  be  con- 
demned or  otherwise  acquired  owned  by  or  in  the 
possession  of  any  Railroad  Company  shall  be  only 
•such  interests  as  may  be  necessary  for  construct- 
ing and  maintaining  in  perpetuity  said  Northern 
Parkway  and  underpasses,  including  the  neces- 
sary approaches,  piers,  supports,  abutments, 
walls,  embankments  and  other  appurtenances,  in 
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accordance  with  detailed  plans  therefor  approved 
by  the  Director  of  Pnblic  Works  of  Baltimore 
City  and  without  materially  interfering  with  the 
operation  of  said  Railroad. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  if  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Director  of  Public  Works  and  City  Comp- 
troller are  also  hereby  authorized  to  negotiate  for 
and  to  enter  into  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  any  and  all  necessary 
agreements  with  the  Railroads,  Street  Railways, 
the  Federal  and  State  Governments,  or  any  of 
their  agencies,  and  any  other  persons,  firms  or 
corporations,  in  aid  of,  in  furtherance  of,  or  in 
connection  with  said  Northern  Parkway  project; 
all  such  acquisitions  and  agreements  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
nothing  in  this  Ordinance  contained  shall  be  held, 
taken  or  construed  as  waiving  or  releasing  any  of 
the  existing  rights  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  or  any  of  the  existing  obligations  of 
any  Railroad  Company  or  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany with  regard  to  said  Northern  Parkway  and 
underpasses. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  after 
the  necessary  agreements  have  been  made  and  the 
necessary  properties,  lands,  rights,  easements 
and/or  franchises  have  been  acquired  as  herein- 
before provided,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of 
Baltimore  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed  the  said 
Northern  Parkway  and  underpasses,  including 
all  approaches,  piers,  supports,  abutments,  walls, 
embankments,  and  other  appurtenances  of  said 
Northern  Parkway  and  underpasses,  all  in  accord- 
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ance  with  detailed  plans  thereof  approved  by  said 
Director  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  acquisition  by  purchase  or  con- 
demnation by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  of 
the  fee  simple  interests  or  such  other  interests  as  the  Di- 
rector of  Public  Works  may  deem  necessary  or  sufficient,  in 
and  to  certain  pieces  or  parcels  of  land,  situate  in  Baltimore 
City,  for  a  public  highway,  namely,  for  the  opening,  widen- 
ing, extending  and  grading  of  Loch  Raven  Road  from  its 
present  width  varying  from  30  feet,  more  or  less,  to  60  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  a  width  varying  from  66  feet,  more  or  less, 
to  83  feet,  more  or  less;  said  opening,  widening,  extending 
and  grading  of  said  Loch  Raven  Road  is  to  begin  (south- 
west of  the  tracks  of  the  Baltimore  Belt  Railroad  Company 
and  northeast  of  Twenty-fifth  Street)  at  the  northeast  end 
of  Loch  Raven  Road  as  condemned  and  opened,  66  feet  wide, 
under  Ordinance  No.  289,  approved  May  20,  1907  and  is  to 
run  thence  northeasterly  to  Gorsuch  Avenue,  and  said  Loch 
Raven  Road  as  proposed  to  be  opened,  widened,  extended 
and  graded  under  this  Ordinance,  is  to  cross  under  the 
tracks  of  the  Baltimore  Belt  Railroad  Company  by  means  of

the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Director

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and

construction  and  maintenance  of  said  Loch  Raven 
Road  and  underpass,  including  the  necessary  ap- 
proaches, piers,  supports,  abutments,  walls,  em- 
bankments and  other  appurtenances  of  said  Loch 
Raven  Road  and  underpass.  If  the  said  Director 
and  City  Comptroller  are  unable  to  agree  with  the 
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owner  or  owners  on  the  purchase  price  of  any  of 
the  said  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  and  improve- 
ments thereupon  or  for  any  of  the  said  property, 
rights,  interests,  easements  and/or  franchises, 
they  shall  forthwith  notify  the  City  Solicitor  of 
Baltimore  City,  who  shall  thereupon  institute  in 
the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more the  necessary  legal  proceedings  to  acquire 
by  condemnation  the  fee  simple  interests  or  such 
other  rights,  interests,  easements  and/or  fran- 
chises as  the  Director  may  deem  necessary  or 
sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  said  Loch  Raven 
Road  and  underpass. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  not- 
withstanding any  other  provisions  of  thi-s  Ordi- 
nance, the  interests  in  and  to  the  lands  to  be  con- 
demned or  otherwise  acquired,  owned  by  or  in 
the  possession  of  any  Street  Railway  Company 
or  Railroad  Company  shall  be  only  such  interests 
a-s  may  be  necessary  for  constructing  and  main- 
taining in  perpetuity  said  Loch  Raven  Road  and 
underpass,  including  the  necessary  approaches, 
piers,  supports,  abutments,  walls,  embankments 
and  other  appurtenances,  in  accordance  with  de- 
tailed plans  therefor  approved  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  of  Baltimore  City  and  without  ma- 
terially interfering  with  the  operation  of  said 
Street  Railway  or  Railroad. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Director  of  Public  "Works  and  City  Comp- 
troller are  also  hereby  authorized  to  negotiate  for 
and  to  enter  into  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  any  and  all  necessary  agree- 
ments with  the  Railroads,  Street  Railways,  the 
Federal  and  State  Governments,  or  any  of  their 
^agencies,  and  any  other  persons,  firms  or  corpora- 
tions, in  aid  of,  in  furtherance  of,  or  in  connection 
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with  said  Loch  Raven  Road  project;  all  such 
acquisitions  and  agreements  to  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  noth- 
ing in  this  Ordinance  contained  shall  be  held, 
taken  or  construed  as  waiving  or  releasing  any  of 
the  existing  rights  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  or  any  of  the  existing  obligations  of 
any  Railroad  Company  or  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany with  regard  to  said  Loch  Raven  Road  and 
underpass. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  after 
the  necessary  agreements  have  been  made  and  the 
necessary  properties,  lands,  rights,  easements 
and/or  franchises  have  been  acquired  as  herein- 
before provided,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of 
Baltimore  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed  the  said 
Loch  Raven  Road  and  underpass,  including  all 
approaches,  piers,  supports,  abutments,  walls,  em- 
bankments, and  other  appurtenances  of  said  Loch 
Raven  Road  and  underpass,  all  in  accordance  with 
detailed  plans  thereof  approved  by  said  Director 
of  Public  Works.  Any  porch  or  similar  exten- 
sion on  a  house  or  dwelling  which  extends  beyond 
the  condemnation  line  on  the  west  side  of  Loch 
Raven  Road  shall  be  suffered  to  remain  and  -shall 
not  be  removed  or  otherwise  disturbed  under  any 
authority  or  direction  of  this  ordinance,  until  and 
unless  the  house  or  dwelling,  in  any  instance,  is 
completely  demolished  and  rebuilt. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Section  23  of  Article  1  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Mayor  and  City 
Council,"  sub-title  "Records  of  the  City,"  said  section  re- 
lating to  the  duties  of  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference  to  keep  certain  records,  documents,  papers  and 
proceedings  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  to  add  eight  new 
sections  to  said  Article  1,  said  new  sections  to  be  known  as 
Sections  24A  to  24H,  inclusive,  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  24  thereof,  and  to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  "Rec- 
ords Management  Officer,"  creating  a  Records  Disposal 
Committee  and  creating  the  position  of  City  Records 
Management  Officer  within  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference,  relating  generally  to  the  filing,  keeping,  con- 
trolling, photography,  microphotography,  disposition  and 
disposal  of  certain  records,  books,  papers,  photographs, 
maps  or  other  documentary  materials  held,  created  or  com- 
plied by  the  several  executive  departments  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  and  relating  generally  to  the  creation,  keeping 
and  disposition  of  certain  records  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  for  several  years  there  has  been  an  in- 
formal Committee  on  Records  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, composed  of  the  Comptroller,  the  City  So- 
licitor, the  City  Treasurer,  the  City  Auditor,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Legislative  Ref- 
erence, this  committee  having  undertaken  a  con- 
tinuing study  of  possibilities  for  improving  the 
procedures  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  keep- 
ing and  filing  of  current  records  and  also  for  the 
ultimate  disposition  or  possible  retention  of  those 
records  of  long-time  value ;  and 

Whereas,  following  a  recommendation  submit- 
ted by  this  committee,  there  has  just  been  com- 
pleted a  long  and  intensive  survey  of  the  City's 
records,  both  active  and  inactive,  resulting  in  spe- 
cific proposals  for  the  manner  of  creating,  keeping 
and  disposing  of  all  the  City's  records ;  and 
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Whereas,  it  is  now  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Records  that  it  is  necessary  and  advisa- 
ble to  establish  a  new  policy  with  respect  to  the 
creation,  retention  and  disposition  of  records  by 
the  several  executive  departments  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  in  order  to  provide  a  means  for  the  or- 
derly and  systematic  disposal  of  records  no  longer 
required  by  such  departments  for  administrative, 
operational  or  fiscal  purposes  and  to  provide  for 
the  transfer  to  the  custody  of  the  Department  of 
Legislative  Eeference  of  records  which  have  no 
current  use  to  the  operating  departments  and  al- 
so of  records  which  are  deemed  to  be  historically 
significant  and  valuable ;  and 

Whereas,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  new  policy 
covering  the  creation,  retention  and  disposition  of 
records  of  the  several  executive  departments,  it  is 
the  further  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Records  and  of  the  private  firm  which  made  the 
detailed  survey  of  the  City's  records  and  record 
procedures  that  a  new  position  of  City  Records 
Management  Officer  be  created  in  order  to  give 
systematic  and  efficient  direction  to  the  proper 
procedures  and  policies  required  to  keep  within 
manageable  limits  the  growing  mass  of  records  be- 
ing accumulated  by  the  City  of  Baltimore;  now 
therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  23  of  Ar- 
ticle 1  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition), 
title  ^' Mayor  and  City  Council,''  sub-title  '^Rec- 
ords of  the  City, ' '  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and 
that  eight  new  sections  be  and  they  are  hereby 
added  to  said  Article  1,  said  new  sections  to  be 
known  as  Sections  24A  to  24H,  inclusive,  to  follow 
immediately  after  Section  24  thereof,  to  be  under 
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the  now  siib-titlo  "Records  Management  Officer/' 
and  to  read  as  follows  : 

Records  ^lanagement  Officer 

24A.  (a)  As  nsed  in  this  snb-title,  the  following 
words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  meanings  defined 
hereinbelow : 

(b)  "Execntive  Department''  or  ** department" 
mean-s  any  department,  bureau,  committee,  board, 
commission  or  other  organizational  unit  of  the  ex- 
ecutive and  administrative  branch  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

(c)  "Record"  means  any  book,  paper,  photo- 
graph, map  or  other  documentary  material,  re- 
gardless of  physical  form  or  characteristic,  cre- 
ated or  received  by  any  executive  department  in 
pursuance  of  law  or  in  connection  with  the  trans- 
action of  public  business,  and  preserved  or  deemed 
appropriate  for  preservation  by  that  agency  or  its 
legitimate  successor  as  evidence  of  the  organiza- 
tion, functions,  policies,  decisions,  procedures,  or 
operations  of  such  department,  or  because  of  the 
informational  value  of  the  data  contained  therein. 

(d)  "Non-record"  means  documents  of  transi- 
tory value,  library  or  other  reference  materials, 
extra  copies  of  records,  or  materials  designated  by 
the  committee  as  "non-record". 

(e)  "Retention  Period"  means  the  period  of 
time  for  which  a  record  must  be  retained. 

(f)  "Record  Retention  Schedule"  means  an 
itemized  list  of  the  retention  periods  established 
for  the  records  of  a  department  or  departments 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title. 
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(g)  ^ ^ Committee ' '  means  the  Record  Disposal 
Committee. 

(h)  *  ^ Photographs ' '  means  photographs,  photo- 
copies, or  microphotographs. 

(i)  ''City  Records  Management  Office"  means 
the  office  created  herein,  mth  the  powers  and 
inties  as  described  in  this  sub-title. 

24B.  A  Records  Disposal  Committee  is  created 
and  established,  consisting  ex  officio  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Legislative  Reference, 
who  shall  be  the  Chairman,  the  Comptroller,  the 
Treasurer,  the  City  Solicitor,  the  City  Auditor, 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  the  Director  of  the  Municipal  Museum  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  or  their  designated  alternates, 
which  shall  convene  as  called  by  the  chairman  or 
by  any  three  members  thereof,  to  review  and  act 
upon  records  retention  schedules  submitted  for 
consideration  by  the  City  Records  Management

ficer or  any  member  of  the  Committee. 

24C.  There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Leg- 
islative Reference  a  City  Records  Management  Of- 
ficer who  shall  perform  the  duties  and  exercise  the 
powers  herein  imposed  and  conferred,  subject  to 
the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Legislative  Reference  and  of  the  Records  Dis- 
posal Committee. 

24D.  (a)  The  City  Records  Management  Officer 
shall  have  primary  responsibility  for  the  develop- 
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ment  and  administration  of  a  continuing  records 
management  program  for  the  records  of  the  sev- 
eral executive  departments,  and  shall  perform,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to,  the  following  functions 
in  connection  with  the  records  activities  of  the  ex- 
ecutive departments : 

(b)  Establish  standards,  issue  instructions,  and 
render  advice  and  assistance  in  the  preparation  of 
records  retention  schedules  and  the  preservation, 
storage,  photography  or  microphotography  of  rec- 
ords.

(d)  Review  records  retention  schedules  sub- 
mitted by  the  heads  of  the  departments,  obtain  the 
opinion  of  any  other  City  officer  deemed  officially 
concerned,  and  submit  all  such  record  retention 
schedules  to  the  Committee  with  his  recommenda- 
tion for  action. 

(e)  Review  all  proposals  to  microfilm  records, 
whether  or  not  the  ultimate  destruction  of  the  orig- 
inal record  is  involved. 

(f )  Review  proposals  for  the  purchase  or  rental 
of  filing  equipment  and  of  microfilm  or  photocopy- 
ing devices,  and  make  recommendations  thereon  to 
the  department  heads  and  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Legislative  Reference. 

(g)  Consult  with  and  advise  the  departments 
in  an  etf ort  to  achieve  uniformity  of  new  forms. 

(h)  Inspect  records  and  records  management 
practices  of  all  the  executive  departments. 
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(i)  Organize  and  administer  a  Records  Storage 
Center  or  Centers  for  the  City's  inactive  records. 

(j)  Organize  and  operate  a  central  microfilm 
service. 

(k)  Develop,  publish  and  enforce  standards  of 
classifying,  indexing  and  filing  records. 

(1)  Require  such  reports  as  he  shall  deem  neces- 
sary. 

(m)  Assist  department  heads  in  training  files 
and  records  personnel.

24F.  (a)  Records  created  or  received  by  the 
City  Government  in  the  course  of  official  business 
are  the  property  of  the  City  Grovernment  and  shall 
not  be  destroyed,  sold,  transferred  or  otherwise 
disposed  of  except  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  or- 
dinance or  by  record  retention  schedules  approved 
by  the  Committee. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Department  to 
prepare  records  retention  schedules  to  assure  the 
orderly  retention  of  records  required  for  the  op-

Records  or  archives  of  the  City  which  are 
deemed  to  have  historical  significance  shall  be 
placed  in  the  custody  of  the  l3irector  of  the  De- 
partment of  Legislative  Reference,  to  the  end 
that  they  shall  be  properly  preserved,  indexed, 
and  made  available  for  reference  purpose.  Any 
of  these  records  and  archives  of  historical  signifi- 
eance  may  be  loaned  into  the  custody  of  the  Mu- 
nicipal Museum  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  (estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  Article 
2  of  this  Code),  at  the  discretion  of  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Legislative  Reference  and 
upon  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Museum,  where  they  shall  be  properly  preserved, 
indexed  and  made  available  for  reference  pur- 
poses. 

24H.  Anv  executive  department,  as  provided  by

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebt- 
edness hereby  authorized  to  be  issued,  not  exceed- 
ing the  par  value  thereof,  shall  be  used  for  the 
acquisition,  by  purchase,  lease,  condemnation  or 
any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  property,  or 
any  rights  therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for 
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development  or  redevelopment,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  comprehensive  renovation  or  re- 
habilitation thereof  and  for  the  payment  of  any 
and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connection 
with,  or  incidental  to,  the  acquisition  of  said  land 
or  property,  and  for  the  demolition,  removal,  re- 
location, renovation  or  alteration  of  land,  build- 
ings, streets,  highways,  alleys,  utilities  or  services, 
and  other  structures  or  improvements,  and  for 
the  construction,  reconstruction,  installation,  re- 
location or  repair  of  streets,  highways,  alleys, 
utilities  or  services,  in  connection  with  the  de- 
velopment or  redevelopment  of  land  or  property, 
including  the  comprehensive  renovation  or  re- 
habilitation thereof,  as  aforesaid,  all  of  such  land 
or  property  to  be  developed,  redeveloped,  altered, 
improved,  held  or  disposed  of  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  the

An  ordinance  to  add  seven  new  section  to  Article  29  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Railroads",  said 
new  sections  to  be  known  as  Sections  12A  to  12  G,  both  in- 
clusive,   to   follow  immediately   after    Section    12   of   said 
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Article,  and  to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  "Grade  Cross- 
ings", imposing  certain  duties  upon  certain  railroad  com- 
panies to  secure  and  erect,  construct  and  install  certain 
warning  or  safety  devices  at  certain  locations  in  Baltimore 
City  where  railroad  tracks  cross  public  streets  or  highways 
at  grade  and  to  maintain  such  devices;  conferring  and  im- 
posing upon  the  Director  of  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more and  the  Board  of  Estimates  certain  powers  and  duties; 
providing  for  hearings  and  appeals,  and  providing  penalties 
for  violations;  and  to  repeal  Sections  600  and  601  of  the 
Charter  and  Public  Local  Laws  of  Baltimore  City  (1949 
Edition),  title  "Baltimore  City",  sub-title  "Railroads",  sub- 
heading "Safety  Gates",  (said  sections  being  contained  in 
Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and 
having  been  enacted  by  Chapter  420  of  the  Acts  of  1884); 
and  to  repeal  any  and  all  parts  of  any  and  all  laws  and  or- 
dinances in  force  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  to  the  extent  of  such  in- 
consistency. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  seven  new  sec- 
tions be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  Article  29 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
*^ Railroads",  said  new  sections  to  be  known  as 
Sections  12A  to  12G,  both  inclusive,  to  follow  im- 
mediately after  Section  12  of  said  Article,  and  to 
be  under  the  new  sub-title  ** Grade  Crossings '^ 
and  to  read  as  follows : 

12A.  In  order  to  protect  the  health,  safety,  and 
security  of  the  public  at  locations  within  the 
boundary  lines  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  now  or 
as  hereafter  existing,  where  the  tracks  of  any 
railroad  company  cross  a  public  -street  at  grade, 
the  railroad  company  shall  install  and  maintain 
at  such  crossing  one  of  the  types  of  signalling, 
warning  or  safety  devices,  in  the  manner,  of  the 
type,  and  as  required  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  12C  hereof. 

^  12B.  The  Director  of  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  di- 
rected to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title. 
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12C.  (a)  Whenever  and  wherever  the  Director 
of  Traffic  determines  after  adequate  investiga- 
tion and  consultation  with  the  railroad  and  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  that 
the  crossing  of  a  public  street  or  highway  at 
grade  by  the  track  or  tracks  of  such  railroad  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore  creates  a  condition  that 
reasonably  requires  more  adequate  protection  in 
addition  to  that  already  provided  by  the  railroad, 
if  any,  he  shall  notify  in  writing  the  railroad 
company  owning  or  operating  over  said  tracks  at 
the  particular  location  of  his  finding  that  said 
crossing  reasonably  requires  further  protection 
and  shall  order  the  railroad  company  either  to 
erect  or  install  and  maintain  at  the  crossing  (1) 
automatic  gates,  or  (2)  automatic  flashing  lights, 
or  (3)  appropriate  warning  signs,  or  (4)  to  pro- 
vide train  crew  protection,  or  (5)  any  combination 
of  (1)  to  (4),  inclusive. 

(b)  Every  such  notice  issued  by  the  Director  of 
Traffic  shall  set  forth  in  wanting  the  pertinent 
facts  relative  to  the  particular  location ;  the  re- 
quirements which  must  be  complied  with  by  the 
railroad ;  the  reasons  for  said  findings,  conclusion-s 
and  orders  and  a  reasonable  period  of  time  in 
which  the  order  must  be  complied  with. 

(c)  In  determining  whether  or  not  a  particular 
railroad  grade  crossing  as  aforementioned, 
create-s  a  condition  that  reasonably  requires 
further  protection,  and  in  determining  which 
warning  or  safety  measure,  if  any,  set  forth  in 
12C  (a)  hereinabove  shall  be  provided  by  the 
railroad  company  at  a  particular  location,  the  Di- 
rector of  Traffic  shall  give  consideration  to  the 
following : 

(1)  The  num1)er  of  tracks  involved  at  the 
particular  location; 
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(2)  The  usual  or  general  speed  of  the  rolling 
equipment  operated  over  the  tracks  at  the  particu- 
lar location; 

(3)  The  number  and  frequency  of  trains  or 
other  rolling  equipment  operated  over  the  tracks 
at  the  particular  location ; 

(4)  The  type  or  character  of  the  neighborhood 
surrounding  the  particular  location ; 

(5)  The  volume  and  type  of  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  traffic  using  the  street  or  highway  at 
the  particular  location  at  various  times ; 

(6)  The  transportation  requirements  and  facil- 
ities ; 

(7)  The  topography  of  the  surrounding  land, 
and  the  grade,  width,  course  and  location  of  the 
railroad  tracks  and  the  street  or  highway,  at  the 
particular  location ; 

(8)  The  existence  of  any  signalling,  warning  or 
safety  device  or  devices  which  have  been  con- 
structed, installed  or  placed  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany at  the  particular  location ; 

(9)  The  number  and  character  of  collisions  that 
have  occurred  at  the  particular  location ;  and 

(10)  Any  other  pertinent  facts  or  matters. 

(d)  The  cost  and  expenses  for  the  installation 
of  the  devices  required  by  the  Director  of  Traffic 
under  Section  12C  (a)  herein  maybe  apportioned 
by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
between  such  railroad  company  and  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  on  the  basis  of  the 
Board's  .iudgment  of  the  benefits  accruing  to  the 
railroad  and  the  public  respectively.  In  any  de- 
termination of  the  allocation  of  costs  as  herein- 
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before  set  forth,  the  i)oard  of  Estimates  may,  in 
addition  to  all  other  pertinent  factors,  consider 
the  relative  use  of  said  crossing*  by  railroad  traf- 
tic  and  other  vehicular  traffic.  The  determination 
of  the  apportionment  by  the  Board  of  Estimates 
shall  be  final  and  not  subject  to  appeal.  Such  ap- 
portionment shall  apply  only  to  future  installa- 
tions ordered  hereunder.  In  no  event  shall  any 
part  of  the  cost  of  restoring,  repairing  or  main- 
taining the  protective  devices  heretofore  or  here- 
after provided  by  the  railroad  at  said  crossings 
or  of  installing  crossings  signs  or  providing  train 
crew  protection  be  apportioned  l)y  the  Board  of 
Estimates  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore. 

12D.  (a)  In  the  event  that  the  railroad  company 
or  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  dis- 
agrees or  is  dissatisfied  with  any  such  order  is- 
sued or  made  by  the  Director  of  Traffic,  it  shall, 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  date  of  such 
order  have  the  right,  in  writing,  to  request  the  Di- 
rector of  Traffic  to  review  said  order.  Within 
fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  Director  of  Traffic  has 
received  the  written  request  for  review,  the  Di- 
rector of  Traffic  shall  grant  a  public  hearing  to 
the  persons  requesting  the  review  at  which  time 
the  parties  shall  have  a  right  to  introduce  testi- 
mony and  be  fully  heard,  and  the  said  proceedings 
shall  be  a  matter  of  record.  The  Director  of 
Traffic  shall,  within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the 
hearing,  render  his  deci-sion  in  writing  and  in- 
clude therein  the  reasons  for  his  decision. 

(b)  A  request  for  review,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
stay  all  proceedings  upon  the  order  appealed ;  but, 
whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Director  of  Traf- 
fic, such  stay  would  cause  imminent  peril  to  life 
or  property,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti-

more  may  request  the  Baltimore  City  Court  for 
an  order  vacating  such  stay,  which  said  power, 
for  good  cause  shown,  is  hereby  conferred  upon 
the  Baltimore  City  Court. 

(c)  The  railroad  company  or  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  being  dissatisfied  with 
a  final  decision  of  the  Director  of  Traffic,  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  upon  the  record  to  the 
Baltimore  City  Court  by  an  appropriate  petition 
duly  verified,  with  the  right  in  the  parties  to  of- 
fer additional  testimony.  Such  petition  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Baltimore  City  Court  within  fif- 
teen (15)  days  after  the  final  decision  of  the  Di- 
rector of  Traffic. 

(d)  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  petition,  the 
Court  shall  prescribe  the  time,  not  less  than 
fifteen  (15)  days,  within  which  an  answer  shall  be 
filed  and  served  upon  the  petitioner  or  its  at- 
torney. Compliance  with  the  decision  of  the  Di- 
rector of  Traffic  shall  be  stayed  only  upon  order 
of  the  Court  on  application,  and  after  notice  to  the 
Director  of  Traffic  and  for  good  cause  shown. 
The  Court  may  reverse,  affirm,  or  modify  in 
whole  or  in  part  the  final  decision  of  the  Director 
of  Traffic,  which  has  been  brought  up  for  review. 

(e)  An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  determi- 
nation of  the  Baltimore  City  Court  to  the  Court 
of  Appeals  of  Maryland.  Compliance  with  the 
decision  of  the  Director  of  Traffic  or  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Court  shall  be  stayed  while  said  ap- 
peal is  pending,  only  upon  order  of  the  trial  court 
after  due  notice  to  the  parties  and  on  good  cause 
shown. 

(f)  At  any  time  after  one  (1)  year  or  more  has 
elapsed  from  the  date  of  any  final  order  or  decision 
made  or  rendered  by  the  Director  of  Traffic  or 
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any  Court,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  connection  with 
any  one  particuhir  location,  the  railroad  company 
owning  or  operating  over  the  tracks  at  the  partic- 
ular location,  shall  have  the  right  to  file  a  petition 
with  the  Director  of  TrafHc  requesting  said  Direc- 
tor to  review  the  last  final  order  or  decision  made 
or  rendered  in  connection  with  the  particular  loca- 
tion. Within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  receipt  of 
such  petition,  the  Director  of  Traffic  shall  set  a 
time  for  holding  a  hearing  concerning  the  subject 
matter  set  forth  in  such  petition,  not  sooner  than 
thirty  (30)  days  nor  more  than  ninety  (90)  days 
after  such  petition  is  received  in  the  office  of  the 
Director  of  Traffic,  at  w^hich  time  all  interested 
parties  shall  have  a  right  to  be  heard.  The  Di- 
rector of  Traffic  shall  have  the  power  to  amend, 
change,  modify,  affirm  or  repeal,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  said  last  final  order  or  decision,  and  within 
fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  said  hearing  has  been 
completed,  said  Director  shall  render  his  written 
decision  and  include  therein  the  reasons  for  such 
decision;  and  if  the  railroad  company  or  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  dis- 
satisfied w^ith  any  such  decision  of  the  Director 
of  Traffic,  such  party  shall  have  the  same  right  of 
appeal  as  provided  herein  in  the  case  of  original 
decisions  of  the  Director  of  Traffic. 

12E.  The  Director  of  Traffic  is  hereby  authori- 
zed and  empowered  to  adopt  and  promulgate  such 
procedural  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  proper  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  this  sub-title. 

12F.  (a)  Every  person  and  other  legal  entity 
subject  to  the  terms  of  this  sub-title  shall  fully 
comply  at  all  times  with  all  of  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  this  sub-title  and  any  order  legally  is- 
sued hereunder  by  the  Director  of  Traffic. 
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(b)  Any  act  or  actions  which  are  contrary  to 
any  provision  or  requirement  of,  and  any  and  all 
failures  to  comply  with,  any  provision  or  require- 
ment of  this  sub-title  or  any  order  issued  or  made 
by  the  Director  of  Traffic  shall  constitute  a  viola- 
tion of  this  sub-title. 

(c)  Every  person  or  other  legal  entity  who  com- 
mits a  violation  of  this  sub-title  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined 
Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00),  and  every  such  per- 
son or  other  legal  entity  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  separate  offense  for  each  and  every  day  that 
any  such  violation  continues. 

12G.  (a)  The  Director  of  Traffic  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  institute  or  cause  to 
be  instituted  any  and  all  legal,  equitable  or 
criminal  actions  or  proceedings,  of  every  kind 
and  character,  which  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  enforce  any  and  all  of  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-title  or  any  lawfully  issued  order  of  the  Di- 
rector of  Traffic. 

(b)  Nothing  contained  in  this  sub-title  shall  be 
taken  or  construed  to  estop  or  prevent  the  Direc- 
tor of  Traffic  from  instituting  or  causing  to  be  in- 
stituted or  fully  prosecuting  any  and  all  legal  or 
equitable  actions  or  proceedings  of  any  kind  or 
character  which  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
compel  a  full  compliance  with  any  and  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-title  or  any  order  issued 
or  made  by  the  Director  of  Traffic,  even  though 
criminal  proceedings  of  any  kind  or  character  may 
be  pending  or  may  have  been  completed. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  Sec- 
tions 600  and  601  of  the  Charter  and  Public  Local 
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Laws  of  Baltimore  City  (1949  Edition),  title 
''Baltimore  City",  ^ub-title  "Railroads",  sub- 
heading ''Safety  Gates",  (said  sections  being 
contained  in  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws  of  Maryland  and  having  been  enacted  by 
Chapter  420  of  the  Acts  of  1884),  are  hereby  re- 
pealed and  any  and  all  laws  and  ordinances  and 
any  and  all  parts  of  any  and  all  laws  and  ordi- 
nances in  force  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  are 
hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  any  such  in- 
consistency.

1129  N.  Calvert  Street,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  17 
of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  as 
said  Article  was  revised  by  Ordinance  No.  711,  approved 
May  21,  1953,  said  property  being  outlined  in  red  on  the 
four  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance. 

Whereas,  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
establishment,  maintenance  and  operation  of  open 
areas  in  residential  use  districts  for  the  parking 
of  automobiles  thereon  when,  to  permit  the  park- 
ing of  such  automobiles  would  benefit  the  health, 
safety  or  general  welfare  of  the  community,  as  set 
forth  in  Section  17  of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1950  Edition),  as  revised  by  Ordinance 
No.  711,  approved  May  21,  1953 ;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 17  of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition),  as  said  Article  was  revised  by  Or- 
dinance No.  711,  approved  May  21,  1953,  per- 
mission is  hereby  granted  to  the  Department  of 
Recreation  and  Parks  to  establish,  maintain  and 
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operate  an  open  area  for  the  parking  of  motor 
vehicles  upon  the  unimproved  property  in  the 
rear  of  the  property  known  as  1129  N.  Calvert 
Street,  said  property  being  outlined  in  red  on  the 
four  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
boundaries  of  the  said  property  shall  be  suitably 
landscaped  and  screened  so  as  to  provide  a  barrier 
between  the  said  property  and  adjacent  resi- 
dential areas.  A  hard  or  semi-hard  dustless  sur- 
face shall  be  maintained  on  which  vehicles  are  to 
be  parked  and  barriers  shall  be  provided  to 
protect  the  sidewalks  and  persons  walking  on  the 
sidewalks  from  interference  from  automobiles 
using  the  parking  area.  No  repair  facilities  and 
no  sale  or  storage  of  gasoline  or  inflammable 
liquids  shall  be  permitted  on  said  area  and  no 
commercial  activities  of  any  kind  shall  be  con- 
ducted thereon.

ises known  generally  as  2714-2728  N.  Charles  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  131  (77a) 
be  and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  38  of  the  Bal- 
timore City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  ^^ Traffic 
Regulations",  sub-title  ''Parking",  said  new  sec- 
tion to  follow  immediately  after  Section  131  (77) 
thereof,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

131. 

(77a)  Physicians  and  surgeons  making  calls  at 
Doctors'  Hospital  shall  have  the  exclusive  right 
to  park  their  motor  vehicles  on  the  east  side  of 
Morton  Street,  in  the  rear  of  the  premises  known 
generally  as  2714-2728  N.  Charles  Street.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person,  other  than  a  physician 
or  surgeon  making  calls  at  Doctors'  Hospital,  to 
park  his  vehicle  on  said  portion  of  the  east  side  of 
Morton  Street. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  Con- 
solidated Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  of  Balti- 
more to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  one-story  en- 
closed bridgeway  above  and  across  Constitution  Street  ap- 
proximately 183  feet  north  of  the  north  building  line  of 
Monument  Street  to  connect  the  premises  known  as  708-728 
Constitution  Street  and  512-522  East  Monument  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to 
Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany of  Baltimore,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  grantee,  to  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate,  at  its  own  cost  and 
expense,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
years,  a  one-story  enclosed  bridgeway  above  and 
across  Constitution  Street  to  connect  the  premises 
known  as  708-728  Constitution  Street  and  512-522 
East  Monument  Street. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
center  line  of  said  bridgeway  shall  be  located  ap- 
proximately 183  feet  north  of  the  north  building 
line  of  Monument  Street. 

Said  bridgeway  shall  be  approximately  50  feet 
long,  8  feet  wide,  and  9  feet  high,  and  no  part  of 
said  bridgeway  shall  be  less  than  33  feet  above 
the  surface  of  Constitution  Street.

That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay 
to  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council,  as  compensa- 
tion for  the  franchise  or  privilege  hereby  granted, 
the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  and  Fifty-three  Dol- 
lars and  Fifty  Cents  ($353.50)  per  year, 
payable  in  advance,  during  the  continuance  of 
this  franchise  or  privilege. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  non- 
compliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the 
terms  or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby  made 
shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  same, 
which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and 
that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made.

ernors, and  appurtenances  under,  across  and  upon  those 
several  tracts  of  land  owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  and  known  as  Loch  Raven  Reservoir  prop-

described  in  Section  1  hereof. 

Sec.  4r.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby  ex- 
pressly reserves  the  right  and  power  at  all  times 
to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  mu- 
nicipal superintendence,  regulation  and  control 
in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  hereof. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said    right    of    way,    permission    and    authority 
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granted  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  executed  and 
enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the  grant  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
•said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
maintain  the  said  gas  mains,  valves,  governors, 
and  appurtenances  in  good  condition  during  the 
period  of  this  grant  or  any  renewal  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  right  of  way,  per- 
mission and  authority  hereby  granted  shall  be  the 
sum  of  Five  Hundred  and  Thirty-two  Dol- 
lars and  Eighty-six  Cents  ($532.86)  per  annum, 
payable  in  advance  during  the  continuance  of  said 
franchise  and  rights  hereby  granted. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  non- 
compliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby  made 
shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the 
same,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void, 
and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  op- 
erate as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suits,  losses,  costs,  claims,  damages 
or  expenses  to  which  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  may  from  time  to  time  be 
subjected  on  account  of,  by  reason  of  or  in  any 
way  resulting  from: 
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(a)  The  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  or  removal  of  said  structures  and 
facilities  or  any  of  them ;  and/or 

(b)  Any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  to  promptly  and  properly 
perform  any  or  all  of  its  duties  and  obligations 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  upon 
the  request  of  the  Grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, at  any  time  within  one  year  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  the  rights  hereby  granted,  the  Mayor 
and  Oity  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  by  ordinance, 
renew  said  grant  for  an  additional  period  of  twen- 
ty-five years  subject  to  all  of  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  this  ordinance  but  on  a  fair  revaluation 
of  the  rights  so  granted,  including  in  such  revalu- 
ation the  value  derived  from  the  said  rights. 

Sec.  11.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  ratifying  and  approving  an  agreement,  dated 
March  2,  1953,  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  and 
The  Real  Estate  and  Improvement  Company  of  Baltimore 
City  concerning  the  extension  and  improvement  of  INIonroe 
Street,  66  feet  wide,  from  the  southeast  building  line  of 
Washington  Boulevard  to  the  northwest  building  line  of 
Russell  Street. 

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Agreement, 
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dated  March  2,  1953,  by  and  between  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  and  The  Real 
Estate  and  Improvement  Company  of  Baltimore 
City  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  con- 
firmed, said  Agreement  being  as  follows : 

**This  Agreement,  made  this  2nd  day  of  March, 
1953,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
OF  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  herein- 
after sometimes  called  the  'City'  and  The  Bal- 
timore &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  The  Real 
Estate  and  Improvement  Company  of  Baltimore 
City,  bodies  corporate  existing  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  parties  of  the  second  part, 
hereinafter  sometimes  called  the  ' Railroad \ 

'^Whereas,  the  City  is  about  to  begin  the  ex- 
tension and  improvement  of  Monroe  Street,  66 
feet  wide,  from  the  southeast  building  line  of 
Washington  Boulevard  to  the  northwest  building 
line  of  Russell  Street ;  and 

**  Whereas,  the  said  extension  and  improvement 
of  Monroe  Street  requires  the  construction  of  a 
viaduct  or  bridge  to  carry  said  highway  from  the 
southeast  building  line  of  Wicomico  Street  to  the 
northwest  building  line  of  Russell  Street  and 
above  and  across  the  existing  eight  (8)  tracks  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  located  in  and 
near  Paca  Street,  thereby  avoiding  the  creation 
of  a  crossing  at  grade  of  the  said  tracks  by  Mon- 
roe Street;  all  as  shown  on  a  plat  entitled  ^City 
of  Baltimore,  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Bureau  of  Surveys,  Plat  to  Accompany  Agree- 
ment between  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company    Concerning    Construction    of    Monroe 
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Street  Viaduct  from  Eussell  Street  to  Wicomico 
Street  over  and  across  Existing  Railroad  Tracks 
in  Paca  Street',  dated  November  7,  1952  and 
numbered  266-A-3a,  attached  hereto  and  made  in 
all  respects  a  part  hereof ;  and 

**  Whereas,  Railroad  is  willing  to  cooperate 
with  City  in  this  public  improvement,  and  has 
agreed  to  grant  and  convey,  without  cost,  unto 
City  certain  land  for  highway  purposes,  as  a  con- 
tribution to  said  project  in  lieu  of  any  cash  pay- 
ment, said  land  having  an  appraised  value  of 
Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000.00) ;  and 

** Whereas,  for  the  purpose  of  evidencing  the 
agreement  between  the  parties  hereto,  as  to  the 
construction  of  said  viaduct  or  bridge  and  the 
maintenance  of  same,  and  the  contribution  of  the 
Railroad  towards  the  cost  of  constructing  said 
viaduct  or  bridge,  this  agreement  is  entered  into. 

^^Now,  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Wit- 
NESSETH,  that  in  consideration  of  the  premises 
and  mutual  covenants  and  promises  herein  con- 
tained, the  parties  hereto  covenant  and  agree  to 
and  with  each  other  as  follows : 

1.  The  City  agrees  to  construct  a  viaduct  or 
bridge  to  carry  Monroe  Street,  66  feet  wide,  from 
the  southeast  building  line  of  Wicomico  Street  to 
the  northwest  building  line  of  Russell  Street  and 
extending  above  and  across  the  existing  eight  (8) 
tracks  of  the  Railroad  in  and  near  Paca  Street. 

The  supports  of  the  said  viaduct  or  bridge, 
where  it  crosses  over  and  above  the  railroad, 
shall  be  so  constructed  a-s  to  provide  a  vertical 
clearance  of  not  less  than  22  feet  over  the  top  of 
rail  of  the  highest  of  said  existing  tracks  at  any 
point  and  a  horizontal  clearance  of  not  less  than 
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12  feet  to  the  center  line  of  the  nearest  of  said 
existing  tracks  as  presently  located  or  as  to  be 
relocated  at  this  time. 

2.  The  viaduct  or  bridge  shall  be  constructed 
according  to  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by 
the  City  and  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Railroad  before  the  work  is  performed. 

All  work  by  the  City  shall  be  done  in  accordance 
with  the  standard  specifications  of  the  City  in 
force  on  the  date  of  the  award  of  any  contract,  to- 
gether with  such  special  provisions  as  may  be 
necessary. 

All  work  to  be  done  by  the  Railroad,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement,  shall  be  done  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  and  specifications  pre- 
pared by  the  Railroad  and  approved  by  the  Di- 
rector of  Public  Works  of  the  City. 

3.  The  Railroad  will,  as  a  contribution  towards 
the  costs  of  the  improvement  and  in  lieu  of  any 
cash  payment,  grant  and  convey  or  cause  to  be 
granted  and  conveyed  to  the  City,  in  fee  simple, 
for  highway  purposes  all  land  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  the  Railroad  required  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  said  Monroe  Street, 
66  feet  wide,  from  Washington  Boulevard  to 
Russell  Street,  the  said  land  being  shown  colored 
in  green  on  plat  entitled  'The  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  Plan  Showing  Property 
to  be  Conveyed  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  for  Monroe  Street  Extension',  dated 
November  3,  1952,  and  numbered  37386,  File 
B-20-1,  attached  hereto  and  made  in  all  respect-s 
a  part  hereof. 

The  Railroad  shall  also  convey  an  aerial  ease- 
ment, 66  feet  wide,  for  highway  purposes  for  said 
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viaduct  or  bridge  as  shown  colored  in  red  on 
above  mentioned  plat.  The  Railroad  Company 
reserves  unto  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
the  right  to  cross  said  Monroe  Street,  66  feet  wide, 
with  present  or  future  tracks  at  grade  or  under 
the  proposed  viaduct  or  bridge,  where  feasible, 
between  the  northwest  building  line  of  Russell 
Street  and  the  northwest  building  line  of  Wicom- 
ico Street.  The  construction  and  maintenance  of 
all  future  tracks  shall  be  at  the  sole  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  the  Railroad. 

Upon  the  ratification  and  approval  of  this 
agreement  by  ordinance  as  hereinafter  provided, 
a  Deed,  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor, 
shall  be  executed  by  Railroad  and  shall  be  duly 
recorded  among  the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore 
City,  which  Deed  shall  convey  unto  the  City,  for 
highway  purposes,  the  fee  simple  title  in  and  to 
the  above  described  land  as  shown  colored  in 
green,  and  the  aerial  easement  as  shown  colored 
in  red  on  the  aforesaid  plat. 

4.  The  Railroad  shall,  either  by  contract  or 
with  its  own  forces,  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  agreement,  construct,  reconstruct,  relocate 
or  make  any  and  all  necessary  alterations  to  all 
railroad  facilities,  such  as  signals,  bridge  warn- 
ings, pole  lines,  drainage,  tracks  and  track  struc- 
tures, protective  facilities,  overhead  lines,  under- 
ground cables,  barricades,  etc.,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  the  construction  of  said 
viaduct  or  bridge.  The  entire  net  cost  of  this 
work  shall  be  borne  by  the  City. 

5.  The  Railroad  shall  provide  all  protective 
facilities  to  protect  railroad  traffic  made  neces- 
sary or  occasioned  by  the  operations  of  the  City 
or  of  any  City  contractor  or  contractors  in  con- 
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structing  and  erecting  the  proposed  viaduct  or 
bridge  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions to  be  approved  by  the  City  and  the  Rail- 
road. 

The  Railroad  agrees  to  furnish  such  switch 
tenders,  flagmen,  telegraph  operators,  pilot-s, 
watchmen  or  other  services  and  devices  that  the 
Railroad  requires  to  insure  safety  and  continuity 
of  railroad  traffic  during  the  operations  of  the 
City,  any  City  contractor  or  contractors  and/or 
any  operations  of  the  Railroad,  its  agents,  em- 
ployees and  servants. 

6.  The  net  cost  of  all  work  to  be  done  as  speci- 
fied in  paragraphs  4  and  5  hereof  shall  be  borne 
by  the  City.  The  term  'net  cost'  as  used  herein, 
shall  mean  the  actual  cost  incurred  by  Railroad 
in  procuring  or  securing  the  performance  of  the 
work  specified  in  said  paragraphs  4  and  5  hereof, 
and  shown  on  the  approved  plans  of  the  project, 
provided,  however,  with  respect  to  all  work  per- 
formed under  the  provisions  of  this  agreement  by 
Railroad  solely  with  its  own  forces,  the  'net  cost' 
shall  be  the  actual  cost  incurred  on  the  work  ex- 
clusive of  general  supervision  and  overhead. 

The  Railroad  agrees  that  the  net  amount  of  any 
salvage  realized  in  performing  the  work  specified 
in  paragraphs  4  and  5  hereof  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  net  cost  of  the  work. 

As  the  work  to  be  performed  by  the  Railroad 
under  this  agreement  progresses,  the  Railroad 
will  render  to  the  City  monthly  bills  showing  the 
net  cost  of  the  work  from  time  to  time  performed, 
and  payment  of  such  cost  then  due  by  the  City  to 
the  Railroad  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement 
shall  be  made  within  thirty  (30)  days  thereafter. 
Final  settlement  under  this  agreement  shall  be 
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made  as  soon  as  reasonably  possible  after  the 
completion  of  the  project. 

7.  The  following  items  shall  be  done  by  the  City 
either  by  contract  or  with  its  own  forces,  at  the 
City's  own  sole  cost  and  expense,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement; 

(a)  Construct  complete  said  viaduct  or  bridge 
and  all  parts  of  the  highway  built  in  connection 
therewith ; 

(b)  Do  any  and  all  grading  and  paving  of  road- 
way and  sidewalk  areas  on  the  viaduct,  and  any 
and  all  grading  and  paving  of  roadway  areas  else- 
where in  the  project ; 

(c)  Do  any  and  all  drainage  work  required. 

8.  Any  work,  and  the  cost  incident  thereto,  not 
specifically  provided  for  in  paragraphs  6  and  7, 
shall  be  done  and  paid  for  by  one  of  the  parties 
hereto,  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  from  time 
to  time  during  the  progress  of  the  work. 

9.  The  City  shall  have  general  charge  of  the 
engineering  on  the  project.  However,  the  City 
and  the  Railroad,  in  carrying  out  the  work  to  be 
done  by  each  party  under  the  provisions  of  this 
agreement,  shall  provide  the  engineers  and  in- 
spectors required  for  -such  respective  parts  of 
the  work. 

All  work  herein  provided  to  be  done  by  the 
City  on  railroad  structures  shall  be  done  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Railroad,  or  his  authorized  representative,  and 
shall  be  performed  at  such  time  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  not  unduly  interfere  with  the  movement 
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of  trains  and  traffic  upon  the  tracks  of  the  Rail- 
road. 

The  cost  of  rental  of  any  of  the  Railroad's 
equipment,  such  as  work  trains,  locomotive  cranes, 
cars  or  other  rolling  stock,  needed  on  the  work 
by  the  City  or  the  City's  contractor  or  contractors 
in  carrying  out  their  work  shall  be  borne  by  the 
said  contractor  or  contractors  as  a  part  of  their 
contracts,  or  by  the  City  if  the  work  is  being  done 
with  its  own  forces. 

The  City,  in  its  contracts,  shall  require  its  con- 
tractors to  reimburse  the  Railroad  for  the  use  of 
such  equipment,  promptly  upon  receipt  of  bills 
and  agrees  to  withhold  final  payments  to  its  con- 
tractors until  Railroad  has  notified  the  City  that 
all  bills  have  been  settled. 

10.  The  Railroad  shall  put  in  execution  such 
*Slow  Orders'  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
work  under  this  agreement  with  reasonable 
economy  and  dispatch.  It  is  understood  that  any 
required  speed  of  less  than  fifteen  (15)  miles  per 
hour  is  an  unreasonable  restriction  of  traffic. 

The  City  shall  require  its  contractor  or  con- 
tractors at  all  times  to  use  all  reasonable  care  and 
diligence,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  officials  of 
the  Railroad  in  order  to  avoid  accidents,  damage 
or  unnecessary  delay  to  or  interference  with  trains 
upon  the  tracks  of  the  Railroad. 

The  City  shall  also  require  its  contractor  or 
contractors,  where  any  work  is  done  on  property 
of  the  Railroad  by  said  contractor  or  contractors, 
to  restore  the  said  property  of  the  Railroad  to  a 
condition  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Railroad. 
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11.  The  total  cost  of  the  construction  work 
herein  contemphited  is  estimated  to  be  One  Mil- 
lion, Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,500,- 
000.00).  The  entire  cost  of  such  work,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  agreement,  shall  be  borne 
by  the  City,  except  for  the  Railroad's  contribu- 
tion of  land  valued  at  Seventy-five  Thousand 
Dollars  ($75,000.00). 

12.  The  City  shall  acquire  all  property  or  prop- 
erty rights,  except  those  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  Railroad,  as  may  be  required  to  carry  out  the 
work  contemplated  herein. 

13.  The  Railroad  shall  have  the  right,  subject 
to  the  approval  and  supervision  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City  and  in  such  manner 
as  not  to  interfere  with  traffic  or  endanger  the 
traveling  public  on  said  highway,  without  charge 
to  the  Railroad,  to  attach,  at  the  -sole  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  the  Railroad,  to  said  viaduct  or  bridge, 
below  the  floor  level,  at  any  time  after  its  comple- 
tion, signals,  signal  posts,  telegraph,  telephone 
and  other  wires  and  devices  of  whatsoever  kind, 
nature  and  description  now  used  or  hereafter  to 
be  used  in  operation  of  the  Railroad. 

14.  After  the  completion  of  the  improvements 
herein  contemplated  the  Railroad  shall,  at  its  own 
sole  cost  and  expense,  maintain,  repair  and  re- 
construct its  facilities,  constructed  or  changed 
under  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  and  the  City 
shall,  at  its  own  sole  cost  and  expense,  maintain, 
repair  and  reconstruct  the  said  viaduct  or  bridge 
and  all  parts  of  the  highway  so  built  in  connection 
therewith. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that,  so  far 
as  it  is  legally  possible  for  the  City  to  do  so,  it 
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agrees  that  the  Railroad  shall  not  be  liable  for 
any  benefit  assessments  due  to  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  these  improvements. 

15.  The  Eailroad  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
that  immediatly  upon  the  execution  of  this  agree- 
ment by  all  the  parties,  the  City  and  Public 
Utility  Corporations,  or  any  or  all  of  them,  sub- 
ject to  approval  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Railroad,  may  enter  upon  any  land  now  owned  or 
controlled  by  the  Railroad,  and  do  whatever  man- 
ner of  things  are  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
project  previous  to  the  final  approval  of  plan-s 
and  specifications  for  the  improvements  con- 
templated herein  by  the  Railroad  and  the  City. 

16.  Each  party  hereto  waives,  but  only  as 
against  the  other,  any  and  all  damages  or  right 
to  claim  damages  to  any  of  its  property  growing 
out  of  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  improve- 
ments herein  contemplated,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  agreement. 

17.  The  parties  hereto  agree  that  they  will  re- 
quire their  respective  contractors  and  sub-con- 
tractors, as  the  case  may  be,  to  procure  and  main- 
tain during  progress  of  the  work  to  be  performed 
hereunder  liability  and  property  damage  insur- 
ance of  the  type  and  in  the  amounts  normally  re- 
quired by  the  City  and  Railroad,  respectively,  in 
work  of  this  character,  and  that  such  insurance 
shall  be  so  written  as  to  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
the  City  and  Railroad  as  their  interests  may 
appear. 

18.  The  terms  and  provisions  of  this  agree- 
ment shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  and  assigns  of  all  parties 
hereto.

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19.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  this  con- 
tract is  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for 
ratification  by  an  ordinance  of  the  City.

167  feet  to  a  point  in  an  existing  track  in  Mertens  Avenue 
about  43^,2  feet  south  of  the  north  building  line  of  said 
Mertens  Avenue  and  about  87  feet  west  of  the  west  build- 
ing line  of  Clinton  Street. 

Section    1.    Be  if  ordained  hij  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Northern 
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Central  Railway  Company  and  The  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  lessee  of  The  Northern  Cen- 
tral Railway  Company,  the  said  two  companies 
being  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  ''Grantee", 
be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  single  railroad  track  in 
the  beds  of  Clinton  Street  and  Mertens  Avenue, 
the  center  line  of  said  track  being  described  as 
follows :

alleys ; 
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C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  con- 
necting pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said  -streets,  alleys, 
and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to 
be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  fran- 
chises hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any 
or  all  of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of 
the  rights  herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such

An  ordinance  to  add  Part  9,  Chapter  96,  to  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Building  Regulations",  to  be  under  sub-title 
"General  Refrigeration  Regulation",  and  to  follow  immediately  after 
Part  8,  Section  895  of  said  article,  establishing  principles,  standards, 
and  requirements  as  to  administration,  design,  materials,  construction, 
reconstruction,  alteration,  etc.,  in  regard  to  refrigeration  installations 
and  inspection  in  the  City  of  Baltimore;  and  to  repeal  Chapter  96  of 
Part  9  of  Article  3  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition),  as 
amended  by  Ordinance  No.  578,  approved  October  31,  1941,  known  as 
the  "Building  Code",  and  all  amendments  thereto. 

Whereas,  Chapter  96  of  Part  9  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code,  as 
ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  578,  approved  October  31,  1941,  is  in 
need  of  revision; 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  Chapter  96  of  Part  9  of  Article  3  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1927  Edition),  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  578,  ap- 
proved October  31,  1941,  and  all  amendments  thereto,  be  and  it 
is  hereby  repealed. 
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Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  Chapter  96,  Part  9, 
be  and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter  (1950  Edition),  title  "Building  Regulations",  to  be  under 
sub-title  "General  Refrigeration  Regulations",  to  follow  im- 
mediately after  Part  8,  Section  895  of  said  Article  5,  and  to  read 
as  follows: 

SECTION  960— GENERAL  REFRIGERATION 
REGULATIONS 

9600.    Administrative  Regulations  for  Refrigeration. 

A.  Scope.  These  regulations  cover  the  design,  construction,  in- 
stallation, reconstruction,  alteration,  repair,  maintenance  or  opera- 
tion, or  removal,  of  any  apparatus  or  appliance,  equipment,  or 
system  used  for  or  intended  to  be  used  for  the  extraction  of  heat 
from  a  material  or  space  by  the  expansion  or  refrigeration  of  an 
approved  refrigerant,  and  to  prescribe  standards  of  safety  which 
will  properly  control  all  matters  or  things  connected  with  or  re- 
lated to  refrigeration. 

These  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  refrigerating  systems  in- 
stalled in  Baltimore  City.  In  cases  of  practical  difficulties  or  un- 
necessary hardship,  the  Commissioner  ma/  grant  exceptions  from 
the  literal  requirements  of  this  Code  to  permit  the  use  of  other 
devices  or  methods,  but  only  when  it  is  clearly  evident  that  equiv- 
alent protection  is  thereby  secured. 

B.  Enforcement.  These  regulations  are  enforced  by  the  Com- 
missioner as  provided  for  in  Part  I  of  the  Code.  Equipment  listed 
by  an  approved,  nationally  recognized  testing  laboratory  as  de- 
fined in  Paragraph  9609  will  be  considered  as  meeting  the  require- 
ments of  the  Code  for  such  refrigerating  equipment.  In  addition  to 
this  Code,  all  installations  of  refrigerating  systems  shall  conform  to 
the  applicable  requirements  of  the  Electrical  Code,  Plumbing  Code, 
Structural  Code  and  all  other  laws  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
governing  refrigeration. 

C.  Applications  and  Permits  for  Refrigerating  Systems.  Ap- 
plications for  refrigerating  systems  shall  be  filed  as  required  in 
Section  136  and  permits  secured  before  starting  any  installation 
or  alteration  work  when  a  refrigerating  system — 
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(1)  contains  15  pounds  or  more  of  Group  I  refrigerant 

(2)  contains  5  pounds  or  more  of  a  Group  II  refrigerant 

(3)  contains  a  Group  III  refrigerant 

(4)  employs  an  outdoor  cooling  tower  or  condenser  regardless  of 
size  of  the  refrigeration  system 

Permit  Exceptions:  No  refrigerating  permit  shall  be  required — 

(a)  on  installations  of  unit  refrigeration  systems  using  Class  I 
refrigerants  and  unit  systems  using  Class  II  refrigerants,  in  one  and 
two  story  dwellings 

(b)  for  repair  or  maintenance  of  refrigeration  systems 

Every  system  shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  Code  whether  or  not  an  installation  permit  is  re- 
quired. 

D.  Drawings  and  Specifications  for  Refrigerating  System.  When- 
ever the  proposed  installation  is  of  such  extent  that  it  cannot  be 
adequately  described  on  the  application  for  permit,  the  applica- 
tion shall  be  accompanied  by  such  drawings  or  descriptive  data 
as  are  required  to  verify  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Code. 

E.  Penalties  for  Violations.    See  Volume  I  of  this  Code. 

9607.  Existing  Refrigeration  Systems.  Refrigerating  systems 
installed  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  permitted 
to  continue  operation,  except,  that  where  such  non-conforming 
refrigerating  system  or  part  thereof  is  imminently  dangerous  it 
shall  be  reconstructed  or  repaired  as  directed  by  the  Commissioner. 

However,  when  any  non-conforming  refrigerating  system  is 
reconstructed  or  altered,  all  non-conforming  refrigerating  parts 
thereof  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code 
or  as  near  thereto  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner. 

9609.  Definitions.  The  meaning  of  words,  phrases  and  terms 
defined  in  Paragraph  9609  shall  apply  particularly  to  the  regula- 
tions of  this  Chapter  96. 

Absorber  (Adsorber)  is  that  part  of  the  low  side  of  an  absorp- 
tion system  used  for  absorbing  (adsorbing)  vapor  refrigerant. 
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Absorption  System  is  a  refrigerating  system  in  which  the  gas 
evolved  in  the  evaporator  is  taken  up  by  an  absorber  or  adsorber. 

Alteration  of  a  Refrigeration  System  shall  mean  any  change 
involving  an  extension  or  addition  to  the  system;  a  change  in  the 
kind  of  refrigerant;  a  change  in  the  arrangement,  type  or  purpose 
of  the  original  installation;  a  change  in  the  size  of  the  equipment; 
or  relocation  of  a  compressor,  generator,  condenser,  condensing 
unit,  or  evaporator. 

Approved   Nationally   Recognized   Testing   Laboratory    is   one 

acceptable  to  the  commissioner,  that  provides  uniform  testing  and 
examination  procedures  under  established  standards,  is  properly 
organized,  equipped  and  qualified  for  testing. 

Brazed  Joint  for  the  purpose  of  this  code,  is  a  gas-tight  joint 
obtained  by  the  joining  of  metal  parts  with  alloys  which  melt  a 
temperatures  higher  than  1000  F  but  less  than  the  melting 
temperatures  of  the  joined  parts. 

Brine  is  any  liquid,  used  for  the  transmission  of  heat  without  a 
change  in  its  state,  having  no  flash  point  or  a  flash  point  above 
150  F  determined  by  American  Society  for  Testing  Materials 
method  D93-46. 

Centrifugal  Compressor  is  a  nonpositive  displacement  com- 
pressor which  depends,  at  least  in  part,  on  centrifugal  force  for 
pressure  rise. 

Centrifugal  System  is  a  specific  combination  of  machinery  for  a 
given  refrigerant,  consisting  of  a  power-driven  centrifugal  com- 
pressor, a  condenser,  a  water  or  other  liquid  cooler,  and  the 
regularly  furnished  accessories.  The  component  parts,  after  as- 
sembly and  testing  at  the  factory,  are  usually  disassembled  for 
shipment. 

Compressor  is  a  specific  machine,  with  or  without  accessories, 
for  compressing  a  given  refrigerant  vapor. 

Compressor  Unit  is  a  condensing  unit  less  the  condenser  and 
liquid  receiver. 
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Condenser  is  a  vessel  or  arrangement  of  pipe  or  tubing  in  which 
vaporized  refrigerant  is  liquefied  by  the  removal  of  heat. 

Condensing  Unit  is  a  specific  refrigerating  machine  combina- 
tion for  a  given  refrigerant,  consisting  of  one  or  more  power- 
driven  compressors,  condensers,  liquid  receivers  (when  required), 
and  the  regularly  furnished  accessories. 

Container  is  a  cylinder  for  the  transportation  of  refrigerant. 

Design  ^\'orking  Pressure  is  the  maximum  allowable  working 
pressure  for  which  a  specific  part  of  a  system  is  designed. 

Direct  System  see  paragraph  9621. 

Duct  is  a  tube  or  conduit  used  for  conveying  or  encasing  pur- 
poses such  as  air  duct,  pipe  duct  and  wire  duct. 

Entrance  is  a  confined  passageway  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
door  through  which  people  enter  a  building. 

Evaporator  is  that  part  of  the  system  in  which  liquid  refrigerant 
is  vaporized  to  produce  refrigeration. 

Expansion  Coil  is  an  evaporator  constructed  of  pipe  or  tubing. 

Fusible  Plug  is  a  device  having  a  predetermined  temperature 

fusible  member  for  the  relief  of  pressure. 

Generator  is  any  device  equipped  with  a  heating  element  used 
in  the  refrigerating  system  to  increase  the  pressure  of  refrigerant 
in  its  gas  or  vapor  state  for  the  purpose  of  liquefying  the  re- 
frigerant. 

High  Side  means  the  parts  of  a  refrigerating  system  under 
condenser  pressure. 

Humanly  Occupied  Space  is  a  space  normally  frequented  or  oc- 
cupied by  people  but  excluding  machinery  rooms  and  walk-in 
coolers  used  primarily  for  refrigerated  storage. 

Indirect  System  see  paragraph  9622. 
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Liquid  Receiver  is  a  vessel  permanently  connected  to  a  system 
by  inlet  and  outlet  pipes  for  storage  of  a  liquid  refrigerant. 

Low  Side  means  the  parts  of  a  refrigerating  system  under 
evaporator  pressure. 

Machinery  is  the  refrigerating  equipment  forming  a  part  of  the 
refrigerating  system  including  any  or  all  of  the  following:  com- 
pressor condenser,  generator,  absorber  (adsorber)  liquid  re- 
ceiver, connecting  pipe,  or  evaporator. 

Machinery  Room  when  required  by  Sections  964  and  965,  is  a 
room  in  which  a  refrigerating  system  is  permanently  installed  and 
operated  but  not  including  evaporators  located  in  a  cold  storage 
room,  refrigerator  box,  air  cooled  space,  or  other  enclosed  space. 
Closets  solely  contained  within,  and  opening  only  into  a  room  shall 
not  be  considered  machinery  rooms  but  shall  be  considered  a  part 
of  the  machinery  room  in  which  they  are  contained  or  open  into. 
It  is  not  the  intent  of  this  definition  to  cause  the  space  in  which  a 
self-contained  system  is  located  to  be  classified  as  a  machinery 
room. 

Manufacturer  is  for  the  purpose  of  this  code,  the  company  or 
organization  which  evidences  its  responsibility  by  aflfixing  its  name, 
trade-mark,  or  trade  name  to  the  refrigeration  equipment  con- 
cerned. 

Mechanical  Joint,  for  the  purpose  of  this  code,  is  a  gas-tight 
joint,  obtained  by  the  joining  of  metal  parts  through  a  positive- 
holding  mechanical  construction. 

Nonpositive  Displacement  Compressor  is  a  compressor  in  which 
increase  in  vapor  pressure  is  attained  without  changing  the  internal 
volume  of  the  compression  chamber. 

Piping  means  the  pipe  or  tube  mains  for  interconnecting  the 
various  parts  of  a  refrigerating  system. 

Positive  Displacement  Compressor  is  a  compressor  in  which  in- 
crease in  vapor  pressure  is  attained  by  changing  the  internal 
volume  of  the  compression  chamber. 
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Pressure-Imposing  Element  is  any  device  or  portion  of  the 
equipment  used  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  refrigerant  vapor 
pressure. 

Pressure-Limiting  Device  is  a  pressure-responsive  mechanism 
designed  to  automatically  stop  the  operation  of  the  pressure- 
imposing  element  at  a  predetermined  pressure. 

Pressure-Relief  Device  is  a  pressure-actuated  valve  or  rupture 
member  designed  to  automatically  relieve  excessive  pressure. 

Pressure-Relief  Valve  is  a  pressure-  actuated  valve  held  closed  by 
a  spring  or  other  means  and  designed  to  automatically  relieve 
pressure  in  excess  of  its  setting. 

Pressure  \'essel  is  any  refrigerant-containing  receptacle  of  a 
refrigerating  s)stem,  other  than  evaporators,  each  separate  section 
of  which  does  not  exceed  J/2  cubic  foot  of  refrigerant-containing 
volume,  expansion  coils,  compressors,  controls  headers,  pipe  and 
pipe  fittings. 

Receiver  see  Liquid  Receiver. 

Reciprocating  Compressor  is  a  positive  displacement  compressor 
with  a  piston  or  pistons  moving  in  a  straight  line  but  alternately  in 
opposite  directions. 

Refrigerant  is  a  substance  used  to  produce  refrigeration  by  its 
expansion  or  vaporization. 

Refrigerating  System  is  a  combination  of  interconnected  re- 
frigerant containing  parts  constituting  one  closed  refrigerant  cir- 
cuit in  which  a  refrigerant  is  circulated  for  the  purpose  of  extract- 
ing heat. 

Rupture  Member  is  a  device  that  will  automatically  rupture  at 
a  predetermined  pressure. 

Sealed  Absorption  System  is  a  unit  system  for  Group  2  re- 
frigerants only  in  which  all  refrigerant-containing  parts  are  made 
permanently  tight  by  welding  or  brazing  against  refrigerant  loss. 

Self-Contained  System  is  a  complete  factory  made  and  factory 
tested  system  in  a  suitable  frame  or  enclosure  which  is  fabricated 
and  shipped  in  one  or  more  sections  and  in  which  no  refrigerant- 
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containing  parts  are  connected  in  the  field  other  than  by  companion 
or  block  valves. 

Soldered  Joint,  for  the  purpose  of  this  code,  is  a  gas-tight  joint 
obtained  by  the  joining  of  metal  parts  with  metallic  mixtures  or 
alloys  which  melt  at  temperatures  below  1000  F  and  above  400  F. 

Stop  Valve  is  a  shut-off  for  controlling  the  flow  of  refrigerant. 

Unit  System  is  a  self-contained  system  which  has  been 
assembled  and  tested  prior  to  its  installation  and  which  is  in- 
stalled without  connecting  any  refrigerant-containing  parts.  A 
unit  system  may  include  factory-assembled  companion  or  block 
valves. 

Welded  Joint  for  the  purpose  of  this  code,  is  a  gas-tight  joint 
obtained  by  the  joining  of  metal  parts  in  the  plastic  or  molten  state.

9611.  Refrigerants  not  classified  in  Code.  Other  substances 
not  specifically  provided  for  in  this  Code,  except  air  and  water, 
shall  not  be  permitted  for  use  as  a  refrigerant  unless  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  and  after  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Standards, 
or  the  Underwriters'  Laboratories,  Inc.  or  other  recognized  Test- 
ing Laboratories  shall  have  tested  and  approved  the  proposed  sub- 
stance for  a  refrigerant. 

The  Commissioner  shall  determine  the  group  of  refrigerants  to 
which  the  proposed  refrigerant  shall  be  added  and  the  limit  of  its 
use. 

SECTION  962.     CLASSIFICATION  OF  REFRIGERATING 

SYSTEMS 

9620.  Basis  of  Classification.  Refrigerating  systems  are  classi- 
fied in  accordance  with  the  method  employed  for  extracting  heat. 

9621.  Direct  System  is  one  in  which  the  evaporator  is  in  direct 
contact  with  the  material  or  space  refrigerator  or  is  located  in  air- 
circulating  passages  conmiunicating  with  such  spaces. 

9622.  Indirect  System  is  one  in  which  a  liquid,  such  as  brine  or 
water,  cooled  by  the  refrigerant,  is  circulated  to  the  material  or 
space  refrigerated  or  is  used  to  cool  air  so  circulated.  Indirect 
systems  are  further  classified  by  the  type  or  method  of  applica- 
tion as  follows: 

A.  Indirect  Open-Spray  Stem  is  one  in  which  a  liquid,  such  as 
brine  or  water,  cooled  by  an  evaporator  located  in  an  enclosure 
external  to  a  cooling  chamber,  is  circulated  to  such  cooling  cham- 
ber and  is  sprayed  therein. 

B.  Indirect  Closed-Surface  System  is  one  in  which  a  liquid,  such 
as  brine  or  water,  cooled  by  an  evaporator  located  in  an  enclosure 
external  to  a  cooling  chamber  is  circulated  to  and  through  such  a 
cooling  chamber  in  pipes  or  other  closed  circuits. 

C.  Indirect  Vented  Closed-Surface  System  is  one  in  which  a 
liquid,  such  as  brine  or  water,  cooled  by  an  evaporator  located  in  a 
vented  enclosure  external  to  a  cooling  chamber,  is  circulated  to 
and  through  such  cooling  chamber  in  pipes  or  other  closed  cir- 
cuits. 

D.  Double  Indirect  Vented  Open-Spray  System  is  one  in  which 
a  liquid,  such  as  brine  or  water,  cooled  by  an  evaporator  located 
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in  a  vented  enclosure,  is  circulated  through  a  closed  circuit  to  a 
second  enclosure  where  it  cools  another  supply  of  a  liquid,  such  as 
brine  or  water,  and  this  liquid  in  turn  is  circulated  to  a  cooling 
chamber  and  is  sprayed  therein. 

E.  Double  (or  Secondary)  Refrigerant  System  is  one  in  which 
an  evaporative  refrigerant  is  used  in  a  secondary  circuit.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  code,  each  system  enclosing  a  separate  body  of  an 
evaporative  refrigerant  shall  be  considered  as  a  separate  direct 
system.

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SECTION  963— INSTALLATION  REQUIREMENTS 

9630.  General  Installation  Requirements. 

A.  Water  supply  and  discharge  connections  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  Plumbing  Code  of  Baltimore. 

B.  Electrical  equipment  and  wiring  shall  be  installed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  electrical  regulations  in  Part  VIII  of  this  Code. 

C.  Gas  fuel  device  and  equipment  used  with  refrigerating  sys- 
tem shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  Section  946,  of  this  Code. 

D.  Air  Duct  Systems  of  air  conditioning  equipment  for  human 
comfort  using  mechanical  refrigeration  shall  be  installed  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  957  of  this  Code. 

9631.  Installation  of  Machinery. 

A.  Foundations  and  Supports  for  condensing  units  or  compressor 
units  shall  be  of  substantial  and  non-combustible  construction. 
This  does  not  apply  to  vibration  dampers. 

B.  Clear  space  adequate  for  inspection  and  servicing  of  con- 
densing units  or  compressor  units  shall  be  provided. 

C.  Condenser  Units  or  compressor  units  with  enclosures  shall  be 
readily  accessible  for  servicing  and  inspection. 

9632.  Machinery  Room  Requirements. 

A.  Each  refrigerating  machinery  room  shall  be  provided  with 
tight-fitting  door  or  doors  and  have  no  partitions  or  openings  that 
will  permit  the  passage  of  escaping  refrigerant  to  other  parts  of 
the  building. 

B.  Each  refrigerating  machinery  room  shall  be  provided  with 
means  for  ventilation  to  the  outer  air.  The  ventilation  shall  con- 
sist of  windows  or  doors  opening  to  the  outer  air,  of  the  size  shown 
in  Table  9632-Tl  or  of  mechanical  means  capable  of  removing 
the  air  from  the  room  in  accordance  with  Table  962-Tl.  The 
amount  of  ventilation  for  refrigerant  removal  purposes  shall  be 
determined  by  the  refrigerant  content  of  the  largest  system  in  the 
machinery  room. 
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C.  Mechanical  Ventilation,  when  used  shall  consist  of  one  or 
more  power-driven  exhaust  fans,  which  shall  be  capable  of  remov- 
ing from  the  refrigerating  machinery  room  the  amount  of  air 
specified  in  Table  9632-Tl.  The  inlet  to  the  fan,  or  fans,  or  air 
duct  connection  shall  be  located  near  the  refrigerating  equipment. 
The  outlet  from  the  fan,  or  fans,  or  air  duct  connections  shall 
terminate  outside  of  the  building  in  an  approved  manner.  When 
air  ducts  are  used  either  on  the  inlet  or  discharge  side  of  the  fan, 
or  fans,  they  shall  have  an  area  not  less  than  specified  in  Table 
9632-Tl.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  the  inlet  of  air  to  replace 
that  being  exhausted.  If  this  opening  communicates  with  the 
building,  it  shall  be  provided  with  approved  gravity  dampers  to 
prevent  circulation. 

D.  Glass  T  Machinery  Rooms  in  basements  or  sub-basements 
shall  have  adequate  mechanical  ventilation  operating  continuously, 
which  may  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  emergency  ventilation 
required  in  9632B.

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SECTION  964— LIMITATIONS  BECAUSE  OF  OCCUPANCY 
—PUBLIC   AND   PRIVATE   ASSEMBLY,   DWELLINGS, 
INSTITUTIONS,  OFFICE  BUILDINGS,  AND 
COMMERCIAL  OCCUPANCIES 

9640.  General  Requirements. 

A.  Public  Stairway,  Stair  Landing,  Entrance  or  Exit.  No  re- 
frigerating system  shall  be  installed  in  or  on  a  public  stairway, 
stair  landing,  entrance,  or  exit. 

B.  Public  Hallway  or  Lobby.  No  refrigerating  system  shall 
interfere  with  free  passage.  No  Group  2  refrigerant  shall  be  per- 
mitted in  public  hallways  or  lobbies  of  Institutional  or  Public  As- 
sembly Occupancies.  Refrigerating  systems  installed  in  a  public 
hallway  or  lobby  shall  be  limited  to: 

1.  Unit  Systems  containing  not  more  than  the  quantities  of  a 
Group  1  refrigerant  specified  in  Table  9641-Tl. 

2.  Sealed  Absorption  Systems  containing  not  more  than  3 
pounds  of  Group  2  refrigerant  when  in  Dwelling  and  Commercial 
Occupancies. 

9641.  Group  I  Refrigerants. 

A.  Direct  Systems.  The  maximum  permissible  quantity  of  a 
Group  1  refrigerant  In  a  direct  system  Is  specified  In  Table  9641-Tl 
except  Institutional  Occupancies  where  further  limited  by  9641-Al. 

1.  Direct  Systems  In  Institutional  Occupancies  shall  be  limited 
to  unit  systems  containing  not  more  than  20  pounds  of  Group  1 
refrigerants,  except  in  kitchens,  laboratories,  and  mortuaries. 

2.  In  Institutional  and  Public  Assembly  Occupancies,  direct 
expansion  coils  or  evaporators  used  for  alr-condltloning  and 
located  downstream  from  a  heating  coll,  or  located  upstream  within 
18  inches  of  a  heating  coil,  shall  be  fitted  with  a  relief  device  dis- 
charging to  the  outside  of  the  building  In  an  approved  manner; 
except  that  such  a  relief  device  shall  not  be  required  on  unit  or 
self-contained  systems  If  the  Internal  volume  of  the  low  side  of  the 
system  which  may  be  shut  oflT  by  valves,  divided  by  the  total 
weight  of  refrigerant  In  the  system  less  the  weight  of  refrigerant 
vapor  contained  in  the  other  parts  of  the  system  at  110  F,  exceeds 
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the  specific  volume   of   the   refrigerant   at   critical   conditions  of 
temperature  and  pressure.

B.  Indirect  Systems.  A  system  containing  more  than  the 
quantity  of  a  Group  1  refrigerant  allowed  in  Table  9641-Tl  shall 
be  of  the  indirect  type  with  all  refrigerant-containing  parts, 
excepting  parts  mounted  outside  the  building,  installed  in  a 
machinery  room  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  for  mechanical 
equipment. 

C.  Open  Flames  in  Machinery  Rooms.  No  open  flame  or  ap- 
paratus to  produce  an  open  flame  shall  be  installed  in  a  machinery 
room  where  any  refrigerant  other  than  carbon  dioxide  is  used 
unless  the  flame-producing  apparatus  is  provided  with  a  means  of 
removing  the  products  of  combustion  to  the  open  air.  The  use  of 
matches,  cigarette  lighters,  halide  leak  detectors,  and  similar  de- 
vices shall  not  be  considered  a  violation  of  this  paragraph  or 
9641-F. 


D.  Open  Flames  in  Institutional  and  Public  Assembly  Oc- 
cupancies. In  Institutional  and  Public  Assembly  Occupancies, 
when  more  than  1  pound  of  a  Group  1  refrigerant,  other  than 
carbon  dioxide,  is  used  in  a  system  any  portion  of  which  is  in  a 
room  where  there  is  an  apparatus  for  producing  an  open  flame, 
then  such  refrigerant  shall  be  classed  in  Group  2  unless  the  flame 
producing  apparatus  is  provided  with  a  means  of  removing  the 
products  of  combustion  to  the  open  air.

(a)  When  the  refrigerant-containing  parts  of  a  system  are  located  in  one  or 
more  enclosed  spaces,  the  cubical  content  of  the  smallest  enclosed  humanly 
occupied  space  other  than  the  machinery  room,  shall  be  used  to  determine 
the  permissible  quantity  of  refrigerant  in  the  system.

9642.     Group  2  Refrigerants. 

A.  Direct  Systems.  The  maximum  permissible  quantity  of  a 
Group  2  refrigerant  In  a  direct  system  is  shown  in  Table  9642-Tl. 

B.  Indirect  Systems.  The  maximum  permissible  quantity  of 
Group  2  refrigerant  in  an  indirect  system  is  shown  in  Table 
9642-T2.  Any  system  using  a  Group  2  refrigerant  in  excess 
of  the  quantities  shown  in  Table  9642-Tl  shall  be  of  an  indirect 
type  as  follows: 

1.  Institutional  and  Public  Assembly  Occupancies — Indirect 
vented  closed-surface^  or  double  indirect  vented  open-spray. 
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2.  Residential  and  Commerical  Occupancies — Indirect  vented 
closed-surfaces,  or  double  indirect  vented  open-spray,  or  primary 
circuit  of  double-refrigerant  type. 

G.  Machinery  Rooms  for  Indirect  Systems,  Group  2  Re- 
frigerants. 

1.  Indirect  systems  using  Group  2  refrigerants  not  in  excess  of 
the  quantities  shown  in  Golumn  1  of  Table  9642-T2  shall  have  all 
refrigerant-containing  parts,  excepting  parts  mounted  outside  the 
building,  installed  in  a  machinery  room  used  for  no  other  purpose 
than  for  mechanical  equipment. 

2.  Indirect  systems  using  Group  2  refrigerants  not  in  excess  of 
the  quantities  shown  in  Column  2  of  Table  9642-T2  shall  have  all 
refrigerant-containing  parts  installed  in  a  Class  T  machinery  room. 

3.  Flame-Producing  Devices,  Hot  Surfaces,  and  Electrical 
Equipment  in  Machinery  Rooms.  Where  a  machinery  room  is  re- 
quired by  this  Code  to  house  a  refrigerating  system  containing  any 
Group  2  refrigerant  other  than  sulphur  dioxide,  no  flame-pro- 
ducing device  or  hot  surface  above  800  F  shall  be  permitted  in  such 
room  and  all  electrical  equipment  in  the  room  shall  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  Hazardous  Locations  Class  I  of  Part  VIII  of  this 
Code.

9643.  Group  3  Refrigerants.  Group  3  refrigerants  shall  not  be 
used  except  in  laboratories  for  Commercial  Occupancies.  In  such

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9653.  Group  III  Refrigerants.  (Direct  Systems).  Systems 
using  not  more  than  10  pounds  of  refrigerant  are  approved  with- 
out restriction  in  industrial  occupancies. 

(Indirect  Systems).  There  are  no  limitations  on  the  use  of 
Group  III  refrigerants  in  any  indirect  system  in  industrial  oc- 
cupancies. 

9654.  Flanmiable  Refrigerants — Further  Limitations. 

A.  Flammable  Refrigerants  as  listed  in  Table  9654-Tl  shall  not 
be  used  in  a  refrigerating  system  in  excess  of  1000  pounds  unless 
approved  by  the  Commissioner. 

B.  Open  Flames.  When  the  quantity  of  flammable  refrigerant 
in  any  one  refrigerating  system  exceeds  the  amount  given  in  Table 
9654-Tl  for  each  1000  cubic  feet  of  room  volume  in  which  the 
system  or  any  part  thereof  is  installed,  than  no  flame-producing 
device  or  hot  surface  above  800  F  shall  be  permitted  in  such  room 
and  all  electrical  equipment  in  the  room  shall  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  Hazardous  Locations  Class  I  of  Part  VIII  of  the 
Code.

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SECTION  966— DESIGN  AND  CONSTRUCTION  OF 
REFRIGERATING  EQUIPMENT 

9660.     Refrigerant  Piping. 

A.  General.  Refrigerant  piping,  valves,  fittings,  and  related 
parts  used  in  the  construction  and  installation  of  refrigerating  sys- 
tems shall  conform  to  the  American  Standard  Code  for  Pressure 
Piping,  B31. 1-1951. 

B.  Enclosures  for  Soft  Copper  Tubing.  Rigid  or  flexible  en- 
closures shall  be  provided  for  soft,  annealed  copper  tubing  used  for 
refrigerant  piping  erected  on  the  premises  and  containing  other 
than  Group  1  refrigerants.  No  enclosures  shall  be  required  for 
connections  between  condensing  unit  and  the  nearest  riser  box, 
provided  such  connections  do  not  exceed  6  feet  in  length. 

C.  Requirements  for  Refrigerant  Pipe  and  Tubing. 

1.  Standard  steel  or  wrought  iron  pipe  may  be  used  for  design 
working  pressures  not  exceeding  300  psig,  provided  lap-welded, 
electric  resistance  welded,  or  seamless  pipe  is  used  for  sizes  2  inches 
and  larger,  and  extra  strong  pipe  is  used  for  liquid  lines  for  sizes 
V/z  inches  and  smaller  conforming  to  American  Standard  B36.10- 
1951. 

2.  Standard  iron  pipe  size  copper  and  red  brass  (not  less  than 
80  percent  copper)  pipe  and  tabing  may  be  used  and  shall  conform 
to  the  dimensions  given  in  Tables  II  and  IV  of  ASTM  Specifica- 
tion B188-47T. 

3.  Water  tube  size  hard  copper  tubing  used  for  refrigerant  piping 
erected  on  the  premises  shall  conform  to  ASTM  Specification 
B88-48,  Types  K  or  L  for  dimensions  and  specifications.  Copper 
tubing  1/4  inch  and  %  inch  outside  diameter  having  a  minimum 
wall  thickness  of  0.025  inch  and  0.030  inch,  respectively,  shall  be 
considered  as  meeting  the  requirements  for  this  copper  tubing. 

4.  Soft  annealed  copper  tubing  used  for  refrigerant  piping 
erected  on  the  premises  shall  not  be  used  in  sizes  larger  than  7/q 
inch  outside  diameter  (%  inch  nominal).  It  shall  conform  to 
ASTM  Specification  B68-47,  and  shall  have  wall  thicknesses  not 
less  than  contained  in  ASTM  Specification  B88-48  for  Type  L. 
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Copper  tubing  J4  inch  and  Ys  inch  outside  diameter  having  a 
minimum  wall  thickness  of  0.025  inch  and  0.030  inch,  respectively, 
shall  be  considered  as  meeting  the  requirements  for  this  copper 
tubing. 

5.  Soldered  joints  on  copper  tubing  used  in  refrigerating  sys- 
tems containing  Group  2  or  Group  3  refrigerants  shall  be  made 
with  solders  or  alloys  having  melting  points  not  less  than  1000  F. 

D.  Joints  and  Refrigerant-Containing  Parts  in  Air  Ducts.  Joints 
and  all  refrigerant-containing  parts  of  a  refrigerating  system 
located  in  an  air  duct  of  an  air-conditioning  system  for  human 
comfort  shall  be  constructed  to  withstand,  without  leakage,  a 
temperature  of  1000  F. 

E.  Exposure  of  Refrigerant  Pipe  Joints.  Refrigerant  pipe  joints 
shall  be  exposed  to  view  for  visual  inspection,  excepting  when  in- 
sulated or  mechanically  protected,  or  when  located  in  the  cabinet 
of  a  unit  system,  or  installed  outside  the  building,  or  in  a  tight 
pipe  duct  or  shaft  vented  to  the  outer  air. 

F.  Stop  Valves. 

1.  General  Requirements.  All  systems  containing  more  than  50 
pounds  of  a  Group  1  refrigerant  or  6  pounds  of  a  Group  2  or  3 
refrigerant,  other  than  systems  utilizing  nonpositive  displacement 
compressors,  shall  have  stop  valves  installed  as  follows: 

Each  inlet  of  each  compressor,  compressor  unit,  or  condensing 
unit; 

Each  discharge  outlet  of  each  compressor,  compressor  unit,  or 
condensing  unit,  and  of  each  liquid  receiver. 

2.  Systems  Containing  100  Pounds  or  More  of  Refrigerant. 
All  systems  containing  100  pounds  or  more  of  a  refrigerant,  other 
than  systems  utilizing  nonpositive  displacement  compressors,  shall 
have  stop  valves,  in  addition  to  those  valves  required  in  Para- 
graph 9660-Fl,  on  each  inlet  of  each  liquid  receiver  and  each 
branch  liquid  and  suction  line  except  that  none  shall  be  required 
on  the  inlet  of  a  receiver  in  a  condensing  unit  nor  on  the  inlet  of  a 
receiver  which  is  an  integral  part  of  a  condenser.

3.  Stop  valves  used  with  soft  annealed  copper  tubing  or  hard 
drawn  copper  tubing  %  inch  nominal  size  or  smaller  shall  be 
securely  mounted,  independent  of  tubing  fastenings  or  supports. 

4.  Stop  valves  shall  be  suitably  labelled  if  it  is  not  obvious  what 
they  control.  Numbers  may  be  used  to  label  the  valves  provided  a 
key  to  the  numbers  is  located  near  the  valves. 

G.  Location  of  Refrigerant  Piping. 

1.  Refrigerant  piping  crossing  an  open  space  which  affords 
passageway  in  any  building  shall  be  not  less  than  7  J/2  feet  above 
the  floor  unless  against  the  ceiling  of  such  space. 

2.  Free  passageway  shall  not  be  obstructed  by  refrigerant  piping. 
Refrigerant  piping  shall  not  be  placed  in  any  elevator,  dumbwaiter, 
or  other  shaft  containing  a  moving  object,  or  in  any  shaft  which 
has  openings  to  living  quarters  or  to  main  exit  hallways.  Re- 
frigerant piping  shall  not  be  placed  in  public  hallways,  lobbies,  or 
stairways  except  that  such  refrigerant  piping  may  pass  across  a 
public  hallway,  if  there  are  no  joints  in  the  section  in  the  public 
hallway,  and  provided  non-ferrous  tubing  of  1  inch  nominal 
diameter  (1^  inch  outside  diameter)  and  smaller  be  contained  in 
a  rigid  metal  pipe. 

3.  Refrigerant  Piping  Through  Floors.  In  other  than  In- 
dustrial or  Storage  Occupancies,  refrigerant  piping  shall  not  be 
carried  through  floors  except  as  follows: 

(a)  It  may  be  carried  from  the  basement  to  the  first  floor  or 
from  the  top  floor  to  a  machinery  penthouse  or  to  the  roof. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  connecting  to  a  condenser  on  the  roof, 
it  may  be  carried  through  an  approved,  rigid  and  tight  con- 
tinuous, incombustible  pipe  duct  or  shaft  having  no  openings  on 
intermediate  floors,  or  it  may  be  carried  on  the  outer  wall  of  the 
building  provided  it  is  not  located  in  an  air  shaft,  closed  court,  or 
in  other  similar  open  spaces  enclosed  within  the  outer  walls  of  the 
building. 

(c)  In  direct  systems  containing  Group  1  refrigerants,  the  re- 
frigerant piping  may  also  be  carried  through  floors,  intermediate 
between  the  first  floor  and  the  top  floor,  provided  it  is  enclosed  in 
an  approved,  rigid,  and  tight  continuous,  incombustible  pipe  duct 
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or  shaft  where  it  passes  through  any  intermediate  space.  Where 
the  refrigerating  system  serves  an  air-conditioning  system,  the  pip- 
ing need  not  be  enclosed  where  it  passes  through  air-conditioned 
spaces  served  by  that  system.  The  pipe  duct  or  shaft  shall  be 
vented  to  the  outside  or  to  a  space  served  by  the  system. 

9661.     Design  and  Construction  of  Equipment. 

A.  General. 

1.  Every  part  of  a  refrigerating  system,  with  the  exception  of 
pressure  gages  and  control  mechanisms,  shall  be  designed,  con- 
structed, and  assembled  to  be  capable  of  withstanding  pressure  not 
less  than  the  minimum  refrigerant  leak  field  test  pressure  specified 
in  Table  9680-Tl  without  being  stressed  beyond  one-third  of  its 
ultimate  strength. 

2.  All  materials  used  in  the  construction  and  installation  of  re- 
frigerating systems  shall  be  suitable  for  conveying  the  refrigerant 
used.  No  material  shall  be  used  that  will  deteriorate  because  of 
the  refrigerant,  or  the  oil,  or  the  combination  of  both. 

3.  Aluminum,  Zinc,  or  Magnesium  shall  not  be  used  in  contact 
with  methyl  chloride  in  a  refrigerating  system.  Magnesium  alloys 
shall  not  be  used  in  contact  with  any  Freon  refrigerant. 

B.  Minimum  Test  Pressures.  Every  refrigerant-containing  part 
of  every  system,  including  pressure  gages  and  control  mechanisms, 
shall  be  tested  and  proved  tight  by  the  manufacturer  at  not  less 
than  the  minimum  refrigerant  leak  field  test  pressure,  specified  in 
Table  9680-Tl. 

C.  Equipment  Listed  by  an  Approved  Nationally  Recognized 
Testing  Laboratory,  shall  be  deemed  as  meeting  the  intent  of  the 
requirements  of  paragraphs  A  and  B  of  Paragraph  9661. 

D.  Pressure-Limiting  Devices. 

1.  Pressure-limiting  devices  shall  be  provided  on  all  systems 
containing  more  than  20  pounds  of  refrigerant  and  operating  above 
atmospheric  pressure,  and  on  all  water  cooled  systems  so  con- 
structed that  the  compressor  or  generator  is  capable  of  producing  a 
pressure  in  excess  of  the  test  pressure;  except  water  cooled  unit 
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systems  containing  not  more  than  3  pounds  of  a  Group  1  re- 
frigerant, providing  the  system  will  safely  relieve  the  refrigerant  in 
case  of  failure  of  the  water  supply  or  providing  an  overload  device 
will  stop  the  action  of  the  compressor  before  the  pressure  exceeds 
one-fifth  the  ultimate  strength  of  the  system. 

2.  Pressure-limiting  devices  shall  stop  the  action  of  the  pressure- 
imposing  element  at  a  pressure  not  more  than  90  percent  of  the 
pressure-relief  device  setting,  or  90  percent  of  the  refrigerant  leak 
field  test  pressure  actually  applied  whichever  is  lower. 

3.  Pressure-limiting  devices  shall  be  connected,  with  no  inter- 
vening stop  valves,  between  the  pressure-imposing  element  and 
any  stop  valve  on  the  discharge  side. 

E.  Liquid  Level  Gage  Glasses,  except  those  of  the  bull's-eye  or 
reflex  type,  shall  have  automatic  closing  shut-off  valves,  and  such 
glasses  shall  be  adequately  protected  against  injury. 

F.  Dial  of  a  Pressure  Gage,  when  the  gage  is  permanently  in- 
stalled on  the  high  side  of  a  refrigerating  system,  shall  be  graduated 
up  to  approximately  double  the  operating  pressure,  but  in  no  case 
less  than  1.2  times  the  design  working  pressure. 

G.  Nameplate.  Each  separately  sold  condensing  unit  and  each 
compressor  or  compressor  unit  sold  for  field  assembly  in  a  re- 
frigerating system  shall  carry  a  nameplate  marked  with  the  manu- 
facturer's name,  nationally  registered  trademark  or  trade  name, 
identification  number,  and  the  name  of  the  refrigerant  for  which  it 
is  designed. 

9662.     Refrigerant-Containing  Pressure  Vessels. 

A.  Refrigerant-Containing  Pressure  Vessels  Exceeding  6  Inches 
in  Diameter.  Refrigerant-containing  pressure  vessels,  except  those 
having  a  maximum  allowable  internal  or  external  working  pres- 
sure 15  psig  or  less,  irrespective  of  size,  or  having  an  inside 
diameter  of  6  inches  or  less  irrespective  of  pressure,  shall  comply 
with  the  rules  of  Section  VIII  of  the  1949  Edition  of  the  ASME 
Boiler  Construction  Code  covering  the  requirements  for  the  de- 
sign, fabrication,  and  inspection  during  construction  of  unfired 
pressure  vessels. 
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B.  Code  Inspection  Exemption.  Unfired  pressure  vessels  within 
the  following  volume  and  pressure  limits  are  exempted  from  the 
inspection  requirements  of  Paragraph  U-65  of  Section  VIII  of  the 
1949  Edition  of  the  ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code: 

1.  5  cubic  feet  gross  capacity  or  less  designed  for  pressures  not 
exceeding  250  psig; 

2.  lJ/2  cubic  feet  gross  capacity  or  less  designed  for  pressures 
exceeding  250  psig; 

but  such  vessels  shall  otherwise  comply  with  Section  VIII  of  the 
1949  Edition  of  the  ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code  require- 
ments, including  the  required  stamping  but  omitting  the  code 
symbol.  The  foregoing  limitations  apply  to  each  single  vessel,  and 
not  to  an  assembly  of  vessels. 

C.  Pressure  Vessels  Less  than  5  Cubic  Feet  Capacity.  Except 
as  specified  in  9662-D  pressure  vessels  which  are  exempted  in 
9662-B  from  compliance  with  Paragraph  U-65  of  Section  VIII  of 
the  1949  Edition  of  the  ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code,  meet 
the  requirements  of  Section  9662  of  this  Code,  provided: 

1.  The  details  of  design  and  construction  shall  conform  with 
Section  VIII  of  the  1949  Edition  of  the  ASME  Boiler  Construction 
Code; 

2.  The  materials  of  construction  shall  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  VIII  of  the  1949  Edition  of  the  ASME  Boiler  Construc- 
tion Code; 

3.  Welding  operators  and  welding  processes  for  shop  work 
shall  be  qualified  as  provided  for  in  Section  VIII  of  the  1949 
Edition  of  the  ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code;  and  for  field 
work  shall  be  qualified  as  provided  for  in  Section  636  of  this  Code. 

4.  Each  vessel  shall  be  tested  and  stamped  in  accordance  with 
the  Boiler  Construction  Code  with  either  pneumatic  or  hydrostatic 
pressure  in  accordance  with  Par.  U-77  (e); 

5.  The  certification  in  9662-B  can  be  met  by  keeping  a  produc- 
tion series  record  of  material  used  and  tests  made.  Certification 
for  individual  vessels,  where  required,  may  be  made  by  abstracting 
data  from  the  series  record  by  affidavit. 
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D.  Refrigerant-Containing  Pressure  Vessels  Not  Exceeding  an 
Inside  Diameter  of  6  Inches,  irrespective  of  pressure,  shall  be 
listed  either  individually  or  as  part  of  refrigeration  equipment,  by 
an  approved  nationally  recognized  testing  laboratory.  Vessels  not 
so  listed  shall  be  constructed  according  to  9662-G. 

E.  Safety  Devices.  All  pressure  vessels,  irrespective  of  size  or 
pressure,  shall  be  equipped  with  safety  devices  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  9671  of  this  code. 

F.  Standard  Hydrostatic  Tests.  Fusion  welded  pressure  vessels 
shall  be  tested  in  accordance  with  Section  VIII  of  the  1949  Edi- 
tion of  the  ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code. 

G.  Pneumatic  Tests.  Vessels  for  use  in  services  which  cannot 
tolerate  the  presence  of  a  testing  liquid  and  which  cannot  be 
readily  dried,  and  the  parts  of  which  have  been  previously  tested 
by  hydrostatic  pressure  to  not  less  than  1  /2  times  the  design  work- 
ing pressure  of  the  vessel,  may  be  given  a  pneumatic  test  as  pre- 
scribed in  Paragraph  U-64(f),  Section  VIII  of  the  1949  Edition 
of  the  ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code. 

SECTION  967— RELIEF   FOR  REFRIGERATING 
EQUIPMENT 

9670.     Relief  Devices  in  General. 

A.  General.  Every  refrigerating  system  shall  be  protected  by  a 
pressure-relief  device  unless  so  constructed  that  pressure  due  to  fire 
conditions  will  be  safely  relieved  by  soldered  joints,  lead  gaskets, 
fusible  plugs,  or  other  parts  of  the  system. 

B.  No  stop  valve  shall  be  located  between  any  automatic  pres- 
sure-relief device  or  fusible  plug  and  the  part  or  parts  of  the  system 
protected  thereby,  except  when  the  parallel  relief  devices  mentioned 
in  967 1-B  are  so  arranged  that  only  one  can  be  rendered  in- 
operative at  a  time  for  testing  or  repair  purposes. 

C.  All  pressure-relief  devices  shall  be  connected  as  nearly  as 
practicable  directly  to  the  pressure  vessel  or  other  parts  of  the  sys- 
tem protected  thereby,  above  the  liquid  refrigerant  level,  and  in- 
stalled so  that  they  are  readily  accessible  for  inspection  and  repair 
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and  so  that  they  cannot  be  readily  rendered  inoperative.     Fusible 
plugs  may  be  located  above  or  below  the  liquid  refrigerant  level. 

D.  The  seats  and  discs  of  pressure-relief  devices  shall  be  con- 
structed of  suitable  material  to  resist  refrigerant  corrosion  or 
other  chemical  action  caused  by  the  refrigerant.  Seats  or  discs 
of  cast  iron  shall  not  be  used. 

E.  The  rated  discharge  capacity  of  a  pressure-relief  valve  for  a 
refrigerant-containing  vessel,  expressed  in  pounds  of  air  per  minute, 
shall  be  determined  at  a  pressure  at  the  inlet  of  the  relief  valve 
equal  to  110  percent  of  the  valve  setting  in  accordance  with 
Paragraph  UG-13L  Section  VIII  of  the  1950  Edition  of  the 
ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code. 

F.  The  rated  discharge  capacity  of  a  rupture  member  or  fusible 
plug  in  pounds  of  air  per  minute  shall  be  determined  by  the  fol- 
lowing formulas: 

C=0.6Pid'  Equation  (1) 

or 

d=1.29"

Where         C=minimum  required  discharge  capacity,  in  lb.  of  air  per  min 

d=niinimum  diameter  of  bore  of  fusible  plug  or  internal 
diameter  of  inlet  pipe  to  rupture  member  in  inches 

For  rupture  members: 

Pi=bursting  pressure,  equal  to  design  working  pressure,  except 
that  for  967 1-H  the  bursting  pressure  equals  1.20  times 
design  working  pressure,  psig. 

For  fusible  plugs: 

Pi = saturation  pressure,  corresponding  to  the  stamped  tempera- 
ture melting  point  of  the  fusible  plug  or  the  critical  pres- 
sure of  the  refrigerant  used,  whichever  is  smaller,  psig. 

G.  All  pressure-relief  devices  (not  fusible  plugs)  shall  be  di- 
rectly pressure-actuated. 

H.  The  size  of  the  discharge  pipe  from  the  pressure-relief 
device  shall  be  not  less  than  the  size  of  the  relief  device  outlet. 
The  discharge  from  more  than  one  relief  device  may  be  run  into

J.  Pressure-Relief  Devices  for  Positive  Displacement  Com- 
pressors. Positive  displacement  compressors  operating  above  15 
pounds  per  square  inch  gage  and  having  a  displacement  exceeding 
50  cubic  feet  per  minute,  shall  be  equipped  by  the  manufacturer 
with  a  pressure-relief  device  of  adequate  size  and  pressure  setting 
to  prevent  rupture  of  the  compressor,  located  between  the  com- 
pressor, located  between  the  compressor  and  stop  valve  on  the 
discharge  side.  The  discharge  from  such  relief  device  may  be 
vented  to  the  atmosphere  or  into  the  low  pressure  side  of  the 
system. 

K.  Discharge  of  Pressure-Relief  Devices  and  Fusible  plugs  on  all 
systems  containing  more  than  6  pounds  of  refrigerant,  other  than 
systems  containing  Group  1  refrigerants  in  quantities  less  than 
shown  in  Table  9641-Tl,  shall  be  piped  to  the  outside  of  the 
building.    All  outlets  shall  have  diffusers. 

Group  I  refrigerants  shall  be  discharged  not  less  than  10  feet 
above  the  ground  and  shall  not  be  discharged  into  any  shaft. 

Group  II  and  III  refrigerants  shall  be  discharged  not  less  than 
10  feet  above  the  ground  and  not  closer  than  10  feet  from  a  prop- 
erty line  or  any  opening  in  a  building  or  not  less  than  20  feet 
from  any  outside  fire  escape  or  other  exit,  except  ammonia  and 
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sulphur  dioxide  which  must  be  discharged  to  the  open  air  at  a 
point  10  feet  above  any  building  within  50  feet,  or  such  ammonia 
or  sulphur  dioxide  shall  be  discharged  as  follows: 

a.  Ammonia  Discharge.  Where  ammonia  is  used,  the  discharge 
may  be  into  a  tank  of  water  which  shall  be  used  for  no  purpose 
except  anmionia  absorption.  At  least  1  gallon  fresh  water  shall 
be  provided  for  each  pound  of  ammonia  in  the  system.  The  water 
used  shall  be  prevented  from  freezing  without  the  use  of  salt  or 
chemicals.  The  tank  shall  be  substantially  constructed  of  not  less 
than  ^8^'  or  No.  11  U.  S.  gage  iron  or  steel.  No  horizontal 
dimension  of  the  tank  shall  be  greater  than  one-half  the  height. 
The  tank  shall  have  hinged  cover,  or,  if  of  the  enclosed  type, 
shall  have  a  vent  hole  at  the  top.  All  pipe  connections  shall  be 
through  the  top  of  the  tank  only.  The  discharge  pipe  from  the 
pressure-relief  valve  shall  discharge  the  ammonia  in  the  center 
of  the  tank  near  the  bottom. 

b.  Sulphur  Dioxide  Discharge.  Where  sulphur  dioxide  is 
used,  the  discharge  may  be  into  a  tank  of  absorptive  brine  which 
shall  be  used  for  no  purpose  except  sulphur  dioxide  absorption. 
There  shall  be  1  gallon  of  standard  dichromate  brine  (2/2  pounds 
sodium  dichromate  per  gallon  of  water)  for  each  pound  of  sulphur 
dioxide  in  the  system.  Brines  made  with  caustic  soda  or  soda  ash 
may  be  used  in  place  of  solium  dichromate,  provided  the  quantity 
and  strength  give  the  equivalent  sulphur  dioxide  absorbing  power. 
The  tank  shall  be  substantially  constructed  of  not  less  than 
Ys  inch  or  No.  1 1  U.  S.  gage  iron  or  steel.  The  tank  shall  have  a 
hinged  cover,  or,  if  of  the  enclosed  type,  shall  have  a  vent  hole  at 
the  top.  All  pipe  connections  shall  be  through  the  top  of  the 
tank  only.  The  discharge  pipe  from  the  pressure-relief  valve 
shall  discharge  the  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  center  of  the  tank  near 
the  bottom.

9671.     Relief  Devices  for  Pressure  Vessels. 

A.  General.  The  rules  of  this  section  are  based  upon  the  rules 
given  in  Paragraphs  UG-125  to  UG-134,  inclusive,  of  Section  VIII 
of  the  1950  Edition  of  the  ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code  with 
such  additional  restrictions  as  are  necessary  for  control  of  refriger- 
ants. 

B.  Pressure  Vessels  over  5  Cubic  Feet.  Each  pressure  vessel 
containing  liquid  refrigerant  with  internal  gross  volume  (gross 
capacity)  exceeding  5  cubic  feet  and  exceeding  6-inch  inside 
diameter,  except  as  specified  in  967 1-E  and  which  may  be  shut  off 
by  valves  from  all  other  parts  of  a  refrigerating  system,  shall  be 
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protected  by  an  approved  pressure-relief  valve  in  parallel  with  a 
rupture  member  or  second  approved  pressure-relief  valve.  Each 
valve  or  rupture  member  shall  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  prevent 
the  pressure  from  rising  more  than  10  percent  above  the  design 
w^orking  pressure.     (See  967 1-F). 

C.  Relief  Devices  in  Parallel  on  Large  Vessels.  In  cases  where 
large  pressure  vessels  containing  liquid  refrigerant  except  as 
specified  in  967 1-E  require  the  use  of  two  or  more  pressure-relief 
devices  in  parallel  to  obtain  the  capacity  required  by  967 1-F,  the 
battery  of  pressure-relief  devices  shall  be  considered  as  a  unit,  and 
therefore  as  one  pressure-relief  device. 

D.  Pressure  Vessels  with  Gross  Volume  of  5  Cubic  Feet  or  Less. 

Each  pressure  vessel  having  a  gross  volume  of  5  cubic  feet  or  less, 
containing  liquid  refrigerant,  except  as  specified  in  967 1-E  and 
which  may  be  shut  off  by  valves  from  all  other  parts  of  a  re- 
frigerating system,  shall  be  protected  by  a  pressure-relief  device, 
or  fusible  plug.  This  shall  not  apply  to  vessels  having  an  inside 
diameter  of  6  inches  or  less  listed  individually  or  as  a  part  of  re- 
frigeration equipment  by  an  approved  nationally  recognized  testing 
laboratory.  If  a  fusible  plug  is  used,  the  ultimate  bursting  pressure 
of  the  vessel  so  protected  shall  be  at  least  2^2  times  the  re- 
frigerant saturation  pressure,  psig,  corresponding  to  the  stamped 
temperature  on  the  fusible  plug,  or  at  least  2^  times  the  critical 
pressure  of  the  refrigerant  used,  whichever  is  the  smaller.  A  fusible 
plug  is  permitted  only  on  the  high  side  of  a  refrigerating  system. 

E.  Relief  Devices  for  Pressure  Vessels  Used  as,  or  as  Part  of, 
Evaporator.  Provisions  of  967 1-B  and  967 1-C  which  require  a 
second  parallel  approved  relief  device,  and  967 1-D  do  not  apply  to 
pressure  vessels  used  as,  or  as  part  of,  evaporators  insulated  or  in- 
stalled in  an  insulated  space,  and  which  may  be  shut  off  by  valves 
from  all  other  parts  of  a  refrigerating  system. 

F.  Required  Capacity,  The  minimum  required  rated  discharge 
capacity  of  the  pressure-relief  device  or  fusible  plug  for  a  re- 
frigerant-containing vessel  shall  be  determined  by  the  following 
formula:

G.  Pressure-Relief  Device  Setting.  All  pressure-  relief  shall  be 
set  to  start  to  function  at  a  pressure  not  to  exceed  the  design  work- 
ing pressure  of  the  vessel  as  determined  by  the  manufacturer  and 
stamped  on  the  vessel  or  system. 

H.  Rupture  Member  Setting  When  Used  in  Parallel  with  Relief 
\^alves.  Rupture  members  used  in  parallel  with  pressure-relief 
valves  on  refrigerant-containing  vessels  shall  function  at  a  pres- 
sure not  to  exceed  20  percent  above  the  design  working  pressure 
of  the  vessel. 

I.  Other  Rupture  Member  Setting.  All  other  rupture  mem- 
bers used  in  lieu  of.  or  in  series  with,  a  relief  valve  shall  function 
at  a  pressure  not  to  exceed  the  design  working  pressure  of  the 
vessel  and  the  conditions  of  application  shall  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  Section  VIII  of  the  1950  Edition  of  the  ASME 
Boiler  Construction  Code. 

J.  Marking  of  Relief  Devices. 

1.  All  pressure-relief  valves  for  refrigerants-containing  vessels 
shall  be  set  and  sealed  by  the  manufacturer.  Each  relief  valve 
shall  be  marked  bv  the  manufacturer  with  the  data  required  in 
Paragraph  UG-129  fa)  of  Section  VIII  of  the  1950  Edition  of 
the  ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code. 

2.  Each  rupture  member  for  refrigerant-containing  pressure 
vessels  shall  be  marked  with  the  information  required  in  Para- 
graph UG-129  (d)  of  Section  VIII  of  the  1950  Edition  of  the 
ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code. 

SECTION  968— FIELD  TESTS 
9680.  General  Requirements.  Every  refrigerant  containing 
part  of  every  system  that  is  erected  on  the  premises  except  com- 
pressors, condensers,  evaporators,  safety  devices,  pressure  gages, 
and  control  mechanisms,  that  are  factory  tested,  shall  be  tested 
and  proved  tight  after  complete  installation,  and  before  operation, 
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at  not  less  than  the  minimum  refrigerant  leak  field  test  pressures 
shown  in  Table  9680-Tl.

(a)  For  refrigerants  not  listed  in  this  Table,  the  test  pressure  for  the 
high  pressure  side  shall  be  not  less  than  the  saturated  vapor  pressure  of  the 
refrigerant  at  150  F.  The  test  pressure  for  the  low  pressure  side  shall  be 
not  less  than  the  saturated  vapor  pressure  of  the  refrigerant  at  110  F.  In  no 
case  shall  the  test  pressure  be  less  than  30  psig.

(c)  In  field  testing  systems  using  nonpositive  displacement  compressors, 
the  entire  system  shall  be  considered  for  field  test  purposes  as  the  low  side 
pressure. 
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SECTION  969— OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF 
REFRIGERATION  SYSTEMS 

9690.  Maintenance.  All  refrigerating  systems  shall  be 
maintained  by  the  user  in  a  clean  condition  free  from  accumula- 
tions of  oily  dirt,  waste,  and  other  debris,  and  shall  be  kept  readily 
accessible  at  all  times. 

9691.  Signs. 

A.  Signs.  Each  refrigerating  system  erected  on  the  premises 
shall  be  provided  with  an  easily  legible  permanent  sign  securely 
attached  and  easily  accessible,  indicating  thereon  the  name  anH 
address  of  the  installer,  the  kind  and  total  number  of  pounds  of 
refrigerant  required  in  the  system  for  normal  operations,  and  the 
refrigerant  leak  field  test  pressure  applied. 

B.  Signs  for  Systems  Containing  More  Than  100  Pounds  of 
Refrigerant.  Systems  containing  more  than  100  pounds  of  re- 
frigerant shall  be  provided  with  durable  signs  having  letters  not 
less  than  /2  inch  in  height  designating  the  main  shut-ofT  valves 
to  each  vessel,  mainsteam  or  electrical  control  remote  control 
switch,  and  pressure-limiting  device.  On  all  exposed  high  pressure 
and  low  pressure  piping  in  each  room  where  installed  outside  the 
machinery  room,  shall  be  signs,  as  specified  above,  with  the  name 
of  the  refrigerant  and  the  letters  "HP"  or  "LP". 

C.  New  Sign  for  Changed  Refrigerant.  When  the  kind  of  re- 
frigerant is  changed  as  provided  in  9693  (Substitution  of  Re- 
frigerant), there  shall  be  a  new  sign,  of  the  same  type  as  specified 
in  969 IB  indicating  clearly  that  a  substitution  has  been  made  and 
stating  the  same  information  for  the  new  refrigerant  as  was  stated 
in  the  original. 

9692.  Charging  and  Discharging  Refrigerants. 

A.  When  refrigerant  is  added  to  a  system,  except  a  unit  system 
requiring  less  than  6  pounds  of  refrigerant,  it  shall  be  charged  into 
the  low  pressure  side  of  the  system.  Any  point  on  the  downstream 
side  of  the  main  liquid  line  stop  valve  shall  be  considered  as  part 
of  the  low  pressure  side  when  operating  with  said  stop  valve  in  the 
closed  position.  No  service  container  shall  be  left  connected  to  a 
system  except  while  charging  or  withdrawing  refrigerant. 
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B.  Refrigerants  Withdrawn  from  Refrigerating  Systems  shall  be 
transferred  to  approved  containers  only,  or  shall  be  discharged  as 
required  in  Par.  9670  for  discharge  from  pressure  relief  devices. 
No  refrigerant  shall  be  discharged  to  a  sewer.  Containers  Used 
for  refrigerant  withdrawn  from  a  refrigerating  system  shall  be 
carefully  weighed  each  time  they  are  used  for  this  purpose,  and  the 
containers  shall  not  be  filled  in  excess  of  the  permissible  filling 
weight  for  such  containers  and  such  refrigerants  as  are  pres- 
scribed  in  the  pertinent  regulations  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission. 

9693.  Substitution  of  Kind  of  Refrigerant  in  a  system  shall  not 
be  made  without  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner,  the  user, 
and  the  makers  of  the  original  equipment,  and  due  observance  of 
safety  requirements,  including: 

(a)  The  effects  of  the  substituted  refrigerant  on  materials  in 
the  system; 

(b)  The  possibility  of  overloading  the  liquid  receiver  which 
should  not  be  more  than  80  percent  full  of  liquid; 

(c)  The  liability  of  exceeding  motor  horsepower,  design  work- 
ing pressure,  or  any  other  element  that  would  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  code; 

(d)  The  proper  size  of  refrigerant  controls; 

(e)  The  effect  on  the  operation  and  setting  of  safety  devices; 

(f)  The  possible  hazards  created  by  mixture  of  the  original  and 
the  substituted  refrigerant; 

(g)  Effect  of  the  classification  of  the  refrigerant  as  provided  in 
this  standard. 

9694.  Refrigerant  Stored  in  a  Machinery  Room  shall  be  not 
more  than  20  percent  of  the  normal  refrigerant  charged  nor  more 
than  300  pounds  of  the  refrigerant,  in  addition  to  the  charge  in  the 
system  and  the  refrigerant  stored  in  a  permanently  attached  re- 
ceiver, and  then  only  in  approved  storage  containers. 

9695.  Masks  or  Helmets.  One  mask  or  helmet  shall  be  pro- 
vided at  a  location  convenient  to  the  machinery  room  when  an 
amount  of  a  Group  2  refrigerant  between  100  and  1000  pounds,  in- 
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elusive,  is  employed.  If  more  than  1000  pounds  of  a  Group  2 
refrigerant  are  employed,  at  least  two  masks  or  helmets  shall  be 
provided. 

A.  Only  complete  helmets  or  masks  marked  as  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  Mines  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior 
and  suitable  for  the  refrigerant  employed  shall  be  used  and  they 
shall  be  kept  in  a  suitable  cabinet  immediately  outside  the  machin- 
ery room  or  other  approved  accessible  location.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single  rail- 
road track  in  the  beds  of  \V  arner  Street  and  Alluvion  Street 
beginning  in  the  center  line  of  the  existing  track  in  Warner 
Street  and  running  thence  in  the  beds  of  Warner  Street 
and  Alluvion  Street  by  a  curve  to  the  right  about  228  feet, 
thence  by  a  straight  line  in  Alluvion  Street  about  200  feet 
to  a  point  about  22  feet  southeast  of  Russell  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  (said  Company  being 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  ''grantee")  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  single  railroad  track  in  the  beds  of 
Warner  Street  and  Alluvion  Street,  the  center 
line  of  said  track  hereby  authorized  being  de- 
scribed as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  in  the  center  line  of 
the  existing  main  track,  which  lies  in  or  near  the 
center  of  Warner  Street,  at  a  point  located  about 
74  feet  northeasterly  from  the  northeast  building 
line  of  Alluvion  Street,  produced  across  Warner 
Street;  running  thence  southwesterly  in  Warner 
Street  by  a  curve  to  the  right  about  106  feet  to  the 
northwest  building  line  of  Warner  Street,  pro- 
duced across  Alluvion  Street,  thence  continuing 
southwesterly  in  Alluvion  Street  by  a  curve  to  the 
right  about  122  feet  to  a  point  located  about  120 
feet  northwest  of  said  northwest  building  line  of 
Warner  Street  and  about  8.75  feet  measured  at 
right  angles  from  the  southwest  building  line  of 
Alluvion  Street,  and  thence  northwesterly,  by  a 
straight  line,  parallel  to  said  southwest  building 
line  of  Alluvion  Street  and  about  8.75  feet  there- 
from, for  a  distance  of  about  200  feet  to  a  point 
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about  22  feet  southeast  of  the  southeast  building 
line  of  Russell  Street. 

The  track  authorized  by  this  ordinance  is  shown 
by  the  lines  colored  red  on  the  plat  hereto  an- 
nexed, which  is  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to 
reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the 
exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted,  and  that  the 
said  right  shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  w^ithin  six 
months  after  the  grant,  and  that  the  right  herein 
granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for 
the  period  of  twenty-five  years,  and  with  the 
further  right  to  said  grantee,  at  a  fair  revalua- 
tion, including  in  such  revaluation  the  value  de- 
rived from  said  right,  to  renewals  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  years,  the  said  re- 
valuation hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  de- 
termined upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  betw^een  themselves,  shall  appoint 
a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority 
of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  as 
to  the  revaluation  aforesaid ;  provided,  that  if  the 
said  arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail 
to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at 
all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public, 
full  municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and 
control  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
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the  grant  herein  contained  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  terms  thereof,  and  that  non-compliance, 
at  any  time  or  times,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  with  any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant 
hereby  made,  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture 
of  the  grant  hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon 
be  and  become  void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an 
ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture 
of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained^  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing 
from  time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said 
streets  and  alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the 
grades  of  said  streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law,  and 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and 
the  spaces  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough 
repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the 
same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but 
without  obstructing  the  other  portions  of  said 
•streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of  said  tracks, 
and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if  and  so 
often  as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents,  or 
any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by 
law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the  spaces  be- 
tween the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the 
same  may  be  constructed.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and 
rights  hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One 
Dollar  ($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per 
annum  for  those  portions  of  the  tracks  hereby 
authorized  upon  which  cars  are  not  permitted  to 
stand,  and  the  sum  of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  per 
lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum  for  those 
portions  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  upon 
which  cars  are  permitted  to  stand,  all  payable  in 
advance,  the  number  of  feet  of  track  and  the  total 
amount  of  said  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City 
upon  the  measurement  by  him  of  the  actual  num- 
ber of  lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  maintained 
or  operated  in  each  category  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance ;  and  the  said  grantee  shall  also 
pay  all  expenses  of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written 
notice    from    the    Highways    Engineer    of    the

amount  or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of 
the  following  work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes 
necessary  from  time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in 
any  way  resulting  from  the  construction,  main- 
tenance, operation,  presence,  use,  location,  re- 
location, repair,  alteration  or  removal  of  said 
tracks : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete 
of  any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located 
in  the  streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said  tracks ;

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connect- 
ing pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys, 
and  tracks. 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
remove  any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or 
upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and 
franchises  hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  abandon  the 
use  of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the 
termination  of  the  rights  herein  granted,  then,  in 
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any  of  such  events,  from  time  to  time,  all  the 
franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease 
and  determine  as  to  the  tracks  and  franchises  so 
affected,  without  any  compensation  to  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assign-s,  and  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  -shall  promptly 
remove  the  tracks  and  appurtenances  so  affected, 
at  its  entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified  by  the 
said  Highways  Engineer  so  to  do,  and  any  such 
removal  of  tracks  and  appurtenances  shall  be  done 
in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at  the 
option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said  Highways 
Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  such  removals  of 
tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall  promptly  pave  or  repave,  at  their 
entire  expense,  the  street  bed,  curbs  and  sidewalks 
of  all  street-s  and  alleys  disturbed  by  such  removal 
of  tracks,  the  said  paving  or  repaving  to  be  done 
with  such  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  said  Highways  Engineer,  in 
each  instance. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reason- 
able time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be 
done  by  them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any 
and  all  such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  pro- 
ceed to  do  said  work  and  collect  all  costs  and 
expenses  thereof  from  said  grantee,  its  successors 
and  assigns. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands, 
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damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  to  wliich  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
be  subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting 
from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  reloca-

or  utilities,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  zoo  located 
in  Druid  Hill  Park  in  Baltimore  City,  subject  to  certain  re- 
strictions; authorizing  the  submission  of  this  ordinance  to 
the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore  City,  for  their  approval  or 
disapproval,  at  the  General  Election  to  be  held  in  Balti- 
more City  on  Tuesday,  the  2nd  day  of  November,  1954,  and 
providing  for  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  said 
certificates  of  indebtedness  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
\'isions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  and  by  the  municipal  agency  designated  in 
the  Annual  Ordinances  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  by  Chapter  140  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1953,  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to

000.00)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
August,  1968,  and  a  series  of  Two  Hundred  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($250,000.00)  to  be  redeemable 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  of  each  succeeding 
year  until  and  including  the  year  1971,  when  the 
last  series  shall  be  redeemable. 

Said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  when  issued, 
shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  not  ex-

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  Gunther 
Brewing  Co.,  Inc.,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  two- 
one-story  enclosed  bridgeways,  one  of  said  bridgeways  to 
be  above  and  across  Conkling  Street,  approximately  10  feet 
north  of  the  north  building  line  of  Toone  Street,  and  the 
other  of  said  bridgeways  to  be  above  and  across  Toone 
Street,  approximately  10  feet  east  of  the  east  building  line 
of  Conkling  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to 
Gunther  Brewing  Co.,  Inc.,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  grantee,  to 
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construct,  maintain  and  operate,  at  its  own  cost 
and  expense,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  years,  two  one-story  enclosed  bridgeways,  one 
of  said  bridgeways  to  be  above  and  across  Conk- 
ling  Street,  to  connect  grantee's  existing  building 
on  the  northeast  corner  of  Conkling  and  Toone 
Streets  with  a  proposed  building  to  be  erected  on 
the  northwest  corner  of  said  intersection,  and  the 
other  of  said  bridgeways  to  be  above  and  across 
Toone  Street  to  connect  grantee's  existing  build- 
ings on  the  northeast  and  southeast  corners  of 
Conkling  and  Toone  Streets. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  center  line  of  said  bridgeway  over  Conkling 
Street  shall  be  located  approximately  10  feet 
north  of  the  north  building  line  of  Toone  Street. 
Said  bridgeway  shall  be  approximately  60  feet 
long,  11  feet  4  inches  wide,  and  13  feet  6  inches 
high,  and  no  part  of  said  bridgeway  shall  be  less 
than  22  feet  above  the  surface  of  Conkling  Street. 

That  the  center  line  of  said  bridgeway  over 
Toone  Street  shall  be  located  approximately  10 
feet  east  of  the  east  building  line  of  Conkling 
Street.  Said  bridgeway  shall  be  approximately  70 
feet  long,  11  feet  4  inches  wide,  and  13  feet  6 
inches  high,  and  no  part  of  said  bridgeway  shall 
be  less  than  22  feet  above  the  surface  of  Toone 
Street. 

Said  bridgeways  shall  be  constructed  in  all  re- 
spects in  accordance  with  the  Building  Code  of 
Baltimore  City  and  shall  be  constructed  and  com- 
pleted under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  of  Bal- 
timore City  and  shall  be,  at  all  times  hereafter, 
subject  to  regulation  and  control  by  the  said 
Building  Inspection  Engineer, 
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Section  3.  And  he  if  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby 
expressly  reserves  the  right  and  power,  at  all 
times,  to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full 
municipal  superintendence,  rei^ulation  and  con- 
trol in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  this 
grant,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  there- 
of. 

Section  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  franchise  or  right  granted  by  this  ordinance 
shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months 
after  the  grant. 

Section  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
maintain  the  said  bridgeways  in  good  condition 
so  long  as  they  remain  across  said  streets. 

Section  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  it-s  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
pay  to  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council,  as  com- 
pensation for  the  franchise  or  privilege  hereby 
granted,  the  sum  of  One  Thousand,  One  Hundred 
and  Five  Dollars,  ($1,105.00)  per  year,  payable 
in  advance,  during  the  continuance  of  this  fran- 
chise or  privilege. 

Section  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That 
noncompliance  at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of 
the  terms  or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby  made 
shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the 
same,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void, 
and  that  nothing  f-hort  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  oper- 
ate as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have  the  right 
to  revoke  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  grant- 
ed, as  to  either  or  both  of  said  bridgeways,  at  any 
time  or  times  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  public 
interest,  welfare,  safety  or  convenience  requires 
such  revocation,  and  upon  written  notice  to  that 
effect  from  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  served 
upon  the  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  all 
such  revoked  rights  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Section  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  in 
the  event  of  any  revocation,  forfeiture  or  ter- 
mination of  the  rights  and  privileges  by  this  or- 
dinance granted,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  expense,  promptly  re- 
move the  bridgeway  or  bridgeways  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer 
without  any  compensation  to  the  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns. 

Section  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
be  liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harm- 
less the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
against  any  and  all  suits,  losses,  costs,  claims, 
damages  or  expenses  to  which  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  subjected 
on  account  of,  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  result- 
ing from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  opera- 
tion, maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  re- 
location or  renewal  of  said  bridgeways,  or  either 
of  them. 

Section  11.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  five  months  from 
the  date  of  its  approval.

concerning  the  license  fees,  commissions  and  compensation 
of  Auctioneers  in  this  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  2,  4  and 
22  of  Article  3  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  ''Auctioneers",  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  that  new  Sections  2,  4  and 
22  be  and  they  are  hereby  ordained  in  lieu  there- 
of, said  new  sections  to  stand,  respectively,  in  the 
place  and  stead  of  the  sections  so  repealed,  and  to 
read  as  follows :

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are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law, 
and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks 
and  the  spaces  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough 
repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the 
same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but 
without  obstructing  the  other  portions  of  said 
streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of  said  tracks,  and 
shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if  and  so  often 
as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be 
paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents,  or  any  other 
officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost 
of  paving  or  repaving  the  spaces  between  the  rails 
of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side 
thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same  may  be 
constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time, 
shall  be  of  such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the 
said  Highways  Engineer  shall  determine.  The 
grantee  hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense, 
change  the  location  of  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized, or  any  of  them,  whenever  in  the  judgment  of 
said  Highways  Engineer  the  public  interest,  con- 
venience, safety,  and/or  welfare  may  so  require.

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authorized  upon  which  cars  arc  not  permitted  to 
stand,  and  the  sum  of  Two  DoHars  ($2.00)  per 
lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum  for  those 
portions  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  upon 
which  cars  are  permitted  to  stand,  all  payable  in 
advance,  the  number  of  feet  of  track  and  the  total 
amount  of  said  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon 
the  measurement  by  him  of  the  actual  number  of 
lineal  feet  of  track  constructed,  maintained  or 
operated  in  each  category  under  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance ;  and  the  said  grantee  shall  also  pay 
all  expenses  of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
from  time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written 
notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  follow- 
ing work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary 
from  time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way 
resulting  from  the  construction,  maintenance, 
operation,  presence,  use,  location,  relocation,  re- 
pair, alteration  or  removal  of  said  tracks: 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replac- 
ing, protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  con- 
crete of  any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
located  in  the  streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said 
tracks : 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repair- 
ing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  anv  or  all  pav- 
ing, curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface 
structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Conncil  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and 
allovs : 
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C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connect- 
ing pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys, 
and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all 
of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time, 
to  be  final. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  fran- 
chises hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any 
or  all  of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of 
the  rights  herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such 
events,  from  time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and 
rigtits  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine 
as  to  the  tracks  and  franchises  so  affected,  with-

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grautee,  its  successors  or  assigus,  tail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  withiu  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done 
by  them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and 
all  such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to 
do  said  work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses 
thereof  from  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands, 
damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  to  which  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
be  subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting 
from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  relo- 
cation and/ or  removal  of  said  railroad  tracks,  or 
any  of  them,  and  whether  such  suit  or  suits,  losses, 
claims,  demands,  damages,  costs  and/or  expenses 
be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  or  be  against,  suffered  or  sus- 
tained by  other  corporations  and  persons  to  whom 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  become 
liable  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance 
of  any  public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be 
performed  and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal 
Government,  or  any  of  their  agencies),  the  said 
Highways  Engineer  shall  in  his  judgment  deter- 
mine tliat  the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety, 
and/or   welfare   require   tlie   adjusting,   altering. 
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shifting,  moving,  relocating,  supporting,  protect- 
ing and/or  accommodating  of  any  or  all  of  said 
tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall,  in  any  and  all  such  cases,  promptly

meet  the  exigencies  occasioning  such  notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained^  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not 
stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  track  hereby  authorized, 
except  on  that  portion  of  said  track  in  the  bed  of 
Denver  Street  which  extends  100  feet  in  a  south- 
erly direction  from  the  north  end  of  the  track,  and 
on  such  100  foot  portion  of  said  track,  the  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns  shall  be  permitted  to 
stand  a  car  or  cars  for  the  purpose  of  serving  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  the  property  on  the  east 
side  of  Denver  Street  immediately  opposite  said 
100  foot  portion  of  track. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  24  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Police",  said  new 
section  to  be  known  as  Section  12A,  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  12  thereof  and  to  be  under  the  new  sub-title 
"Ice  Boxes",  making  it  unlawful  to  place  or  permit  to  be 
placed  outside  of  any  building  or  dwelling  in  a  place  ac- 
cessible to  children  any  abandoned  or  unattended  or  un- 
crated  ice  box,  refrigerator  or  freezer  cabinet  which  has 
a  door  or  a  lock  which  cannot  be  released  for  opening  from 
the  inside  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  section  be 
and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  24  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  '^Police", 
?aid  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  12A,  to 
follow  immediately  after  Section  12  thereof  and 
to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  ''Ice  Boxes",  and  to 
read  as  follows: 

ICE  BOXES 

12A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  to  place,  or  permit  the  placing, 
outside  of  any  building  or  dwelling  in  a  place 
accessible  to  children,  of  any  abandoned  or  un- 
attended or  uncrated  ice  box,  refrigerator  or 
freezer  cabinet  which  has  a  door  or  a  lock  which

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  37  and 
39  of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  "Zoning",  as  said  Article  was  re- 
vised by  Ordinance  No.  711,  approved  May  21, 
1953,  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and  reor- 
dained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows : 

37.  BOARD  OF  MUNICIPAL  AND  ZONING 
APPEALS— ORIGINAL  JURISDICTION.     In 

addition  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions  set 
forth  in  the  preceding  sections  certain  uses  are 
further  limited  so  that — 

1.  A  public  utility  building,  which  is  excluded 
from  a  use  district  by  the  previous  provisions  of 
this  Article ; 

2.  A  filling  station  and/or  tanks  and/or  pumps 
for  the  sale  at  wholesale  or  retail  of  inflammable 
liquids  in  a  use  district  where  permitted  by  the 
use  regulations ; 

3.  A  billboard  for  the  display  of  outdoor  adver- 
tising or  poster  boards  in  a  use  district  where 
permitted  by  the  use  regulations ; 

4.  Storing,  killing  and  dressing  of  poultry  in 
a  use  district  where  permitted  by  the  use  regula- 
tions, may  be  permitted,  only  after  a  public  hear- 
ing before  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Ap- 
peals, and  compliance  with  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions hereinafter  set  forth.  Provided,  however, 
that: 

(a)  No  building  or  structure  of  any  kind  shall 
hereafter  be  erected,  altered  or  used  for  the  sale 
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of  gasoline,  or  any  other  motor  fuel,  on  any  lot  or 
premises  where  any  of  the  boundaries  of  such  lot 
or  promises  are  within  three  hundred  (300)  feet, 
measured  in  a  straight  line,  to  the  nearest  bound- 
ary line  of  any  public  park,  public  square,  or  public 
playground  or  to  any  building  or  structure  used 
as  a  church,  orphanage,  school,  theatre  or  motion 
picture  theatre  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  within 
six  hundred  (600)  feet,  measured  in  a  straight 
line,  to  the  nearest  part  of  any  building  or  struc- 
ture used  as  a  public  hospital  in  said  City. 

(b)  No  billboard  or  poster  board  shall  be 
erected  within  100  feet,  measured  in  a  straight 
line,  between  the  nearest  part  of  any  billboard  or 
poster  board  and  the  nearest  right-of-way  line,  of 
any  expressway  and  no  advertising  matter  shall 
be  painted  on  walls,  fences  or  other  structures 
where  such  structures  are  situated  within  100  feet, 
measured  in  a  straight  line,  between  the  nearest 
part  of  such  structure  devoted  to  such  advertising 
and  the  nearest  right-of-way  line,  of  any  express- 
way. For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  an  express- 
way is  a  limited  access  highway  designed  for  high 
speed  thru  traffic  and  approved  as  -such  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  by  ordi- 
nance. 

39.  GUIDES  AND  STANDARDS— CASES 
OF  ORIGINAL  JURISDICTION.  The  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  shall  fix  a  reason- 
able time  for  the  hearing  as  well  as  give  due  notice 
to  the  parties  in  interest.  The  Board  of  Munici- 
pal and  Zoning  Appeals  shall  inspect  the  premises 
and  shall  hold  a  public  hearing,  giving  all  parties 
in  interest  the  right  to  -testify  as  to  any  material 
facts  in  connection  with  the  proposed  use,  and 
shall  act  as  the  fact-finding  body  and  shall  approve

(3)  Accessibility  of  the  premises  for  fire  and 
police  protection. 

(4)  Accessibility  of  light  and  air  to  the  prem- 
ises and  to  the  property  in  the  vicinity. 

(5)  Protection  of  occupants  of  buildings  from 
noise,  dust  and  gases  caused  by  traffic. 

(6)  The  type  of  electric  illumination  for  the 
proposed  use  with  special  reference  to  its  effect 
upon  nearby  structures  and  the  glare,  if  any,  from 
such  illumination  in  surrounding  sleeping  quar- 
ters, if  any. 

(7)  The  size,  type  and  kind  of  filling  station 
and/or  tanks  and/or  pumps  in  the  vicinity  and 
especially  the  total  amount  of  under  ground  or 
other  storage  of  inflammable  liquids. 

(8)  The  size,  type  and  kind  of  structures  in  the 
vicinity  where  the  public  are  apt  to  gather  in  num- 
bers, such  as  theatres,  churches,  hospitals,  schools 
and  the  like. 

(9)  The  proximity  of  dwellings  and  the  effect 
such  uses  have,  if  any,  upon  the  peaceful  enjoy- 
ment of  such  dwellings. 
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(10)  The  preservation  of  cultural  and  historic 
landmarks. 

(11)  The  conservation  of  property  values. 

(12)  Any  other  matters  considered  to  he  in  the 
interest  of  the  general  welfare.

An  ordinance  declaring  the  existence  of  an  emergency  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  by  reason  of  the  shortage  of  housing  ac- 
commodations therein;  providing  for  the  control  and  regu- 
lation of  rents  in  housing  accommodations  and  providing 
for  the  creation  of  a  City  Housing  Rent  Commission  and 
imposing  penalties  for  violations;  to  repeal  Ordinance  No. 
716,  approved  May  21,  1953,  said  ordinance  declaring  the 
existence  of  an  emergency  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  by  rea- 
son of  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodations,  creating  a 
City  Housing  Rent  Commission,  and  relating  generally  to 
the  said  Commission  and  to  the  control  and  regulation  of 
rents  and  housing  accommodations  and  to  the  relations  be- 
tween landlords  and  tenants  in  this  City;  to  legalize  and 
validate  all  expenditures,  commitments  and  encumbrances 
regularly  made  or  incurred  by  the  said  City  Housing  Rent 
Commission  created  and  operating  under  said  Ordinance 
No.  716,  in  the  usual  and  proper  course  of  its  business; 
and  transferring  to  the  City  Housing  Rent  Commission,  as 
created  by  this  ordinance,  such  funds  remaining  in  the  Or- 
dinance of  Estimates  for  the  year  1954  (being  Ordinance 
No.  870,  approved  December  1,  1953),  as  were  appropriated 
therein  to  the  City  Housing  Rent  Commission  and  which 
remain  unexpended,  uncommitted  and  unencumbered. 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  Baltimore  City 
hereby  declares  that  a  serious  public  emergency 
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exists  in  the  housing  of  a  considerable  number  of 
persons  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  which  emer- 
gency has  been  created  by  war,  the  effects  of  war 
and  the  aftermath  of  hostilities ;  that  unless  rents 
on  certain  housing  accommodations  are  controlled 
in  Baltimore  City,  disruptive  practices  and  ab- 
normal conditions  will  produce  serious  threats  to 
the  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare ;  that 
to  prevent  such  perils  to  health,  safety  and  wel- 
fare, preventative  action  by  the  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  imperative ;  that  such  action  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  prevent  the  execution  of  unjust, 
unreasonable  and  oppressive  rents  in  rental 
agreements  and  to  forestall  profiteering,  specula- 
tion and  other  disruptive  practices  tending  to 
produce  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety  and 
general  welfare  and,  as  a  consequence,  this  ordi- 
nance is  declared  to  be  necessary  and  designed  to 
protect  the  public  health,  safety  and  general  wel- 
fare, and  that  this  ordinance  is  passed  pursuant 
to  the  police  powers  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  the  consequences  hereinabove  de- 
scribed and  to  make  effective  the  policy  of  the 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  as  declared  above. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That,  as 
used  in  this  ordinance,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires : — 

"Commission"  means  the  City  Housing  Rent 
Commission  as  created  by  this  ordinance. 

*^ Housing  accommodations"  means  any  build- 
ing or  structure,  permanent  or  temporary,  or  any 
part  thereof,  occupied  or  intended  to  be  occupied 
by  one  or  more  individuals  as  a  residence,  home. 
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sleeping  place,  boarding  house  or  lodging  house, 
land  and  building  appurtenant  thereto,  and  all 
services,  privileges,  furnishings,  furniture  and 
facilities  supplied  in  connection  with  the  occupa- 
tion thereof,  but  does  not  include  a  hospital,  hotel, 
convent,  monastery,  asylum,  public  institution,  or 
college  or  school  dormitory. 

*' Controlled  housing  accommodations"  means 
housing  accommodations  other  than  tho-se  which 
have  been  declared  exempt  by  regulation  or  order 
of  the  Commission,  except  that  it  does  not 
involve : — 

1.  Any  housing  accommodations  which  are  not 
subject  to  federal  rent  control  at  the  time  any 
federal  rent  control  law^  expires  or  is  otherwise 
terminated. 

2.  Any  housing  accommodations  for  which  the 
legal  monthly  rental  is  $125.00  or  more. 

3.  Any  housing  accommodations  which  are  pro- 
duced either  by  conversion  or  new  construction 
completed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

''Rent"  means  the  consideration,  including  any 
bonus,  benefit  or  gratuity,  demanded  or  received 
for  or  in  connection  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of 
housing  accommodations  or  the  transfer  of  a  lease 
of  such  accommodations. 

''Maximum  rent"  means  the  maximum  law- 
ful rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  housing  ac- 
commodations established  by  this  ordinance,  or 
by  regulation  or  order  issued  thereunder  by  the 
Commission. 

"Person"  includes  an  individual,  corporation, 
partnership,  association  or  any  other  organized 
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group  of  individuals  or  the  legal  successor  or 
representative  of  the  foregoing. 

'' Landlord''  includes  an  owner,  lessor,  sublessor, 
assignee  or  other  person  receiving  or  entitled  to 
receive  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any- 
housing  accommodations,  or  an  agent  of  the  fore- 
going. 

'^Tenant"  includes  a  subtenant,  lessee,  sub- 
lessee, or  other  person  entitled  to  the  possession 
or  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  housing  accomo- 
dations. 

Sec.  3.     And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: — 

A.  There  is  hereby  created  a  City  Housing 
Rent  Commission  which  shall  consist  of  three 
members  who  shall  be  appointed  and  may  be 
removed  by  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  12  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter.  One  of  the  members  of  the  Commis-sion 
shall  be  the  chairman  thereof  and  shall  be  so 
designated  by  the  Mayor. 

B.  The  Commission  shall  establish  and  maintain 
such  office  or  offices  within  the  City  as  it  may  deem 
necessary.  The  Commission  may  appoint,  employ, 
hire  or  engage  such  other  assistants,  aides  and  em- 
ployees as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper 
performance  of  the  duties  and  functions  of  the 
Commission.  The  compensation  of  the  chairman  of 
the  Commission  and  the  remaining  two  members 
of  the  said  Commission  and  other  assistants,  aides 
and  employees  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall  be  paid  as 
provided  in  the  annual  ordinance  of  estimates. 
The  said  Commission  may  request  and  shall 
receive  cooperation  and  assistance  in  effectuating 
the  purposes   of  this  ordinance  from  all  other 
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departments,  boards,  bureaus  and  agencies  of  this 
city. 

C.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  Commission 
shall  be  as  follows : — 

(1)  To  declare  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  any  housing  accommodations  or 
class  thereof  for  which  the  Commission  finds  the 
demand  has  been  reasonably  met,  or  for  which 
the  rentals  and  occupancy  will,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Commission,  be  reasonably  stabilized  with- 
out controls  under  this  ordinance,  and  to  termi- 
nate any  such  exemptions. 

(2)  To  regulate  or  prohibit  speculative  or 
manipulative  practices  or  renting  or  leasing  prac- 
tices, in  connection  with  controlled  housing  ac- 
commodations in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent 
as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  is  neces- 
sary or  proper  to  etTectuate  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

(3)  To  make  such  general  or  individual  in- 
creases or  decreases  in  the  maximum  rents  for 
controlled  housing  accommodations  or  any  class 
thereof  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission, 
are  necessary  or  proper  to  relieve  hardships  or 
to  correct  other  inequities. 

(4)  To  make  such  studies  and  investigations, 
conduct  such  hearings,  establish  such  procedures, 
obtain  such  information,  and  make  such  inspec- 
tion of  housing  accommodations  as,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Commission,  is  necessary  or  proper 
to  effectuate  the  purpose  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

(5)  To  require  any  landlord  of  housing  ac- 
commodations, or  any  person  who  acts  as  broker 
or  agent  for  the  rental  thereof,   (a)   to  furnish 
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information  under  oath  or  affirmation  or  other- 
wise, (b)  to  make  and  keep  records  and  other 
documents  and  to  make  reports  and  (c)  to  permit 
the  inspection  and  copying  of  records  and  other 
documents  and  the  inspection  of  housing  accom- 
modations, whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mission, such  action  is  necessary  or  proper  to  ef- 
fectuate the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

(6)  To  is-sue  such  regulations  and  orders  as,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  are  necessary  or 
proper  to  effectuate  the  purposes  and  provisions 
of  this  ordinance.  In  issuing  such  regulations  and 
orders,  the  Commission  is  authorized  to  give 
consideration  to  appropriate  provisions  of  the 
Housing  and  Rent  Act  of  1947,  as  amended,  and 
the  regulations  and  orders  issued  thereunder.  Any 
regulation  or  order  issued  pursuant  to  this  ordi- 
nance may  be  established  in  such  form  and  man- 
ner, may  contain  such  classifications  and  differ- 
entiations, and  may  provide  for  such  adjustments 
and  reasonable  exceptions  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Commission,  are  necessary  or  proper  in  order 
to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

D.  The  powers  granted  in  this  section  shall  not 
be  used  or  made  to  operate  so  as  to  compel 
changes  in  established  rental  practices,  except 
insofar  as  the  Commission  may  find  such  action  to 
be  necessary  or  proper  to  effectuate  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  of  the  regu- 
lations, orders  and  requirements  issued  there- 
under. 

E.  All  regulations  and  orders  issued  by  the 
Commission  and  adjustments  made  by  the  Com- 
mission, shall  be  designed  to  maintain  rents  at  a 
level  which  are  generally  fair,  equitable  and  rea- 
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sonablo.  In  determining  whether  or  not  a  maxi- 
mum rent  is  fair,  equitable  and  reasonable,  the 
Commission  shall  give  consideration  to  the  follow- 
ing factors : 

(1)  Increases  in  real  property  taxes  and  water 
service  charges. 

(2)  Increases  in  operating  and  maintenance  ex- 
penses. 

(3)  Major  capital  improvements  made  to  the 
housing  accommodations. 

(4)  Increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  serv- 
ices, furniture,  furnishings  or  equipment. 

(5)  Substantial  deterioration  of  housing  ac- 
commodations. 

(6)  Prevailing  rents  for  housing  accommo- 
dations. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
maximum  rents  for  controlled  housing  accommo- 
dations shall  be  those  ^vhich  were  last  in  effect 
under  Federal  Kent  Control,  (pursuant  to  the 
Housing  and  Rent  Act  of  1947,  as  amended,  and 
the  regulations  and  orders  issued  thereunder)  on 
or  prior  to  the  date  as  of  which  such  federal  rent 
control  terminated,  plus  or  minus  such  adjust- 
ments as  the  Commission  may  make  by  regulation 
or  order  issued  under  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That: — 

A.  At  any  time  after  the  issuance  of  any  regu- 
lation or  order  under  Section  Three  any  person 
subject  to  any  provision  of  such  regulation  or 
order  may,  in  accordance  with  regulations  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  Commission,  file  a  protest  spe- 
cifically setting  forth  his  objections  to  any  such 
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provision  and  affidavits  or  other  written  evidence 
in  support  of  such  objections.  Statements  in 
support  of  any  such  regulation  or  order  may  be 
received  and  incorporated  in  the  transcript  of  the 
proceedings  at  such  times  and  in  accordance  with 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commission.  Within  a  reasonable  time  after  the 
filing  of  any  protest  under  this  section  the  Com- 
mission shall  either  grant  or  deny  such  protest 
in  whole  or  in  part,  notice  such  protest  for  hear- 
ing, or  provide  an  opportunity  to  present  further 
evidence  in  connection  therewith.  In  the  event 
that  the  Commission  denies  any  such  protest  in 
whole  or  in  part,  the  Commission  shall  inform  the 
protestant  of  the  grounds  upon  which  such  deci- 
sion is  based,  and  of  any  economic  data  and  other 
facts  of  which  the  Commission  has  taken  official 
notice. 

B.  In  the  administration  of  this  Act  the  Com- 
mission may  take  official  notice  of  economic  data 
and  other  facts,  including  facts  found  by  the  Com- 
mission as  a  result  of  action  taken  under  Sec- 
tion 3. 

C.  Any  proceedings  under  this  section  may  be 
limited  by  the  Commission  to  the  filing  of  affida- 
vits, or  other  written  evidence,  and  the  filing  of 
briefs. 

D.  Any  protest  filed  under  this  section  shall  be 
granted  or  denied  by  the  Commission,  or  granted 
in  part  and  the  remainder  of  it  denied,  within  rea- 
sonable time  after  it  is  filed.  If  the  Commission 
does  not  act  finally  within  a  period  of  thirty  (30) 
days  after  the  protest  is  filed,  or  within  such  ex- 
tended period  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Commission 
with  the  consent  of  all  parties  appearing  in  the 
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proceeding,   the  protest  shall  he  deemed  to  he 
denied. 

E.  Any  person  or  persons,  jointly  or  severally, 
aggrieved  hy  any  decision  or  order  of  the  Com- 
mission may  present  to  a  court  of  record  a  peti- 
tion duly  verified  setting  forth  that  such  decision 
is  illegal,  in  whole  or  in  part,  specifying  the 
ground  of  the  illegality.  Such  petition  shall  he 
presented  to  the  court  within  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  day  upon  which  the  Commission  rend- 
ered said  order  or  decision  from  which  the  appeal 
is  taken.  The  court  shall  grant  the  Commission 
and  other  proper  parties  a  reasonable  time  to 
answer  and  shall  require  either  the  original 
papers  or  certified  copies  thereof  which  constitu- 
ted the  entire  record  before  the  Commission  to  be 
filed  with  the  Commission's  answer.  The  Court 
may  hear  the  appeal  on  record,  or  if  in  the  opinion 
of  the  court  additional  testimony  is  required  for 
the  proper  disposition  of  the  case,  the  court  may 
permit  either  or  both  sides  to  present  additional 
testimony.  The  court  shall  hear  the  ca-se  without 
the  intervention  of  a  jury.  The  court  may  reverse 
or  affirm,  wholly  or  partly,  or  may  modify  or  re- 
mand for  further  consideration  any  decision  of  the 
Commission.  When  a  case  is  remanded  for  further 
consideration,  the  testimony,  if  any,  taken  in  court 
shall  be  made  available  to  the  Commission.  The 
cost  of  preparing  such  testimony  shall  be  made  a 
part  of  the  costs  of  the  case.  An  appeal  may  be 
taken  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Maryland  from 
any  decision  of  said  court  of  record  reviewing  the 
decisions  or  orders  of  the  Commission. 

Sec.  6.     And  be  it  further  ordained,  That : — 
A.  Regardless  of  any  contract,  lease  or  other 
obligation  heretofore  or  hereafter  entered  into, 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person : — 
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(1)  To  demand  or  receive  any  rent  for  con- 
trolled housing  accommodations  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  rent  established  by  this  ordinance  or 
any  regulation,  order  or  requirement  thereunder, 
or  to  violate  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  or 
any  regulation,  order  or  requirement  thereunder. 

(2)  To  deprive  or  attempt  to  deprive,  by 
coercion,  fraud,  duress  or  other  illegal  means,  any 
person  of  the  benefits  of  this  ordinance  or  any 
regulation,  order  or  requirement  thereunder. 

B.  Any  agreement  by  a  tenant  to  waive  the 
benefit  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance,  or  of 
any  regulation,  order  or  requirement  thereunder, 
shall  be  void. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That : — 
A.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance,  or  of  any  regulation,  order  or 
requirement  thereunder  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00 
or  to  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  (6) 
months,  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That : — 
A.  Any  person  who  demands,  accepts  or  re- 
ceives any  payment  of  rent  in  excess  of  the  maxi- 
mum rent  prescribed  pursuant  to  this  ordinance, 
or  any  regulation  or  order  issued  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance,  shall  be  liable  to  the  person  from  whom 
he  demands,  accepts  or  receives  such  payments, 
for  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  deter- 
mined by  the  court,  plus  whichever  of  the  follow- 
ing sums  is  the  greater: — 

(1)  Such  amount  not  more  than  three  times  the 
amount  of  the  overcharge  or  the  overcharges  upon 
which  the  action  is  based  as  the  courts  in  its  dis- 
cretion, may  determine ;  or 
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(2)  An  amount  not  less  than  $25.00  nor  more 
than  $50.00  as  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  may 
determine;  provided,  however,  that  such  amount 
shall  be  the  amount  of  the  overcharge  or  over- 
charges, or  $25.00  whichever  is  greater,  if  the 
defendant  proves  that  the  violation  of  the  regu- 
hition  or  order  in  question  was  neither  wilful  nor 
the  result  of  failure  to  take  practicable  precau- 
tions against  the  recurrence  of  the  violation.  Suit 
to  recover  such  amount  must  be  brought  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  of  such 
violation. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Commis-sion  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  a 
report  of  its  activities  to  the  City  Council,  which 
report  shall  include  recommendations  for  such 
amendatory  or  additional  legislation  for  the 
stabilization  of  rents  as  may  seem  necessary  and 
proper. 

Sec.  9A.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Commission  shall  request  from  the  appropriate 
officials  of  the  Federal  Government,  upon  the 
termination  of  rent  control,  under  the  Federal 
Rent  Control  Act,  all  records  and  other  data  in- 
cluding the  cabinets  or  containers  holding  such 
records  and  data  used  or  held  in  connection  with 
the  existing  Federal  Rent  Controls  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That: — 

A.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
to  require  any  person  to  offer  any  housing  ac- 
commodations for  rent. 

B.  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  or  the  ap- 
plication thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance-s 
shall  be  held  invalid,  the  validity  of  the  remain- 
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der  thereof  and  the  applicability  of  same  to  other 
persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby. 

Sec.  11.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  continue  in 
effect  only  until  June  1,  1955  and  this  ordinance 
and  any  regulation,  order  or  requirement  there- 
under shall  cease  to  have  any  effect  as  of  June 
1,  1955  and  shall  thereupon  become  null  and  void. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  716,  approved  May  21,  1953,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  all 
expenditures,  commitments  and  encumbrances 
regularly  made  or  incurred  by  the  City  Housing 
Rent  Commission,  created  and  operating  under 
said  Ordinance  No.  716,  in  the  usual  and  proper 
course  of  its  business,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
legalized  and  validated. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  such 
funds  appropriated  to  the  City  Housing  Rent 
Commission,  created  and  operating  under  said 
Ordinance  No.  716,  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates 
for  the  year  1954  (being  Ordinance  No.  870,  ap- 
proved December  1,  1953),  which  have  not  been 
expended,  committed  or  encumbered  at  the  time 
this  ordinance  is  enacted,  shall  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  transferred  to  the  use  and  purposes  of 
the  City  Housing  Rent  Commission  created  by 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  15.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
Act  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage. 
Approved,  August  2,  1954.

(Council  No.  2154) 

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Ordinance  No.  27,  approved  July  23, 
1947;  to  repeal  Ordinance  No.  876,  aproved  December  3, 
1953,  which  renewed,  for  a  certain  period,  the  provisions  of 
said  Ordinance  No.  27;  and  to  repeal  Section  730A  of  the 
Charter  and  Public  Local  Laws  of  Baltimore  City  (1949 
Edition),  title  "Baltimore  City",  sub-title  "Tenants  for 
Years  or  Less  or  at  Will",  as  said  section  was  amended  by 
said  Ordinance  No.  27,  and  to  ordain  a  new  Section  730A  in 
lieu  thereof,  requiring  that  as  to  certain  tenancies  in  Bal- 
timore City,  landlords  shall  give  tenants  one  hundred  and 
eighty  (180)  days'  notice  before  the  termination  of  such 
tenancies,  except  in  certain  cases. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Ordinance  No.  27, 
approved  July  23,  1947,  be  and  it  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Sec- 
tion 730A  of  the  Charter  and  Public  Local  Laws 
of  Baltimore  City  (1949  Edition),  title  ^'Balti- 
more City",  sub-title  ''Tenants  for  Years  or  Less 
or  at  Will",  as  said  section  was  amended  by  said 
Ordinance  No.  27,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed, 
and  that  a  new  Section  730A  be  and  it  is  hereby 
ordained  in  lieu  thereof,  to  read  as  follows : 

730A.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 735  of  this  Article,  the  notice  required  to  be 
given  by  any  landlord  to  any  tenant  to  terminate 
the  tenancies  of  dwelling  units  for  the  terms

(1)  The  tenant  is  violating  an  obligation  of  his 
tenancy  such  as  unreasonably  refusing  the  land- 
lord access  to  the  dwelling  unit ;  or 

(2)  The  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  a 
nuisance  on  the  premises  or  is  using  or  permitting 
the  use  of  the  dwelling  unit  for  immoral  or  illegal 
purposes  or  for  other  than  living  or  dwelling 
purposes;  or 

(3)  The  dwelling  unit  is  occupied  under  a  sea- 
sonal occupancy,  which  is  hereby  defined  to  be  a 
tenancy  for  not  more  than  five  (5)  months;  or 

(4)  The  dwelling  unit  is  and  was,  at  the  effec- 
tive date  hereof,  a  non-house-keeping  furnished 
room  or  unit  without  cooking  facilities ;  or 

(5)  The  tenant's  lease  or  oiher  rental  agree- 
ment has  expired  or  otherwise  terminated  and, 
at  the  time  of  termination,  the  occupants  of  the 
housing  accommodations  are  subtenants  or  other 
persons  who  occupied  under  a  rental  agreement 
with  the  tenant  and  no  part  of  the  accommoda- 
tions is  used  by  the  tenant  as  his  dwelling. 

If  the  landlord  seeks  to  evict  the  tenant  under 
the  provisions  of  Paragraphs  1,  2,  3,  4  or  5  above, 
the  notice  to  the  tenant  shall  be  thirty  (30)  days 
before  the  end  of  the  term  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  the  lease. 

In  addition,  no  such  landlord  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  remedy  provided  by  Section  734  if  he  has 
not  given  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  days' 
notice  before  exercising  such  remedy  unless : 
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(1)  The  landlord,  who  is  the  owner  of  the 
housing  accommodations,  seeks  in  good  faith  to 
recover  possession  thereof  for  hi-s  immediate  and 
personal  use  and  occupancy  as  housing  accom- 
modations, or  for  the  immediate  and  personal  use 
and  occupancy  as  housing  accommodations  by  a 
member  or  members  of  his  immediate  family, 
which  shall  include  a  son,  son-in-law,  daughter, 
daughter-in-law,  father,  father-in-law,  mother, 
mother-in-law,  step-child  and  adopted  child;  or 

(2)  The  landlords  seeks,  in  good  faith,  to  re- 
cover possession  for  the  immediate  purpose  of 
substantially  altering  or  remodeling  the  housing 
accommodations  for  continued  use  as  housing 
accommodations,  in  a  manner  which  cannot  prac- 
tically be  done  with  the  tenant  in  possession,  or 
for  the  immediate  purpose  of  demolishing  them, 
provided  that  the  landlord  has  obtained  such  ap- 
proval for  the  proposed  alterations  or  remodeling 
or  demolition  as  may  be  required  under  the  law; 
or 

(3)  The  landlord  seeks  in  good  faith  to  recover 
possession  of  the  housing  accommodations  for 
the  immediate  purpose  of : — 

(a)  Making  a  permanent  conversion  to  com- 
mercial use  by  substantially  altering  or  remodel- 
ing them :  or 

(b)  Personally  making  a  permanent  use  of 
them  for  non-housing  purposes;  or 

(c)  Permanently  withdrawing  them  from  both 
housing  and  non-housing  rental  markets  without 
any  intent  to  sell  the  housing  accommodations. 

If  the  landlord  seeks  to  evict  the  tenant  under 
the  provisions  of  Paragraphs  1,  2  and  3  above,  the 
notice  to  the  tenant  shall  be  one  hundred  and 
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twenty  (120)  days  before  the  end  of  the  term, 
unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  lease. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  any 
section  or  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  held 
invalid  for  any  reason,  such  invalidity  shall  not, 
in  any  way,  affect  any  other  section  or  provision 
of  this  ordinance  and  the  remainder  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  as  if 
such  invalid  section  or  provision  had  not  been 
ordained. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  876,  approved  December  3, 1953,  be  and 
it  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  acquisition  by  purchase  or  by 
condemnation  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
for  public  highway  purposes  in  fee  simple  all  that  parcel 
of  land  situate  in  Baltimore  City  at  the  southeast  comer  of 
Mary  and  Walther  Avenues,  fronting  southerly  on  Walther 
Avenue  30  feet  with  a  depth  on  Walther  Avenue  of  165 
feet  11  inches  to  an  alley. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  is  necessary  to 
acquire   by   purchase    or   by   condemnation   for 
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public  highway  purposes  the  fee  simple  interest 
in  and  to  the  parcel  of  land  situate  in  Baltimore 
City,  with  the  improvements  thereupon,  described 
as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  corner  formed  by 
the  intersection  of  the  northeast  side  of  Mary 
Avenue  and  the  southeast  side  of  Walther  Avenue, 
fronting  southeasterly  on  Mary  Avenue  30  feet 
with  an  irregular  w^idth  and  with  a  depth  easterly 
along  Walther  Avenue  of  165  feet  11  inches  to  a 
10-foot  alley,  wdth  a  width  along  the  alley  of  12 
feet  6  inches. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Comptroller  of  Baltimore  City  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  acquire  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  for  the  purposes 
described  in  this  ordinance  the  fee  simple  interest 
in  and  to  said  parcel  of  land  and  improvements 
thereupon.  If  the  said  Comptroller  is  unable  to 
agree  wdth  the  owner  or  owmers  on  the  purchase 
price  for  said  parcel  of  land,  and  improvements 
thereon,  he  shall  forthw^ith  notify  the  City  Solici- 
tor of  Baltimore  City  w^ho  shall  thereupon  insti-

head equipment  and  appurtenances  in  a  southerly  direction 
on  Bush  Street  from  Washington  Boulevard  to  a  point  120 
feet  south  thereof,  connecting  at  Washington  Boulevard 
with  trackless  trolley  overhead  in  both  directions,  and  at 
a  point  120  feet  south  of  Washington  Boulevard  making  a 
turn  to  the  right  to  enter  the  private  property  of  The  Bal- 
timore Transit  Company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore 
Transit  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  he 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  op- 
erate vehicles  propelled  by  electricity  supplied 
from  overhead  wires,  but  not  operated  upon  rails, 
and  to  erect  and  maintain  the  necessary  poles, 
wires,  and  overhead  equipment  and  appurte- 
nances in  a  southerly  direction  on  Bush  Street 
from  Washington  Boulevard  to  a  point  120  feet 
south  thereof,  connecting  at  Washington  Boule- 
vard with  trackless  trolley  overhead  in  both  di- 
rections, and  at  a  point  120  feet  south  of  Wash- 
ington Boulevard  making  a  turn  to  the  right  to 
enter  the  private  property  of  The  Baltimore 
Transit  Company. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
said  poles,  wires,  overhead  equipment  and  ap- 
purtenances shall  be  constructed  and  maintained 
under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City ; 
and  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single  rail- 
road track  in  the  bed  of  Marriott  Street  and  across  Decatur 
Street,  beginning  at  the  west  building  line  of  Marriott 
Street  and  running  thence  in  a  general  southeasterly  di- 
rection for  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  ninety-eight 
feet  to  the  west  building  line  of  Decatur  Street  (near  the 
intersection  of  said  Marriott  and  Decatur  Streets)  and 
thence  continuing  in  a  general  southeasterly  direction 
across  Decatur  Street  for  a  distance  of  about  fifty-one  feet 
to  the  east  building  line  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  (said  Company  being 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  *^ grantee")  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of 
Marriott  Street  and  across  Decatur  Street,  the 
center  line  of  said  track  hereby  authorized  being 
described  as  follows:

If  the  said  Director  and  City  Comptroller 
are  unable  to  agree  wdth  the  owner  or  owners  on 
the  purchase  pi'ice  of  any  of  the  said  pieces  or 
parcels  of  land  and  improvements  thereupon  or 
for  any  of  the  said  rights,  interests,  franchises 
and/or  easements,  they  shall  forthwith  notify  the

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Director  of  Public  Works  and  City  Comp- 
troller are  also  hereby  authorized  to  negotiate 
for  and  to  enter  into  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  any  and  all  neces- 
sary agreements  with  the  railroads,  street  rail- 
ways, the  Federal  and  State  Governments,  or  any 
of  their  agencies,  and  any  other  persons,  firms  or

corporations,  in  aid  of,  in  furtherance  of,  or  in 
connection  with  said  through  (limited  access) 
highway  project;  all  such  acquisitions  and  agree- 
ments to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Estimates. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  noth- 
ing in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  be  held, 
taken  or  construed  as  waiving  or  releasing  any 
of  the  existing  right-s  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  or  any  of  the  existing 
obligations  of  any  railroad  company  with  regard 
to  the  said  through  (limited  access)  highway, 
viaducts,  traffic  interchanges  and  Jones  Falls 
drainage  conduits  project. 

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  after 
the  necessary  agreements  have  been  made  and  the 
necessary  property,  lands,  rights,  franchises 
and/or  easement-s  have  been  acquired  as  herein- 
before provided,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of 
Baltimore  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed,  the  said 
through  (limited  access)  highway,  viaducts,  traf- 
fic interchanges  and  Jones  Falls  drainage  con- 
duits including  all  approaches,  piers,  supports, 
abutments,  walls,  embankments  and  other  appur- 
tenances of  said  through  (limited  access)  high- 
way, viaducts,  traffic  interchanges  and  Jones 
Falls  drainage  conduits,  all  in  accordance  with 
detailed  plans  therefor,  approved  by  the  said 
Director  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and

from  the  *^ Residential  Use  District''  to  the  ^^ First 
Commercial  Use  District",  the  property  on  the 
north  side  of  Twenty-ninth  Street,  west  of  Green- 
mount  Avenue,  as  outlined  in  red  on  the  four  plats 
accompanying  this  ordinance.

Business  Sales",  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and 
reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows :

Parking  Meters 

144.  The  purchase,  leasing,  installation  and 
operation  of  certain  parking  devices,  known  gen- 
erally as  parking  meters,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  on  the  streets,  thoroughfares  and 
public  places  of  Baltimore  City  which  from  time 
to  time  may  be  specified  in  this  sub-title.  Parking 
spaces  are  hereby  authorized  and  established  on 
all  such  streets,  thoroughfares  and  public  places, 
subject  generally  to  the  powers,  authorizations 
and  conditions  contained  in  this  sub-title. 

145.  The  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore  City 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  into 
a  contract  or  contracts  for  the  leasing  and/or 
purchasing  and  installation  of  parking  meters 
for  the  specified  streets,  thoroughfares  and  public 
places  of  Baltimore  City  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  outlined  in  Sections  37  and  38  of  The 
Baltimore  City  Charter.  Any  such  contract  or 
contracts  shall  contain  a  provision  stipulating  the 
percentage  of  receipts  from  the  operation  of  such 
meters  which  shall  be  retained  by  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore and  the  percentage  which  shall  be  paid  to 
the  contractor,  vendor  and/or  lessor  until  the 
total  cost  of  purchasing  and  installing  the  parking 
meters  covered  by  the  particular  contract  shall 
have  been  paid.    Any  such  contract  or  contracts 
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shall  provide  that  after  the  total  cost  of  purchas- 
ing and  installing  the  particular  set  of  parking 
meters  shall  have  been  paid,  thereafter  all  the 
receipts  shall  be  retained  by  the  City  of  Baltimore 
as  provided  in  this  sub-title.  The  Board  of 
Estimates  is  also  authorized  and  empowered  to 
enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts  for  the  purchase 
of  parts  and  equipment  for  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  parking  meters  as  the  Board 
from  time  to  time  shall  determine  may  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  City.  Any  contract  or  con- 
tracts made  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  such 
parking  meters  and  the  initial  cost  of  the  parts 
and  equipment,  and  for  the  installation  and  main- 
tenance thereof,  solely  from  the  receipts  obtained 
by  the  City  of  Baltimore  from  the  operation  of 
parking  meters  on  the  streets,  thoroughfares,  and 
public  places  of  this  City,  without  in  any  manner 
obligating  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more to  pay  for  such  parking  meters,  parts  or 
equipment  or  any  portion  thereof  from  any  other 
source  or  sources  of  public  funds. 

Any  such  contract  or  contracts  shall  contain  a 
provision  stipulating  that  the  Board  of  Estimates 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Traffic 
of  Baltimore  City  may,  at  its  discretion,  terminate 
the  contract  or  contracts  without  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  City  or  claim  for  damages 
'  against  the  City  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
!  Estimates,  there  is  no  longer  a  need  for  the  con- 
tinued use  of  the  parking  meters  purchased  or 
■'  leased  under  the  said  contract  or  contracts.    In 
the  event  that  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Balti- 
more City  terminates  any  contract  or  contracts, 
Jit  shall  be  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  vendor 
p  and/or  lessor  of  the  parking  meters  to  remove  the 
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said  meters,  the  standard  and/or  the  supporting 
posts  at  its  ovm  expense  and  without  any  expense 
to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  it  shall  be  the 
further  duty  of  the  vendor  and/or  lessor  to  re- 
move the  base,  if  any,  and  to  return  the  area  in 
which  the  post,  support  or  base  was  installed  to 
its  original  condition  prior  to  said  installation. 

146.  The  Director  of  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  in- 
stall, to  direct  the  installation,  or  order  the  in- 
stallation of  parking  meters  on  the  portions  of  the 
streets,  thoroughfares  and  public  places  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  which  from  time  to  time  may  be 
specified  in  this  sub-title.  In  his  discretion  from 
time  to  time  and  as  he  may  deem  best  suited  for 
the  traffic  needs  of  the  particular  portion  of  the 
streets,  thoroughfares  and  public  places  of  this 
City,  the  parking  meters  may  be  of  a  twelve- 
minute,  twenty-four  minute,  one-hour  or  two-hour 
type  in  the  general  parking  areas  of  the  City.  In 
Sam  Smith  Park  and  other  special  parking  areas, 
the  parking  meters  may  be  of  a  one-hour  or  ten- 
hour  type  for  ordinary  parking  (non-commer- 
cial), and  of  a  two-hour  or  twenty-hour  type  for 
truck  parking  (commercial).  The  Director  of 
Traffic  also  is  authorized  to  install  parking  meters 
with  other  variations  of  time,  at  rates  comparable 
to  those  specified  in  this  sub-title  for  the  same 
type  of  parking  area. 

147.  Parking  meters  for  parallel  parking  shall 
be  installed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Department 
of  Traffic  Engineering  under  the  direction  of  the 
Director  of  Traffic  in  such  manner  as  to  divide  the 
street  and  curb  area  into  units  or  stalls  of  ap- 
proximately twenty-one  feet  in  length.  The 
meters  shall  be  installed  in  such  manner  as  to  be 
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at  the  forward  end  of  such  curb  parking  space. 
Parking  meters  for  other  than  parallel  parking 
shall  be  installed  in  a  manner  as,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Director,  is  best  suited  for  designating  the 
parking  spaces  in  the  particular  area. 

148.  Each  parking  meter  shall  be  so  installed 
or  set  as  to  display,  upon  the  deposit  of  a  proper 
coin  or  coins  for  the  period  designated  as  being 
proper  for  parking  at  that  place,  a  signal  in- 
dicating legal  parking  for  the  said  period  of  time. 
Each  parking  meter  shall  also  be  equipped  with  a 
device  which  shall  continue  operation  from  the 
time  of  the  depositing  of  the  said  coin  until  the 
expiration  of  the  designated  legal  parking  period, 
when  it  will  indicate  by  a  mechanical  operation 
and  the  dropping  or  showing  of  a  proper  signal, 
that  the  lawful  period  for  parking,  as  prescribed, 
has  expired. 

149.  Each  parking  meter  mechanism  shall  con- 
tain in  a  conspicuous  place,  a  plate  or  other  device 
which  will  clearly  state  the  hours  during  which 
that  meter  shall  be  legally  in  operation  and  any 
exceptions  thereto.  The  plate  shall  also  clearly 
indicate  the  type  of  coin  or  coins  which  must 
be  inserted  therein  for  the  legal  parking  of  a  ve- 
hicle and  the  period  of  time  during  which  it  shall 
be  legally  permissible  to  park  in  that  meter  area 
upon  the  payment  of  the  prescribed  coin  or  coins. 

150.  The  Department  of  Traffic  Engineering 
shall  have  the  standards  or  supporting  posts  of 
the  parking  meters  painted  in  such  manner  as 
clearly  and  uniformly  to  indicate  the  length  of 
time  during  which  a  driver  may  legally  park  his 
vehicle  in  that  place,  upon  the  payment  of  the 
prescribed  coin  or  coins. 
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The  Director  of  Traffic  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
shall,  in  his  discretion,  designate  colors  to  be 
painted  upon  the  standards  or  supporting  posts 
of  the  parking  meters,  each  color  to  indicate  the 
legal  parking  period  at  the  particular  parking 
space.  On  any  street,  thoroughfare  or  public 
place,  where  legal  parking  with  parking  meters  is 
permitted  only  during  specific  periods  of  the  day 
and  not  for  a  full  ten-hour  period,  the  meter 
standards  or  supporting  posts  shall  be  appropri- 
ately painted  to  so  indicate.  In  such  event,  an 
appropriate  sign  shall  be  attached  to  each  meter 
standard  or  post  indicating  the  hours  during 
which  parking  in  that  area  is  not  legal. 

151.  (a)  Twelve  Minute  Limit  Parking  Meters 
shall  require  for  operation  a  one  cent  United 
States  coin  for  each  twelve  minute  period  or  frac- 
tion thereof,  of  lawful  parking.  Twenty-four 
Minute  Limit  Parking  Meters  shall  require  for 
operation  a  one  cent  United  States  coin  for  each 
twelve  minute  period  or  fraction  thereof. 

(b)  Two  Hour  Limit  Parking  Meters  for  use  in 
general  parking  areas  shall  be  operated  at  the 
rate  of  one  cent  in  United  States  coin  for  each 
twelve  minute  period  or  fraction  thereof  of  legal 
parking. 

(c)  Ten  Hour  Limit  Parking  Meters  for  or- 
dinary parking  in  Sam  Smith  Park  and  other 
special  parking  areas  shall  be  operated  so  that  the 
minimum  charge  shall  not  be  less  than  five  cents 
in  United  States  coin,  said  five  cents  to  cover  the 
first  hour  or  fraction  thereof  of  legal  parking;  and 
for  every  additional  hour  or  fraction  thereof  an 
additional  charge  of  five  cents  in  United  States 
coin  shall  be  made. 
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(d)  Twenty  Hour  Limit  Parking  Meters  for 
truck  parking  in  Sam  Smith  Park  and  other 
special  parking  areas  shall  be  operated  so  that 
the  minimum  charge  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  cents  in  United  States  coin,  said  twenty-five 
cents  to  cover  the  first  two  hours  or  part  thereof ; 
and  for  every  additional  two  hours  or  part  thereof 
an  additional  charge  of  twenty-five  cents  in  United 
States  coin  shall  be  made. 

152.  The  Department  of  Traffic  Engineering 
is  authorized  and  empowered,  and  is  given  a  con- 
tinuing discretion  within  the  limits  of  this  sub- 
title to  rearrange  or  otherwise  change  parking 
meters  on  the  streets,  thoroughfares  and  public 
places  designated  from  time  to  time  so  as  best 
to  provide  for  the  traffic  needs  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  and  for  changing  conditions  and 
adjacent  installations.  The  Installation  of  park- 
ing meters  in  any  particular  part  of  the  streets, 
thoroughfares  and  public  places  of  this  City  and/ 
or  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  park- 
ing meters  shall  not  be  construed  or  applied  as  a 
binding  commitment  upon  the  City  of  Baltimore 
and/or  the  Department  of  Traffic  Engineering  to 
continue  the  use  of  parking  meters  at  any  part  of 
those  streets,  thoroughfares  or  public  places  of 
this  City,  should  traffic  conditions  or  adjacent 
installations  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director  of 
Traffic  justify  their  removal.  Nothing  in  this 
sub-title  shall  be  construed  or  applied  to  affect 
the  power  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore from  time  to  time  to  add  to  or  take  away 
from  those  streets,  thoroughfares  or  public  places 
specified  in  this  sub-title  for  the  installation, 
maintenance  and  operation  of  parking  meters, 
and  the  Director  of  Traffic  and  the  Department 
of   Traffic  Engineering  shall  be   required  from 
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time  to  time  to  maintain  and  operate  parking 
meters  only  on  those  portions  of  the  streets, 
thoroughfares  and  public  places  which  shall  then 
be  specified  in  this  sub-title. 

153.  The  Department  of  Traffic  Engineering 
shall  have  the  duty  to  keep  all  parking  meters  in- 
stalled under  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  in  a 
good  operating  condition,  clean  and  properly- 
painted.  Each  meter  shall  have  clearly  marked 
upon  it  in  a  conspicuous  place  a  number  to  indi- 
cate its  location.  This  number  shall  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  identifying  the  location  of  the 
meter  zone  and  the  vehicle  therein  when  the  ve- 
hicle is  charged  with  a  violation  of  parking  pro- 
visions at  that  place,  and  the  number  will  serve 
as  a  means  of  identification  which  the  public  or 
the  Police  Department  may  use  when  reporting 
defective  meters,  violations  or  other  occurrences. 

154.  At  any  location  on  the  streets,  thorough- 
fares and  public  places  of  this  City  where  a  park- 
ing meter  is  in  active  operation,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful, upon  the  payment  of  the  designated  coin  or 
coins  for  that  particular  location,  to  park  a  ve- 
hicle for  the  full  period  designated  as  the  maxi- 
mum period  for  legal  parking.  The  vehicle  may 
be  parked  for  the  unexpired  time,  if  any,  showing 
on  the  parking  meter  from  a  previous  insertion 
of  a  coin  or  coins  without  the  additional  payment 
of  any  coin  or  coins  for  said  unexpired  term.  Any 
vehicle  parked  in  an  area  adjacent  to  a  parking 
meter,  which  is  in  active  operation,  for  a  period  of 
time  longer  than  as  specified  in  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  In  violation  of  the  parking  provi- 
sions of  this  sub-title  and  subject  to  the  penalties 
provided  herein. 
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155.  It  shall  be  illegal  for  any  driver  to  park  a 
vehicle  in  an  area  specified  for  parallel  parking, 
in  a  space  adjacent  to  a  parking  meter  in  active 
operation,  other  than  with  the  front  wheel  of  the 
vehicle  approximately  centered  upon  the  standard 
or  post  supporting  the  parking  meter. 

156.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  a  passenger  vehicle 
to  stop  in  a  vacant  space  adjacent  to  a  parking 
meter  in  active  operation  in  order  to  take  on  or 
discharge  passengers  or  passengers'  baggage 
transported  on  the  same  vehicle  without  the  pay- 
ment of  a  coin  or  coins,  provided  that  such  stop- 
ping is  restricted  to  these  purposes  and  is  per- 
formed expeditiously.  Commercial  vehicles  which 
are  actually  engaged  in  the  expeditious  pick-up 
or  delivery  of  merchandise  may  stop  in  such  an 
area  at  any  time  up  to  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  without 
the  necessity  for  inserting  a  United  States  coin  or 
coins  in  the  meter.  Any  prolonged  absence  of  the 
driver  of  such  a  commercial  vehicle  from  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  the  vehicle  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  evidence  that  the  vehicle  is  not  engaged  in  the 
expeditious  pick-up  or  delivery  of  merchandise, 
and  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section. 

157.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  Baltimore  City  to  enforce  the  parking 
provisions  of  this  sub-title  applicable  to  vehicles 
stopped  or  parked  in  a  space  adjacent  to  a  park- 
ing meter  in  active  operation.  Such  violation 
shall  be  recorded  and  a  notice  thereof  shall  be 
left  upon  the  vehicle  in  the  usual  form  and  man- 
ner applying  to  traffic  violations  in  this  City. 

158.  The  coins  required  to  be  deposited  in 
parking  meters  are  hereby  levied  as  fees  to  pro- 
vide for  the  proper  regulation  and  control  of  traf- 
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fic  upon  the  public  streets,  thoroughfares  and  in 
the  public  places  of  this  City  and  to  cover  the  cost 
of  the  purchase,  installation,  inspection,  mainte- 
nance and  control  and  operation  of  parking 
meters,  including  the  cost  of  collecting  coins  and 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  parking 
spaces.  Tlie  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  collect  or  cause  to  be  collected  at 
regular  intervals  the  coins  placed  in  the  said  park- 
ing meters,  to  keep  a  record  of  the  collections 
made  from  said  parking  meters,  to  deposit  all  such 
monies  to  the  credit  of  a  special  fund  to  be  known 
as  the  ^^  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore — 
Baltimore  City  Parking  Meter  Fund",  and  to 
account  for  such  fund  as  in  the  case  of  taxes  or 
other  public  monies  collected  by  him. 

159.  (a).  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
permit  a  vehicle  to  park  or  remain  in  any  space 
adjacent  to  a  parking  meter  in  active  operation 
on  one  of  the  streets,  thoroughfares  or  public 
places  of  this  City  beyond  the  period  prescribed  in 
this  sub-title  during  which  vehicles  may  be  per- 
mitted lawfully  to  park  or  remain  in  any  such 
space,  or  to  permit  any  vehicle  to  be  parked  there- 
in in  any  manner  except  as  specified  in  this  sub- 
title. It  shall  also  be  unlawful,  except  as  otherwise 
specifically  provided  in  this  sub-title,  for  any  per- 
son to  park  a  vehicle  in  any  such  space  without 
inserting  the  proper  coin  or  coins  in  the  parking 
meter  provided  therefor.  Any  person  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  sub-section  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each 
such  violation. 

(b).  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  de- 
posit or  cause  to  be  deposited  in  a  parking  meter 
any  slug,  device  or  substitute  for  a  one-cent,  five- 
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cent,  or  other  denomination  of  coin  of  the  United 
States.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
deface,  injure,  tamper  with,  steal  from,  open  or 
wilfully  break  into,  to  destroy,  to  remove  or  to 
impair  the  usefulness  of  any  parking  meter  in- 
stalled under  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title, 
except  that  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  per- 
sons duly  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  for  the 
purpose  of  collecting  the  coins  placed  in  said  park- 
ing meters  or  to  persons  duly  authorized  by  the 
Department  of  Traffic  Engineering  for  regulating, 
repairing  or  maintaining  such  meters.  Any  per- 
son violating  the  provision  of  this  sub-section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  to  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  to  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

160.  Parking  shall  be  legal  and  permissible, 
upon  the  insertion  of  the  designated  coin  or  coins, 
at  the  locations  designated  on  the  streets,  thor- 
oughfares and  public  places  in  this  City,  for  the 
periods  respectively  indicated,  as  enumerated  in 
the  following  sections  of  this  sub-title.  Except 
as  otherwise  specified,  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
title shall  not  apply  or  be  enforced  on  Sundays  or 
on  the  days  designated  as  legal  holidays  in  Sec- 
tions 9  and  11  of  Article  13,  title  ^^  Bills  of  Ex- 
change and  Promissory  Notes'',  of  the  Annotated 
Code  of  Maryland  (1951  Edition,  as  amended) ; 
also  by  a  special  designation  of  the  Department  of 
Traffic  Engineering,  the  provision  of  this  sub- 
title shall  not  apply  to  any  location  on  the  streets, 
thoroughfares  or  public  places  in  the  general 
vicinity  of  the  Memorial  Stadium  on  East  Thirty- 
third  Street,  as  indicated  or  designated  by 
special  no  parking  signs  for  stadium  events.    No 
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vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stand  in  the  space 
reserved  for  any  parking  meter  during  the  time 
when  parking  or  stopping  is  prohibited  at  such 
location.

ing and  grading  of  Old  York  Road,  from  its  present  width 
varying  from  28  feet,  more  or  less,  to  26  feet,  more  or  less, 
to  a  width  varying  from  47  feet,  more  or  less,  to  45  feet, 
more  or  less,  said  opening  and  widening  is  to  begin  on  the 
east  side  of  Old  York  Road,  as  now  laid  out,  and  the  south 
side  of  Thirty-second  Street,  66  feet  wide,  and  to  run 
thence  southerly  125.5  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  northwest 
side  of  Tinges  Lane,  34.5  feet  wide,  the  location  and  course 
of  said  highway  being  more  particularly  shown  on  a  plat 
thereof  numbered  226-A-28A,  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  and  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  on  the  Twenty-first  (21st)  day  of  March,  1955. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  is  necessary 
to  acquire  by  purchase  or  condemnation  for  a 
public  highway,  namely  for  the  opening,  widening 
and  grading  of  Old  York  Road  along  the  east 
side  thereof,  by  a  strip  of  land  19.0  feet  wide 
from  the  south  side  of  Thirty-second  Street,  66 
feet  wide,  southerly  125.5  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the 
northwest  side  of  Tinges  Lane,  34.5  feet  wide,  the 
fee  simple  interests  in  and  to  a  piece  or  parcel  of 
land  situate  in  Baltimore  City,  including  the  im- 
provements thereon,  bounded  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  point  formed  by 
the  intersection  of  the  east  side  of  Old  York  Road, 
as  now  laid  out,  and  the  south  side  of  Thirty- 
second  Street,  66  feet  wide,  and  running  thence 
binding  on  the  south  and  southwest  sides  of  said 
Thirty-second  Street,  the  two  following  courses 
and  distances  namely.  North  87°-04'-21"  East

Containing  0.049  acres  of  land,  more  or  less. 

Sec;  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  Comptroller  of 
Baltimore  City  are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire 
on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more and  for  the  purposes  described  in  this  or- 
dinance, the  fee  simple  interests,  in  and  to  said 
piece  or  parcel  of  land  and  improvements  thereon, 
necessary  in  the  opening,  widening,  grading  and 
construction  of  said  public  highway.  If  the  said 
Director  and  City  Comptroller  are  unable  to  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners  on  the  purchase  price 
of  said  piece  or  parcel  of  land  and  improvements 
thereupon,  they  shall  forthwith  notify  the  City 
Solicitor  of  Baltimore  City  who  shall  thereupon 
institute  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  the  necessary  legal  proceed- 
ings to  acquire  by  condemnation  the  fee  simple 
interest  for  the  purposes  of  said  highway. 

Sec.  3.  A^id  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments, 
Paragraphs  4556,  4656,  7611  and  7612  of  Article  5  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Building  Regu- 
lations", sub-titles  "Exits  for  Office  Buildings",  "Exits  for 
Commercial  Buildings"  and  "Requirements  for  Doors", 
said  Article  being  known  generally  as  the  Building  Code 
of  Baltimore  City,  relating  generally  to  the  requirements  in 
the  Building  Code  concerning  doors  and  doorways. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  TTiat  Paragraphs  4556, 
4656,  7611  and  7612  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  ^^ Building  Eegn- 
lations",  sub-titles  ^^ Exits  for  Office  Buildings", 
"Exits  for  Commercial  Buildings"  and  "Require- 
ments for  Doors",  said  Article  being  known  gen- 
erally as  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and  reordained, 
with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows : 

4556.  Primary  Means  of  Egress  in  exits  from 
Office  Buildings  shall  consist  of  one  or  more 
doorways,  passageways,  horizontal  exits,  stair- 
ways, fire  towers,  or  ramps,  or  any  combination 
of  them,  constructed  in  accordance  with  Chapters 
76  and  77  insofar  as  such  requirements  apply  to 
primary  means  of  egress.  One  or  more  such  pri- 
mary means  of  egress  or  any  combination  of  them 
shall  be  installed  to  provide  every  exit  which  is 
required  to  satisfy  the  conditions  of  Paragraph 
4551.    Such  means  of  egress  shall  be  as  follows : 

Doorways :  Doorways  used  as  a  primary  means 
of  egress  shall  have  a  clear  width  of  not  less  than 
the  minimum  required  width  of  exit  in  which  it  is 
placed,  but  no  one  such  doorway  shall  be  less  than 
2  feet  10  inches  wide.  All  such  doorways  shall  be 
protected  by  self-closing  doors  and  such  doors 
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shall  swiiiii:  in  the  direction  of  exit  travel,  unless 
otherwise  reirulated  in  Paraicraph  7()11.  Revolv- 
ing doors  of  type  A,  conforming  to  the  require- 
ments of  Section  7()4,  may  be  p<?rmitted  only  in 
main  entrances  to  the  building.  The  clear  open- 
ing of  such  revolving  doors,  fully  collapsed,  shall 
be  not  less  than  2  times  the  required  width  of  the 
exit  in  which  it  is  placed. 

Passageways :  The  clear  width  of  passageways 
used  as  primary  means  of  egress  shall  be  not  less 
than  the  required  width  of  the  exit  in  which  they 
are  placed. 

Horizontal  Exits :  Tlie  clear  width  of  horizontal 
exits  used  as  primary  means  of  egress  shall  be 
not  less  than  the  required  width  of  the  exit  in 
which  they  are  placed.  There  shall  be  one  or 
more  exits  leading  directly  to  a  street  from  each 
end  of  such  a  horizontal  exit,  and  the  clear  width 
of  each  such  exit  shall  be  equal  to  or  greater  than 
the  width  of  the  horizontal  exit.  The  areas  on 
each  end  of  a  horizontal  exit  shall  be  occupied  by 
the  same  occupant,  or  passageways  leading  to 
such  exits  shall  be  continually  available  to  the 
different  occupants  of  such  areas. 

Stairways :  The  width  of  all  stairways  used  as 
primary  means  of  egress,  either  inside  or  outside 
of  Office  Buildings,  shall  be  not  less  than  1-1/3 
times  the  required  width  of  exit  in  which  they  are 
placed. 

No  stairway  serving  upper  stories  shall  be  con- 
tinued below  the  first  floor  level,  unless  they  are 
enclosed  in  the  basement  and  discharge  into  an 
enclosed  means  of  egress  leading  directly  to  the 
outside  of  the  building  from  the  basement. 

Ramps  on  outside  shall  be  enclosed.    All  ramps 
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shall  have  a  slope  not  steeper  than  1  in  10  and  be 
not  less  in  width  than  the  required  width  of  exit 
in  which  they  are  placed  but  in  no  case  less  than 
3  feet  wide. 

Elevators :  Passenger  elevators  may  be  used  as 
auxiliary  means  of  egress  to  stairways  or  ramps 
and  may  be  substituted  for  not  more  than  40  per 
cent  of  the  width  of  such  stairways  or  ramps  at 
the  rate  of  22  inches  of  stairway  or  ramp  width 
for  each  50  persons  such  elevator  can  continu- 
ously deliver  per  minute  for  a  continuous  period 
of  not  less  than  10  minutes ;  i.e.,  500  persons  in  10 
minutes,  from  the  highest  loading  area  to  the 
main  floor  landing. 

Fire  Towers :  Fire  towers  shall  have  stairways 
equal  to  the  required  width  of  the  exit  in  which 
they  are  placed  but  in  no  case  less  than  44  inches. 

4656.  Primary  Means  of  Egress  in  Commer- 
cial Building  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  door- 
ways, passageways,  horizontal  exits,  stairways, 
fire  towers,  ramps  or  any  combination  of  them, 
constructed  in  accordance  with  Chapters  76  and 
77  in  so  far  as  such  regulations  apply  to  primary 
means  of  egress,  except  that  in  highly  hazardous 
commercial  buildings  more  than  4  stories  in 
height,  a  fire  tower  shall  be  placed  in  at  least  the 
two  exits  most  remote  from  each  other.  One  or 
more  such  primary  means  of  egress  of  any  com- 
bination of  them  shall  be  installed  to  provide 
every  exit  which  is  required  to  satisfy  the  con- 
ditions of  Paragraph  4651.  Such  means  of  egress 
shall  be  as  follows : 

Doorways :  Doorways  used  as  a  primary  means 
of  egress  shall  have  a  clear  width  of  not  less  than 
the  minimum  required  width  of  the  exit  in  which 
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it  is  placed,  but  no  oue  such  doorway  shall  be 
less  than  3  feet  wide.  Such  doorways  shall  be 
protected  with  self-closing  doors  and  such  doors 
shall  swing  in  the  direction  of  exit  travel,  unless 
otherwise  regulated  in  Paragraph  7611.  Ke- 
volving  doors  of  Type  A,  conforming  to  the  re- 
quirements of  Section  764,  may  be  permitted 
only  in  the  main  entrances  to  buildings.  The 
clear  opening  of  such  revolving  doors,  fully 
collapsed,  shall  be  not  less  than  2  times  the  re- 
quired width  of  the  exit  in  which  it  is  placed. 

Passageways :  The  clear  width  of  passagew^a^^s 
used  as  primary  means  of  egress  shall  be  not  less 
than  the  required  width  of  the  exit  in  which  they 
are  placed. 

Horizontal  Exits :  The  clear  width  of  horizontal 
exits  used  as  primary  means  of  egress  shall  be  not 
less  than  the  required  wddth  of  the  exit  in  which  it 
is  placed.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  exits  lead- 
ing directly  to  a  street  from  each  end  of  such  a 
horizontal  exit,  and  the  clear  width  of  each  such 
exit  shall  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  wddth  of 
the  horizontal  exit.  The  areas  on  each  end  of  a 
horizontal  exit  shall  be  occupied  by  the  same  oc- 
cupant, or  passageways  leading  to  such  exits 
shall  be  continuously  available  to  the  different 
occupants  of  such  areas. 

Stairways :  The  width  of  all  stairways  used  as 
primary  means  of  egress,  either  inside  or  outside 
of  Commercial  Buildings,  shall  be  not  less  than 
one  and  two-thirds  times  the  required  widtli  of 
exit  in  which  tliey  are  placed. 

No  stairw^ay  serving  upper  stories  shall  be  con- 
tinued below  the  first  floor  level,  unless  tliey  are 
enclosed  in  the  basem<'iit   niu]  discliaiL'-p  into  an 
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enclosed  means  of  egress  leading  directly  to  the 
outside  of  the  building  from  the  basement. 

Fire  Towers :  Where  required  and  where  used 
as  primary  means  of  egress,  fire  towers  shall  have 
stairways  with  a  clear  width  equal  to  the  re- 
quired width  of  the  exit  in  which  they  are  placed 
but  in  no  case  less  than  44  inches  wide. 

Ramps :  The  clear  width  of  ramps  shall  be  not 
less  than  the  width  of  the  required  exit  in  which 
they  are  placed  but  in  no  case  less  than  3  feet  wide. 

Elevators :  Passenger  elevators  may  be  used  as 
auxiliary  means  of  egress  to  stairways  or  ramps 
and  may  be  substituted  for  not  more  than  30  per 
cent  of  the  width  of  such  stairways  or  ramps  at 
the  rate  of  22  inches  of  stairway  or  ramp  width 
for  each  50  persons  such  elevator  can  continu- 
ously deliver  per  minute  for  a  continuous 
period  of  not  less  than  10  minutes,  i.e.,  500 
persons  in  10  minutes,  from  the  highest  load- 
ing area  to  the  main  floor  landing. 

Moving  Stairs  of  the  horizontal  type  and  which 
operate  normally  in  the  direction  of  exit  travel 
may  be  used  as  an  auxiliary  means  of  egress  and 
may  be  substituted  for  not  more  than  30  per  cent 
of  such  stairways  or  ramps  at  the  rate  of  22 
inches  of  moving  stair  or  escalator  width  for  1 
foot  of  stairway  or  ramp  width. 

7611.  Exit  Door  Installations.  Doors  in 
means  of  egress  of  required  exits  shall  be  hinged 
and  swing  in  the  direction  of  exit  travel,  except 
as  follows : 

a.  Doors  from  classrooms  less  than  1200  square 
feet  in  area. 

b.  From  apartments  or  suites  not  exceeding 
2000  square  feet  and  from  private  residences. 
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e.  From  storage  buildings. 

d.  From  storage  rooms  and  shipping  rooms  in 
Commercial,  Storage  or  Industrial  Buildings. 

e .  From  service  rooms,  not  exceeding  1500 
square  feet,  of  any  occupancy. 

f.  From  garage  not  exceeding  600  scjuare  feet. 

g.  Elevator  shaftway  doors  may  be  sliding 
doors  or  swing  in  either  direction. 

h.  From  Office  or  Commercial  buildings,  not 
more  than  three  stories  high,  which  do  not  exceed 
1500  square  feet  in  area. 

i.  However,  none  of  the  a))ove  requirements  ap- 
ply to  architectural  doors  of  buildings  which  are 
kept  open  at  all  times  when  tlie  building  is  oc- 
cupied. 

All  exit  doors  shall  be  hung  so  that  they  will  not 
obstruct  or  create  a  condition  which  would  block 
the  travel  along  an  exit  passageway,  stairway  or 
other  required  means  of  egress. 

Any  door  opening  from  a  cloak  or  similar  room 
into  a  required  exit  passageway  shall  be  hung  so 
that  it  will  close  in  the  direction  of  exit  travel  in 
the  passageway. 

7612.  Exit  Door  Hardware.  Hardware  on 
doors  in  exits  shall  be  such  that  the  doors  may  be 
readily  opened  from  the  inside  witliout  the  use  of 
keys  during  tlie  time  when  the  building  is  oc- 
cupied, except  that  the  use  of  draw-bolts  in  places 
of  Private  or  Public  Assembly  is  forbidden. 

All  doors  in  the  line  of  travel  to  an  exit  and  all 
exterior  exit  doors  in  Public  Assem])ly  and  Pri- 
vate Assembly  ])uildings,  except  churches  and 
private  meeting  halls,  must  be  of  a  type  that  will 
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readily  open  when  pressed  against.  Such  doors 
may  not  be  kept  locked  or  fastened  shut  in  any 
manner  when  the  building  is  occupied  unless  they 
are  equipped  with  latches  of  the  self-releasing 
type,  such  as  panic  bolts  or  similar  devices  of 
non-corrodible  metal,  which  will  permit  the  door 
to  open  when  pressed  against. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Terminal  Corporation,  a  body  corporate,  to  construct,  main- 
tain, and  operate,  in,  above,  and  across  the  beds  of  Clinton 
Street,  Holabird  Avenue,  Boston  Street,  O'Donnell  Street, 
Eastern  Avenue,  Lombard  Street,  and  Pulaski  Highway,  an 
8-inch  and  a  12-inch  underground  metal  pipe  line,  for  the 
purpose  of  transporting  petroleum  products,  said  pipe  lines 
being  located  generally  in  the  southeast  and  northeast  sec- 
tions of  Baltimore  known  as  Canton  and  Highlandtown. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to 
Merchants  Terminal  Corporation,  a  body  corpo- 
rate, hereinafter  referred  to  as  Grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  subject  to  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions hereinafter  set  forth,  to  construct,  main- 
tain, and  operate,  at  its  or  their  own  cost  and  ex- 
pense, for  a  period  not  exceeding  25  years,  an  8- 
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inch  and  a  12-inch  underground  metal  pipe  line  in, 
above,  and  across  Clinton  Street,  llolabird  Ave- 
nue, Boston  Street,  O'Doiniell  Street,  Eastern 
Avenue,  Lombard  Street,  and  Pulaski  Highway, 
for  the  purpose  of  transporting  liquid  petroleum 
products  from  the  Grantee's  property  located  on 
the  west  side  of  Clinton  Street  to  its  property 
located  on  the  southwest  side  of  Erdman  Avenue, 
the  center  line  of  said  pipe  lines  being  located  as 
follows :

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
underground  metal  pipe  lines  shall  be  constructed 
and  completed  under  the  supervision  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
moj-e  City,  or  his  duly  authorized  iw-picscntative. 

Sec.  2Vii-  ^^^d  he  it  further  orda'uicd,  That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors,  or  assigns,  as  a

146,  approved  December  IS,  1951,  subject  to  certain  con- 
ditions contained  herein",  by  reducing  the  size  of  the  park- 
ing area  to  embrace  the  area  as  outlined  in  red  on  the  four 
plats  accompanying  this  ordinance. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hij  tJtc  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  'Hiat  Ordinance  No. 
761,  approved  June  18,  1953,  entitled  '*An  ordi- 
nance granting  iiermission  for  tlie  establisliment, 
maintenance  and  operation  of  an  open  area  for 
the  parking  of  motor  veliicles  on  tlie  property- 
lying  north  of  Argonne  Drive,  south  of  Lochwood 
Eoad,  westerly  from  ITillen  Road  and  easterly 
from  Loch  Eaven  Boulevard,  as  outlined  in  red  on

This 
strip  will  not  be  used  for  parking. 

(2)  There  will  be  a  set-back  of  15'  from  the  south 
side  of  the  alley  lying  to  the  immediate  north  of  a 
part  of  the  area  between  the  east  curb  line  of  Wel- 
bourne Road  and  Hillen  Road.  This  set-back 
shall  be  provided  and  maintained  at  all  times 
with  concrete  paving. 

(3)  A  brick  wall  of  not  less  than  7'  in  height, 
adjusted  to  grade,  will  be  constructed  on  the  set- 
back line  referred  to  in  Paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of 
this  section.  There  shall  be  no  entrances,  either 
pedestrian  or  vehicular,  in  this  wall. 

(4)  A  brick  wall  of  not  less  than  7'  in  height 
adjusted  to  grade,  will  be  constructed  along  the 
west  side  of  the  parking  area  from  the  north  side 
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of  tlio  service  drive  (which  is  an  extension  of  the 
alley  behind  tlie  ])resent  shopjiin^  center)  to  tlie 
point  wliere  it  will  meet  the  wall  along  the  north 
side  of  the  area.  One  pedestrian  entrance  will  he 
permitted  in  this  wall.  A  sidewalk  will  also  he 
constructed  between  the  brick  wall  and  the  por- 
tion of  Fenwick  Road  adjacent  thereto. 

(5)  Fenwick  Road  will  be  closed  at  a  i)oint  just 
north  of  the  service  drive.

Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  provisions  of 
Section  2131  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code,  (1950  Edition),  said  Article  being  known 
generally  as  the  Building  Code,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  waived  in  order  to  permit  the  construction 
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and  use  of  a  set  of  sidewalk  doors  extending 
approximately  4  ft.  9  in.  outside  the  building  line 
tliereof  on  the  premises  owned  by  the  Mercantile 
Safe  Deposit  &  Trust  Company  and  known  gen- 
erally as  the  premises  at  13  South  Street.  Except 
as  otherwise  specified  in  this  Ordinance,  all  the 
provisions  of  the  Building  Code  and  of  other 
Laws  and  Ordinances  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
shall  be  complied  with  in  the  construction  and 
use  of  said  sidewalk  doors. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  the  Greek 
Orthodox  Community  St.  Nicholas,  Inc.,  a  body  coi-porate, 
to  constiTict,  maintain,  and  use  an  areaway  and  wall  in 
Fleet  Street,  alongside  the  church  building  located  at  the 
northwest  comer  of  Ponca  Street  and  Fleet  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and 
authority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to 
the  Greek  Orthodox  Community  St.  Nicholas,  Inc., 
a  body  corporate,  its  successors  and  assigns,  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  Grantee,  to  construct, 
maintain,  and  use,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-five  (25)  years, 
an  areaway  and  wall  for  liglit  and  ventilation  in 
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Fleet  Street  alongside  the  church  building  located 
at  the  northwest  corner  of  Ponca  Street  and  Fleet 
Street,  the  said  areaway  and  wall  to  extend  from 
the  west  building  line  of  Ponca  Street,  70  feet 
wide,  to  the  east  building  line  of  the  first  10-foot 
alley  west  of  said  Ponca  Street,  and  the  said 
areaway  and  wall  to  extend  out  into  the  bed  of 
Fleet  Street  for  a  width  of  5  feet,  and  said  area- 
way  and  wall  to  be  75  feet  long  and  the  maximum 
depth  of  said  areaway  and  wall  below  the  street 
shall  be  4  feet,  and  the  maximum  height  of  said 
areaway  and  wall  above  the  street  shall  be  8  feet.

ing line  of  Thames  Street,  and  running  thence  northwesterly 
into  Thames  Street  to  a  point  located  about  3.5  feet  west  of 
Wolfe  Street;  and  beginning  for  the  second  part  in  the 
center  of  the  track  of  said  Company  in  Lancaster  Street, 
about  13  feet  west  of  the  west  building  line  of  Wolfe  Street 
and  running  thence  northeasterly  into  Wolfe  Street  to  a 
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point  located  about  16.5  feet  north  of  Lancaster  Street;  and 
to  repeal  Ordinance  No.  1061,  approved  March  17,  1950  and 
Ordinance  No.  1056,  approved  March  17,  1950. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hij  the  Mayor  and 
Citif  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
aiui  Ohio  Kailroad  Company  (said  Company 
being  hereinafter  referred  to  as  ** grantee")  be 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  single  railroad  track,  in 
two  parts,  in  the  beds  of  Wolfe  Street,  Thames 
Street  and  Lancaster  Street,  the  center  line  of 
said  two  parts  of  track  hereby  authorized  being 
described  as  follows :

And  he  if  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing 
from  time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said 
streets  and  alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the 
grades  of  said  streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law,  and 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and 
the  spaces  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for 
two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair, 
and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  same  free 
from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but  without 
obstructing  the  other  portions  of  said  streets  and

tion, maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,

Por  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  Ordinance  No. 
1613,  approved  April  4,  1951,  subject  to  approval 
by  the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  at  the 
municii)al  election  held  in  Baltimore  City  on  May 
8,  1951,  and  which  ordinance  was  duly  submitted 
at  said  election  and  was  approved  by  the  legal 
voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  at  that  time ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City,  in  pursuance  of  the  au- 
thority conferred  upon  it  by  the  aforesaid  Chap- 
ter 201  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1951,  enacted 
its  Ordinance  No.  389,  approved  June  30,  1952, 
authorizing  the  issuarce,  and  sale  from  time  to 
time,  of  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  $9,000,000,  to  provide 
funds  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  Ordi- 
nance No.  389,  approved  June  30,  1952,  subject  to 
approval  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more at  the  general  election  held  on  November  4, 
1952,  and  which  ordinance  was  duly  submitted  at 
said  election  and  was  approved  by  the  legal  voters 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  at  that  time;  and 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  to 
the  City  by  the  afo-  -  lild  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws 
of  Maryland  of  1951,  the  City  enacted  its  Ordi- 
nance No.  2,  appro .  ed  June  19,  1951,  which  cre- 
ated the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commission  and  con- 
ferred upon  said  Commission  certain  powers, 
duties  and  responsibilities,  including  the  author- 
ity to  administer  and  supervise  the  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  City  authorized  to  be  issued 
under  the  provis'ci's  of  Ordinance  No.  1613,  ap- 
proved April  4,  -•  '  )T,  and  any  additional  ordi- 
nances which  mv  !e  enacted  pursuant  to  said 
Chapter  201,  and  ;  .i  a  consequence  thereof  the 
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loan  funds  authorized  by  the  aforesaid  Ordinances 
Nos.  1613  and  389  now  may  be  made  available  for 
the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  ordinances;  and 

Whekeas,  It  is  provided  in  the  aforesaid  Chap- 
ter 560  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1920,  as 
amended  as  aforesaid,  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
City  enacted  in  pursuance  thereof,  that  no  part 
of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  City 
stock  authorized  to  be  issued  and  sold,  shall  be 
expended  for  any  purpose  except  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Port  Development  Commission 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  which  was  created  by 
Ordinance  No.  377,  approved  July  2,  1920,  (said 
Commission  has  been  dissolved  and  all  of  its 
powers  and  duties  have  been  transferred  to,  and 
vested  in,  the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commission 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws 
of  Maryland  of  1951,  and  Ordinance  No.  2  of  the 
City,  approved  June  19,  1951),  which  recom- 
mendation shall  state  the  character  of  the  im- 
provements to  be  made  and  the  terms  upon  which 
the  property  shall  be  rented,  leased  or  otherwise 
let  or  conveyed  and  until  the  City,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  its  Board  of  Estimates,  shall  have  en- 
tered into  a  binding  contract,  secured  to  the  satis- 
faction of  said  Board  of  Estimates,  covering  a 
period  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  years  for  the 
rental  of  the  property  to  be  acquired  or  improved, 
at  an  annual  rental  charge  equal  to  or  greater 
than  the  sum  of  the  annual  interest  on  the  ex- 
penditure made  for  the  project  and  the  annual 
sinking  or  retirement  fund  charged  thereon;  and 
including  in  the  cost  of  construction  or  improve- 
ment the  actual  value  of  land  or  other  property 
owned  by  the  City,  if  such  be  a  part  thereof  or 
appurtenant  thereto;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  the  aforesaid  Chap- 
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tor  201  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1951,  and  the 
aforesaid  Ordinances  Nos.  1613  and  389,  ap- 
proved April  4,  1951  and  Jnne  30,  1952,  respec- 
tively, that  no  part  of  the  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
City  authorized  by  said  Act  and  ordinances  to  be 
issued  and  sold,  shall  be  expended  for  any  pur- 
pose until  after  the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commis- 
sion has  submitted  its  written  recommendation, 
which  shall  set  forth  the  purposes  for  and  the 
terms  and  conditions  upon  which  each  particular 
sum  of  money  is  to  be  expended,  to  the  Board  of 
Estimates  of  the  City  and  such  recommendation 
has  been  approved  by  said  Board  of  Estimates, 
and  until  after  the  City,  w^ith  the  approval  of  its 
Board  of  Estimates,  shall  have  entered  into  a 
bindine:  contract,  secured  to  the  satisfaction  of 
said  Board  of  Estimates,  providing  for  reim- 
bursement to  the  City  for  at  least  all  expenditures 
of  money  made  by  it  in  connection  with  the 
particular  project  involved,  and  for  all  interest, 
redemption  and  other  charges  paid  or  to  be  paid 
by  the  City  on  or  in  connection  with  all  funds 
borrowed  by  the  City  and  expended  in  connection 
with  the  particular  project  involved,  and  for  all 
estimated  real  estate  taxes  that  the  City  will 
lose  as  a  result  of  its  acquiring  any  land  or  prop- 
erty involved  in  the  project ;  and 

Whereas,  Ordinance  Xo.  965,  approved  Febru- 
ary 4,  1927,  ratified  and  approved  the  Agreement 
dated  December  29,  1926,  entered  into  by  and  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Railway  relating  to  the 
construction  and  leasing  of  the  property  and 
facilities  now  generally  referred  to  as  the  Mc- 
Comas  Street  Terminal  at  Port  Covington  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore;  and 

Whereas,  Paragraph  (24A)  of  Section  6  of  the 
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Baltimore  City  Charter  (1949  Edition),  as  en- 
acted by  Chapter  200  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of 
1951,  as  amended  by  Chapter  753  of  the  Laws  of 
Maryland  of  1953,  grants  to  the  City  certain 
power  and  authority  in  connection  with  extending, 
developing  and  improving  the  harbor  or  port  of 
Baltimore  and  its  facilities  and  the  highways  and 
approaches  thereto;  and 

Whereas^  The  parties  hereto  mutually  desire  to 
enter  into  a  contract  as  required  by  and  within 
the  limitations  set  forth  in  the  statutes  and  ordi- 
nances hereinbefore  mentioned,  all  of  which  are 
hereby  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  certain  funds  for,  and  the 
establishment  and  construction  of,  certain  im- 
provements to,  and  additions  to  certain  existing 
facilities  of,  the  harbor  or  port  of  Baltimore,  and 
modifying  and  changing  certain  provisions  of 
the  Agreement  dated  December  29,  1926,  and 
entered  into  by  the  City  and  the  Eailway,  per- 
taining to  the  McComas  Street  Terminal,  all  in 
the  manner  and  to  the  extent  hereinafter  more 
particularly  set  forth. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  THIS  AGREEMENT 
WITNESSETH,  That  in  consideration  of  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  paid 
by  each  of  the  parties  hereto  to  the  other,  and 
other  good  and  valuable  considerations,  the  re- 
ceipt of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  of  the 
covenants  and  agreements  hereinafter  contained 
to  be  performed  by  the  parties  hereto,  the  City 
and  the  Railway,  for  themselves,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  hereby  covenant  and  agree  as  fol- 
lows: 
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Article  I 

1.  (a)  That  from  the  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  City  stock  authorized  to  he  issued  by 
Ordiuauce  No.  589,  approved  October  2,  1928,  and 
Ordinance  No.  1097,  approved  July  16,  1930,  in- 
sofar as  the  same  may  be  adequate,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, from  the  sale  of  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  City  authorized  to  be  issued  by  Ordinance 
No.  1613,  approved  April  4,  1951,  or  by  Ordinance 
No.  389,  approved  June  30,  1952,  the  City  will 
provide  and  pay  over  to  the  Eailway  such  funds, 
not  to  exceed  $4,250,000,  as  are  required  for  the 
construction  of  the  projects  hereinafter  in  Para- 
graph 1  (c)  described,  but  only  within  five  (5) 
years  from  the  date  of  this  Contract,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  schedule  of  work  to  he  prepared 
and  a^e:reed  upon,  as  set  forth  in  Paragraph  1  (b) 
hereof,  provided  that  the  City  shall  have  no  obli- 
gation to  provide  and  pay  over  to  the  Eailway 
any  sum  or  sums  of  money  under  this  Contract 
other  than  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
a  schedule  of  payments  to  be  made  by  the  City  to 
the  Eailway  for  each  item  of  the  projects  herein- 
after mentioned  in  Paragraph  1  (c),  which  sched- 
ule must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  Commis- 
sion prior  to  the  payment  of  any  funds  by  the 
City  to  the  Eailway.  All  plans  and  specifications, 
form  of  contract  and  completion  bond  for  work  to 
be  done  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Con- 
tract shall  be  prepared  by  the  Eailway,  or  by 
Consulting  Engineers  selected  by  the  Eailway  and 
approved  by  the  Commission,  the  contract  of  em- 
ployment between  the  Eailway  and  such  Engi- 
neers, and  any  and  all  fees  to  be  paid  to  such 
Engineers,  to  be  approved  by  the  Commission  in 
advance  of  such  employment  and  to  l)e  treated  as 
an  item   of  construction  cost  hereunder.     Such 
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plans  and  specifications,  form  of  contract,  com- 
pletion bond,  and  all  estimates  of  cost  must  be 
approved  in  writing  by  the  Commission  and  by 
the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  the  City,  prior  to 
payment  of  any  funds  by  the  City  to  the  Eailway 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract, 
and  no  changes  therein  or  amendments  thereto 
shall  be  made  without  first  being  approved  in 
writing  by  the  Commission  and  the  Director  of 
Public  Works.  All  contracts  to  be  awarded  by  the 
Eailway  for  the  performance  of  all  construction 
work  to  be  done  under  this  Contract  shall  be 
initiated  by  open  competitive  bidding  and 
awarded  by  the  Railway,  all  in  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  of 
the  City,  but  any  such  contract  shall  be  awarded 
only  to  the  bidder  mutually  satisfactory  to  the 
Board  and  the  Railway,  and  the  amount  of  money 
to  be  advanced  by  the  City  for  construction  work 
to  be  done  in  accordance  with  any  such  contract 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  bid  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

(b)  Within  six  (6)  months  after  the  date  of  this 
Contract,  the  Railway  and  the  Commission  shall 
prepare  and  agree  upon  a  schedule  of  work  setting 
forth  proposed  dates  for  commencing  and  com- 
pleting each  item  of  the  proposed  projects  and 
all  items  shall  be  scheduled  to  be  completed  not 
later  than  five  (5)  years  after  the  date  of  this 
Contract.  After  such  schedule  has  been  pre- 
pared, approval  thereof  shall  be  signified  thereon 
by  the  signatures  of  the  Railway  and  the  Com- 
mission, and  thereafter  such  schedule  shall  become 
a  part  of  this  Contract.  For  good  and  sufficient 
reason  shown  in  writing  by  the  Railway,  the  Com- 
mission in  its  uncontrolled  discretion  may  per- 
mit and  approve  in  writing,  from  time  to  time. 
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changes  or  modifications  to  be  made  in  or  of  the 
aforesaid  schedule,  provided  that,  except  for  the 
reasons  and  under  the  conditions  described  in 
Paragraph  1  of  Article  VI  hereof,  the  Commis- 
sion shall  not  permit  or  approve  any  extension  of 
the  five  (5)  year  period  of  time  within  which  any 
of  said  proposed  projects  must  be  completed. 

(c)  The  Eailway  must  construct  or  have  con- 
structed, under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Contract,  the  following  projects: 

(1)  x\n  extension  to  be  added  to  the  east  end 
of  Pier  9,  consisting  of  a  one  story  covered  pier 
approximately  478  feet  in  length  on  the  land  side 
and  358  feet  on  the  water  side,  and  approximately 
193  feet  wide,  at  its  west  end  and  stepping  out  to 
a  width  of  211  feet  at  its  east  end,  together  with 
an  apron  on  the  water  side  of  a  width  correspond- 
ing to  the  width  of  the  apron  on  Pier  9,  as  widened 
under  Paragraph  1  (c)  (2)  (ii)  hereof,  and  to- 
gether with  the  necessary  dredging  of  the  slip 
and  paving  of  roadway  on  the  land  side  thereof, 
all  as  set  forth  on  Plat  No.  1  attached  hereto  and 
made  a  part  hereof;  said  pier  extension  to  be  pro- 
vided with  facilities  for  convenient  receipt  and 
discharge  of  goods  moving  by  rail  and  motor 
truck. 

(2)  The  improvement  of  the  facilities  hereto- 
fore constructed  by  the  City  and  leased  to  the 
Railway  under  the  existing  Agreement  dated 
December  29,  1926,  covering  the  McComas  Street 
Terminal  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  Piers  Nos. 
7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington)  in  the  following 
particulars,  all  as  set  forth  on  the  aforesaid  Plat 
No.  1 : 

(i)  The  enlargement  of  the  floor  area  of  Pier  9 
by  the  widening  of  the  first  floor  on  the  land  side

thereof  by  sixty  (60)  feet  for  a  distance  of  618 
feet  westward  from  the  present  east  end  of  said 
Pier  9,  and  the  filling  of  the  track  pit  from  the 
east  end  of  said  Pier  for  a  distance  of  510  feet; 
and  the  construction  of  a  roadway  approximately 
sixty  (60)  feet  wide  with  access  roadways  thereto 
to  provide  ready  access  to  said  improvement  for 
the  handling  of  goods  moving  by  motor  truck. 

(ii)  The  widening  of  the  east  apron  of  Pier  8 
and  south  apron  of  Pier  9  by  not  less  than  12  feet 
each ;  construction  thereon  of  two  tracks  in  lieu  of 
the  one  track  now  provided;  the  altering  of  the 
existing  cranes  thereon  for  double  track  opera- 
tion; and  the  re-arrangement  of  approach  tracks 
to  Piers  8  and  9. 

(iii)  The  regrading  of  tracks  on  the  east  side  of 
Pier  7  and  paving  the  area  to  provide  truck  tail 
gate  level  of  said  Pier  7 ;  the  construction  of  a 
truck  ramp  to  the  second  floor  of  Pier  7 ;  and  the 
paving  of  the  street  east  of  Warehouse  A  and  of 
the  approach  to  the  ramp  to  Pier  9. 

Article  II 

1.  (a)  Upon  the  completion,  in  accordance  with 
approved  plans  and  specifications,  of  each  one  of 
the  projects  specified  in  Article  I,  Paragraph  1(c) 
of  this  Contract,  and  the  inspection  and  written 
approval  thereof  by  the  Commission,  the  Railway 
shall  thereupon  become  entitled  to  the  uninter- 
rupted possession  and  use  of  such  particular 
project,  subject  to  all  of  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  this  Contract,  for  the  term  of  years  ending 
December  31,  2050,  and  to  the  lands  appropriated 
by  the  City  and  leased  by  it  to  the  Railway  as 
provided  in  subparagraph  (3)  of  Paragraph  2(a) 
of  Article  II  of  this  Contract  for  the  balance  of 
said  term,  upon  the  termination  of  the  present 
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lease  of  said  land  as  provided  in  said  sub-para- 
graph (3)  herein  referred  to.  Upon  the  comple- 
tion of  any  useable  portion  of  any  of -such  projects, 
the  Kaihvay,  with  the  approval  of  the  Connnis- 
sion,  may  occupy  and  use  the  same  prior  to  the 
completion  of  the  entire  project.  In  the  event  the 
Kaihvay  fails  to  complete  the  project  mentioned 
in  Paragraph  1(c)  (1)  of  Article  I  of  this  Con- 
tract within  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  this 
Contract,  the  original  term  of  the  lease  dated  May 
12,  1948  between  the  Railway  and  the  City  shall 
be  extended  to  May  31, 1960,  and  the  Raihvay  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  renewing  said  lease  dated 
May  12, 1948,  for  a  renewal  term  of  eight  (8)  years 
ending  May  31,  1968,  instead  of  the  renewal  term 
of  ten  (10)  years  now  provided  for  in  said  lease, 
and  the  notice  provision  relating  to  renewal  in 
Paragraph  1  of  said  lease  is  hereby  extended  to 
ninety  (90)  days  prior  to  May  31,  1960. 

(b)  The  privilege  of  terminating  this  Contract 
is  granted  to  the  Railway  under  the  following 
terms  and  conditions,  and  not  otherwise:  The 
Contract  may  be  terminated  as  of  December  31, 
1990,  or  as  of  December  31,  2005,  or  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  2025,  in  each  event  by  appropriate  written 
notice  given  by  the  Railway  to  the  City  at  least 
twelve  (12)  months  prior  to  such  date.  These 
rights  of  termination,  however,  are  -subject  to 
the  condition  that  on  or  before  December  31,  1990 
the  Railway  shall  have  paid  rent  sufficient  in 
amount  to  have  fully  reimbursed  the  City  (a)  for 
all  expenditures  of  money  made  by  it  in  connec- 
tion with  these  projects,  and  (b)  for  all  interest, 
redemption  and  other  charges  paid  or  to  be  paid 
by  the  City  on  or  in  connection  with  all  funds 
borrowed  by  the  City  and  expended  in  connection 
with  these  projects. 
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(c)  The  existing  Agreement  dated  December  29, 
1926  between  the  City  and  the  Railway  pertaining 
to  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  shall, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  terminate  in  its 
entirety  on  October  15,  1959  without  any  further 
notice  from  either  of  the  parties  hereto  to  the 
other.  In  the  event  the  Railway  fully  completes 
the  projects  mentioned  in  Paragraph  1  (c)  of 
Article  I  of  this  Contract  on  or  before  October  15, 
1959  (or  furnishes  proof  satisfactory  to  the  City 
that  said  projects  will  be  fully  completed  within 
five  (5)  years  after  the  date  of  this  Contract), 
the  Railway  shall  be  entitled  to  the  uninterrupted 
possession  and  use  of  said  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9 
at  Port  Covington,  subject  to  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  Contract  for  the  term  of  years 
ending  on  December  31,  2050,  with  the  privilege  of 
termination  as  provided  in  Paragraph  1  (b)  here- 
of. In  the  event  the  Railway  fails  to  complete 
said  projects  on  or  before  October  15,  1959  (and 
the  City  and  the  Railway  mutually  agree  that 
there  is  no  expectation  that  said  projects  will  be 
completed  within  the  five  (5)  year  period  from 
the  date  of  this  Contract),  then  the  provisions  of 
Paragraph  5  of  the  said  Agreement  of  December 
29,  1926  covering  the  extension  of  the  term  of  the 
lease  of  said  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect. 

(d)  In  any  event  and  under  any  circumstances 
this  Contract  shall  terminate  in  its  entirety  on 
December  31,  2050. 

2.  (a)  The  Railway  shall  pay  to  the  City  as 
rent  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  said  property 
the  following  annual  sums  of  money  payable  in 
semi-annual  installments,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  said  payments  to  be  made  by  the 
Railway  to  the  City  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior 
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to  the  sonii-aiiimal  interest  dates  for  the  stock  or 
certificates  of  indel^tednoss  issued  by  the  City  for 
or  in  connection  with  this  Contract,  and  continu- 
ing until  tlie  City  is  fully  reimbursed  (a)  for  all 
sums  of  money  borrowed  by  the  City  and  paid  to 
the  Railway,  and  all  sums  of  money  advanced  by 
the  City  to  the  Railway  from  funds  other  than  the 
proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  stock  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  the  City  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  said  projects,  plus  the  rent 
for  the  lands  now  owned  by  the  City  and  leased 
to  the  Railway  as  provided  in  Paragraph  2  (a) 
(3)  of  this  Article  II,  and  plus  all  other  expendi- 
tures of  money  made  by  the  City  in  connection 
with  any  or  all  of  said  projects;  (b)  for  all  in- 
terest, redemption  and  other  charges  paid  or  to 
be  paid  by  the  City  on  or  in  connection  with  all 
funds  borrowed  by  the  City  and  expended  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  said  projects,  it  being  under- 
stood that  the  rate  of  interest  which  the  Railway 
i-s  to  pay  to  the  City  as  aforesaid  shall  be  at  the 
coupon  rate  of  interest  which  the  City  pays  in  con- 
nection with  the  particular  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness issued  by  it  in  connection  with  this 
Contract  regardless  of  the  means  or  method  or 
procedure  employed  by  the  City  to  sell  such  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness,  except  that  the  City  shall 
not  oifer  such  certificates  of  indebtedness  for  sale 
with  other  issues  of  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  City  in  a  so-called  "package  deal"  without 
the  written  approval  of  the  Railway;  and  (c)  for 
all  interest  and  other  charges  payable  by  the  Rail- 
way to  the  City  in  connection  with  all  funds  Avhich 
the  City  may  advance  to  the  Railway  from  funds 
other  than  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of 
stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City, 
as  hereinafter  specifically  provided: 
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(1)  During  the  period  beginning  on  the  date  of 
the  sale  of  the  first  issued  stock  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  which  the  City  sells  and  issues  in 
connection  with  each  of  said  projects  and  ending 
on  December  31st  of  the  first  full  year  following 
•such  date,  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  any  and  all 
interest  due  and  payable  at  the  coupon  rate  dur- 
ing each  such  calendar  year  and  any  fraction  of 
a  calendar  year  by  the  City  on  or  in  connection 
with  all  funds  borrowed  by  the  City  and  expended 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract 
for  or  in  connection  with  the  establishment  or 
construction  of  each  of  said  projects. 

(2)  During  the  period  beginning  immediately 
after  the  expiration  of  the  period  set  forth 
in  the  preceding  subparagraph  (1)  in  connection 
with  each  of  said  projects  and  continuing  for 
twenty-eight  (28)  years  thereafter,  that  is,  to 
and  including  December  31st  of  the  twenty-eighth 
(28th)  year  thereafter,  a  sum  of  money  to  be 
agreed  upon  sufficient  to  reimburse  the  City  in 
full  for  all  maturities  and  interest  at  the  coupon 
rates  due  in  each  year  to  reimburse  the  City  in 
full  for  all  sums  of  money  borrowed  by  the  City 
and  paid  to  the  Railway  for  or  in  connection  with 
any  of  said  projects,  plus  all  other  expenditures 
of  money  made  by  the  City  in  connection  with  any 
or  all  of  said  projects,  and  plus  all  redemption 
and  other  charges  paid  or  to  be  paid  on  funds 
borrowed  by  the  City,  all  as  provided  for  in  Para- 
graph 2  (a)  of  this  Article  II.  On  all  funds  ad- 
vanced by  the  City  to  the  Railway  other  than  from 
the  proceeds  of  the  issuance  of  stock  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness,  the  Railway  shall  pay  to 
the  City,  during  the  period  from  the  date  such 
money  is  received  by  the  Railway  to  the  date 
when  the  City  sells  its  next  issue  of  stock  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  for  or  in  connection 
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witli  this  Contract,  int(M"est  on  said  money  at  the 
i-ate  of  three  per  cent  {'<^^'f^)  per  annnni  which 
shall  he  adjusted  to  the  average  rate  of  interest 
which  the  City  must  pay  in  connection  with  the 
next  issue  of  stock  or  certificates  of  indehtedness 
sold  by  th(^  City  for  or  in  connection  with  this 
Contract  after  the  date  when  such  money  is  ad- 
vanced as  aforesaid.  The  City  shall  be  fully  re- 
imbursed for  all  principal  sums  of  money  so  ad- 
vanced by  the  City  to  the  Railway  from  the  pro- 
ceeds derived  from  the  sale  of  the  next  issue  of 
stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  sold  by  the 
City  for  or  in  connection  with  this  Contract  after 
the  date  when  such  money  is  advanced  as  afore- 
said. After  the  City  has  been  fully  reimbursed 
as  aforesaid  as  to  both  principal  and  interest  of 
and  on  the  funds  so  advanced  as  aforesaid,  the 
Eailway  shall  pay  to  the  City  all  principal  of  the 
stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  sold  by  the 
City  as  aforesaid  and  all  interest,  at  the  coupon 
rates,  which  the  City  must  pay  in  connection  with 
said  stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  as  pro- 
vided in  subparagraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  Paragraph 
2  (a)  of  this  Article  II.  Nothing  contained  in  this 
subparagraph  shall  be  taken  or  construed  to 
relieve  or  release  the  Railway  from  any  of  its 
liabilities  undei-  this  Contract  in  connection  with 
any  stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  by 
the  City  for  or  in  connection  with  this  Contract 
prior  to  an  advance  of  money  by  the  City  to  the 
Railway  as  contemplated  in  this  subparagraph. 

The  Railway  and  the  City  represented  by  its 
Commissioners  of  Finance  shall  mutually  agree 
upon  a  ^'Schedule  of  ^Maturities"  and  the  time  of 
sale  for  the  stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
to  be  issued  by  the  City  to  provide  funds  here- 
under, arranged  so  that  (a)  the  maturities  shall 
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commence  during  the  second  full  calendar  year 
following  the  issuance  of  the  first  stock  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  to  be  issued  by  the  City,  and 
(b)  all  such  stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
shall  mature  not  later  than  thirty  (30)  years  after 
their  respective  issuance.  The  amount  payable 
by  the  Railway  in  each  calendar  year  shall  be 
sufficient  to  cover  all  such  payments  of  intere-st 
and  amortization  due  by  the  City  in  each  such 
year. 

(3)  The  lease  dated  May  12,  1948,  between  the 
City  and  the  Railway  whereby  the  City  leased  to 
the  Railway  the  parcel  of  land  shown  within  the 
area  outlined  in  red  on  the  aforesaid  Plat  No.  1 
for  a  term  of  years  at  and  for  an  annual  rental 
of  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  ($12,000.00),  shall 
continue  in  full  force  and  effect  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  provisions  thereof,  except  as 
amended  by  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  1  (a)  of 
Article  II  hereof  and  of  this  subparagraph,  un- 
less terminated  as  therein  provided,  or  the  Rail- 
way begins  construction  of  the  project  mentioned 
in  Paragraph  1  (c)  (1)  of  Article  I  of  this  Con- 
tract and  commences  to  make  payment  to  the  City 
for  said  project  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  Contract,  at  which  time  said 
lease  shall  terminate.  Until  the  said  lease  of  May 
12,  1948  terminates  by  reason  of  the  occurrence 
of  either  one  of  the  aforesaid  two  events,  the 
Railway  shall  continue  to  pay  to  the  City  the  full 
rental  of  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  ($12,000.00) 
per  annum  as  provided  in  said  lease.  During  the 
period  beginning  immediately  after  the  expira- 
tion of  said  lease  of  May  12,  1948,  and  continuing 
for  the  balance  of  the  term  to  December  31,  2050, 
the  Railway  shall  pay  to  the  City  two  per  cent 
(2%)    of  the  value   of   Six  Hundred   Thousand 
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"Dollars  ( $600,000.00)  for  said  land  as  presently 
appraised  by  the  real  estate  appraisers  of  the 
City,  i.e.,  the  sum  of  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars- 
($12,000.00)  annually  as  rent  for  such  land  so 
ajjpropriated  to  the  project  and  leased  by  the 
City  to  the  Railway  hereunder.  Notwithstanding 
anythiuii:  to  the  contrary  contained  in  the  said 
lease  dated  May  12,  1948,  between  the  City  and 
the  Railway,  or  in  this  Contract,  the  City  shall 
have  the  unqualified  right,  without  making  any 
payment  of  any  kind  for  such  right  to : 

1.  Extend  McComas  Street,  which  is  now  eighty 
(80)  feet  wide,  from  its  present  eastern  terminus 
to  the  easternmost  boundary  line  of  the  parcel  of 
land  leased  by  the  City  to  the  Railway  under  said 
lease  dated  May  12,  1948;  and 

2.  Construct  a  viaduct  to  carry  the  proposed 
inner  harbor  crossing  over  McComas  Street  as  it 
now  exists  or  as  it  may  hereafter  be  extended, 
including  the  right  to  cantilever  over  and  to  locate 
piers  for  such  structure  on  the  land  leased  to  the 
Railway  beyond  the  boundary  lines  of  McComas 
Street ;  provided,  however,  that  any  such  viaduct 
shall  have  sufficient  vertical  clearance  to  allow 
the  Railway  to  properly  operate  its  rolling  equip- 
ment thereunder  and  that  said  piers  will  be  so 
spaced  as  to  give  reasonable  access  by  motor 
vehicle  from  McComas  Street  to  the  extension 
of  Pier  9. 

(b)  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  Railway 
shall  pay  to  the  City  any  and  all  charges  paid  by 
the  City  on  or  in  connection  with  all  funds  bor- 
rowed by  the  City  and  expended  under  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  Contract  for  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  establishment  or  construction  of 
each  of  said  projects,  and  all  such  payments  shall 
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be  made  by  the  Railway  to  the  City  within  thirty 
(30)  days  after  the  City  hag  incurred  or  paid  any 
such  charges  and  has  notified  the  Railway  of  the 
amount  thereof. 

(c)  All  income  received  by  the  City  from  the 
money  derived  by  it  from  the  sale  of  stock  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  issued  and 
sold  in  connection  with  each  of  said  projects  be- 
tween the  time  when  said  stock  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  are  sold  and  the  time  when  said 
money  is  paid  over  to  the  Railway  by  the  City 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract 
shall  be  considered  as  payments  by  the  Railway 
to  the  City  under  subparagraph  (a)  of  this  Para- 
graph 2. 

(d)  After  the  Railway  has  fully  paid  to  the  City 
the  total  amount  of  money  which  it  is  obligated 
to  pay  under  all  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
Paragraph  2  of  this  Article  II  for  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  one  particular  project,  then  the 
Railway  shall  pay  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of 
such  particular  project  for  the  period  remaining 
to  December  31,  1990,  in  equal  semi-annual  in- 
stallments, to  the  City  an  annual  sum  of  money 
equal  to  two  per  cent  (2%)  of  the  cost  of  the 
one  particular  project,  adjusted  in  accordance 
with  good  accounting  and  depreciation  practices 
to  reflect  depreciation  of  the  depreciable  portions 
of  the  one  particular  project,  at  the  rate  of  one 
and  one-half  per  cent  (1%%)  per  annum,  during 
the  first  thirty  (30)  years  after  the  Railway  is 
entitled  to  occupy  and  use  the  one  particular 
project,  plus  the  annual  rent  of  Twelve  Thousand 
Dollars  ($12,000.00)  for  the  land  appropriated 
to  the  project  and  leased  by  the  City  to  the  Rail- 
way, as  set  forth  in  Paragraph  2  (a)  (3)  of  Article 
II  hereof. 
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(e)  Boginniiiir  January  1,  1991  and  for  the  re- 
mainder of  tho  torni  of  this  Contract  to  Decem- 
ber 31,  2050,  as  contemplated  by  Paragraph  1(b) 
of  Article  II  of  this  Contract,  the  Railway  shall 
pay,  in  equal  semi-annual  installments,  to  the 
City  tho  annual  sum  of  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars 
($ll\000.00)  for  the  lease  of  the  land  appropriated 
to  this  project,  plus  two  per  cent  (2%)  of  the  total 
original  cost  of  all  the  projects  as  depreciated  at 
the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent  (1%%)  per 
annum,  but  in  no  event  to  more  than  fifty  per  cent 
(50%)  of  such  cost;  provided  that  in  making  any 
of  the  aforesaid  computations,  machinery  and 
appliances  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  said 
projects  procured  with  funds  paid  by  the  City  to 
the  Railway  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Contract,  which  depreciate  at  a  rate  greater 
than  one  and  one-half  per  cent  (1%%)  per  annum, 
shall  be  depreciated  at  their  actual  depreciation 
rate,  but  in  no  event  shall  such  machinery  and 
appliances  be  depreciated  below  fifty  per  cent 
(50%)  of  the  cost  thereof,  or  reproduction  cost, 
new,  or  fair  value,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(f)  For  the  use  and  occupancy  of  Piers  Nos. 
7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  during  the  period 
of  time  between  the  date  of  this  Contract  and 
October  15,  1959,  the  Railway  shall  pay  to  the 
City  monthly  payments  in  the  amount  of  Forty 
Thousand  One  Hundred  Thirty-Five  Dollars  and 
Ninety-Four  Cents  ($40,135.94)  now  being  paid 
by  the  Railway  to  the  City  under  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  the  afoi-esaid  Agreement  dated  De- 
cember 29,  1926,  the  Railway  having  paid  to  the 
City  in  cash  upon  the  execution  of  this  Contract 
the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Twenty-Two  Thousand 
Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($522,250.00),  the 
receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged  by  the 
City,  covering  the  present  value  of  the  balance 
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due  the  City  from  the  Railway  for  the  heretofore 
disputed  sand  fill  item. 

(g)  For  the  use  and  occupancy  by  the  Railway 
of  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington  herein- 
before mentioned,  during  the  period  from  October 
15,  1959  to  December  31,  2050,  the  Railway  shall 
pay,  in  equal  semi-annual  installments,  to  the  City 
the  annual  sum  of  One  Hundred  Seventy-Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($175,000.00). 

(h)  In  the  event  that,  as  to  the  improvements 
erected  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  subparagraph  (c)  of  Paragraph  1  of 
Article  I  of  this  Contract,  on  or  after  January  1, 
1991,  any  real  estate  property  tax  shall  be  im- 
posed by  the  City  on  the  Railway's  leasehold  in- 
terest therein,  the  rent  to  be  paid  by  the  Railway 
to  the  City,  as  provided  in  subparagraph  (e)  of 
this  Paragraph  2  of  Article  II,  shall  be  reduced 
by  any  such  tax  paid  to  the  City,  but  shall  in  no 
event  be  reduced  below  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars 
($12,000.00)  per  year  for  said  projects.  In  the 
event  any  real  estate  tax  is  imposed  by  the  City 
on  the  Railway's  leasehold  interest  in  Piers  Nos. 
7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington  on  or  after  October 
15,  1959,  the  rent  to  be  paid  thereafter  by  the 
Railway  to  the  City,  as  provided  in  subparagraph 
(g)  of  this  Paragraph  2  of  Article  II,  shall  be 
reduced  by  any  such  tax  paid  to  the  City,  but  shall 
in  no  event  be  reduced  below  Fourteen  Thousand 
Dollars  ($14,000.00)  per  year  for  said  Piers  7, 
8  and  9  at  Port  Covington. 

3.  The  Railway  shall  not  have  any  right  at  any 
time,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  to  redeem  any  of 
the  rentals,  fees  or  charges  to  be  paid  by  the 
Railway  to  the  City  under  any  of  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  Contract, 
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4.  The  Railway  shall  have,  to  the  extent  that 
the  City  has  the  legal  right  to  grant  the  same, 
and  during  the  time  this  Contract  is  in  full  force 
and  elYeet,  all  water  and  maritime  rights  incident 
or  appurtenant  to  the  land,  structures  and  facili- 
ties which  are  being  used  and  occupied  by  the  Rail- 
way under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Con- 
tract, including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  right  to 
dock  and  load  and  unload  boats,  ships  and  other 
craft ;  provided,  however,  that  any  such  right  must 
always  be  so  exercised  as  not  to  violate  any  provi- 
sions of  any  Federal,  State  or  City  law  or  ordi- 
nance or  any  rule  or  regulation  of  the  Bureau  of 
Harbors  of  the  City,  or  any  other  duly  constituted 
authority,  as  any  of  them  now^  exist  or  hereafter 
may  be  passed  or  promulgated. 

Article  III 

1.  After  any  work  has  been  commenced  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  of  any  particular 
project  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  thi-s 
Contract,  the  Railw^ay  must  complete,  or  have 
completed  the  entire  particular  project  in  accord- 
ance with  all  approved  plans  and  specifications 
for  such  particular  project,  unless  the  Commis- 
sion and  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  the  Direc- 
tor of  Public  Works  agree  otherwise  in  writing. 

2.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  of  the  City, 
and  hi-s  duly  authorized  representatives,  shall 
have  the  right  to  inspect  and  approve  or,  for 
sufficient  cause,  reject  any  work,  materials,  equip- 
ment or  appliances  being  done  or  furnished  for 
or  in  connection  with  the  establishment  or  con- 
struction of  any  particular  project,  such  approval 
or  rejection  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
and  specifications. 
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3.  All  statements,  voucliers  or  bills  covering  the 
cost  of  any  work  performed,  or  any  materials, 
equipment  or  appliances  furnished  or  used,  in 
connection  with  or  for  any  particular  project  shall 
be  made  available  by  the  Railway  to  the  duly  au- 
thorized representatives  of  the  City  each  month 
as  the  work  on  any  particular  project  progresses, 
and  all  books  and  accounts  of  the  Railway  show- 
ing or  relating  to  the  cost  of  any  particular  proj- 
ect, and  all  details  in  connection  therewith,  shall 
be  open  for  inspection  and  made  available  by  the 
Railway  to  the  duly  authorized  representatives 
of  the  City  at  all  reasonable  times. 

4.  (a)  The  Railway  shall,  at  its  sole  cost  and 
expense,  during  the  entire  time  it  is  entitled  un- 
der the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  to 
use  and  occupy  any  and  all  of  the  projects  to  be 
constructed  hereunder,  and  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  y, 
keep  all  structures,  improvements  and  facilities, 
and  all  parts  thereof,  in  good  repair,  both  outside 
and  inside,  including  the  necessary  and  proper 
painting,  so  the  security  furnished  the  City  by 
said  structures,  improvements  and  facilities  shall 
not  be  impaired  or  diminished  in  value  at  any 
time,  and  so  that  said  structures,  improvements 
and  facilities  can  be  surrendered  to  the  City  in 
good  order  and  condition  upon  the  termination  of 
this  Contract,  ordinary  wear  and  tear  and  obsoles- 
cence excepted.  After  any  project  to  be  con- 
structed hereunder  has  been  completed,  the  Rail- 
way shall  have  the  right  to  make  such  additions, 
alterations  and  improvements  to  any  such  project 
or  to  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9,  as  in  its  opinion  may 
be  desirable  or  necessary,  provided,  however, 
that  the  written  approval  of  the  Commission  to 
any  such  additions,  alterations  and  improvements 
shall  be  first  had  and  obtained. 
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(b)  The  Kaihvay,  at  its  solo  cost  aiul  expense, 
•shall  dred.i>e  and  pi'operly  maintain  at  all  times 
any  and  all  channels,  slips  or  turning  basins  (ex- 
cept that  the  oriirinal  cost  of  dredf^ino:  the  slip 
contemplated  in  Parairraph  1  (c)  (1)  of  Article  I 
hereof  shall  be  included  as  an  item  of  expense 
paid  by  the  City  as  provided  in  this  Contract) 
necessary  for  the  full  utilization  of  any  project 
or  projects  constructed  under  the  terms  and  pro- 
vi-sions  of  this  Contract  and  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9 
at  Port  Covin2:ton,  except  such  channels,  slips 
or  turiiing  basins  which  are  properly  maintained 
at  all  times  by  any  agency  of  the  City,  State  of 
Maryland  or  the  Federal  Government. 

5.  (a)  Any  and  all  land  and  property  now  o^\^led 
or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  City  in  fee  simple, 
or  otherwise,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  Contract,  together  with  any  and 
all  structures,  improvements  or  facilities  now  or 
hereafter  constructed  or  erected  thereon  by  any 
party,  shall  be  and  continue  to  be  owned  by  the 
City  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  notwithstanding 
anything  contained  in  this  Contract  which  may 
be  construed  to  the  contrary,  except  to  the  ex- 
tent as  otherwise  may  be  specifically  provided  in 
this  Contract. 

(b)  No  act  of  commission  or  omission  done  or 
suffered  to  be  done  by  the  Railway  shall  in  any 
manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  affect  the  estate  of 
the  City  in  the  projects  to  be  constructed  under  the 
term-s  and  provisions  of  this  Contract,  or  Piers 
Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covinirton,  and  nothing 
contained  herein  shall  authorize  or  be  construed 
to  authorize  the  Railway  to  perform  any  act  which 
may  in  any  wise  encumber  or  change  any  of  the 
rights,  title  or  interests  of  the  City  in  and  to  any 
and  all  such  projects  or  said  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9. 
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(c)  The  Railway  shall  not  at  any  time  or  in  any 
wise  do  any  act  or  thing  which  shall  in  any  way 
encumber  any  of  the  rights,  title  or  interests  of 
the  City  in  any  of  said  projects  or  Piers  Nos.  7, 
8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  or  subject  the  interests 
or  estate  of  the  City  in  them  to  any  claim  by  way 
of  lien  or  encumbrance,  whether  granted  by  opera- 
tion of  law  or  by  virtue  of  expressed  or  implied 
contract  of  the  Railway,  and  any  claim  to  a  lien 
thereupon  arising  from  any  act  or  omission  of 
the  Railway  shall  accrue  only  against  the  interests 
and  estate  which  the  Railway  may  have  therein 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract, 
and  shall  in  all  cases  and  respects  be  subject  to 
the  paramount  rights,  title  and  interests  of  the 
City  in  and  to  said  projects  or  said  Piers  Nos.  7, 

8  and  9. 

6.  (a)  The  Railway  Company  shall  use  any  par- 
ticular project  or  projects  and  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and 

9  at  Port  Covington  only  for  the  purposes  for 
which  they  are  or  were  originaly  designed  and 
constructed,  unless  the  Commission  and  the  Board 
of  Estimates  agree  otherwise  in  writing,  and  the 
Railway  in  no  case  shall  use  any  of  said  projects 
or  said  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9,  or  any  part  or  por- 
tion thereof,  for  any  unlawful  purpose  or  main- 
tain or  permit  any  nuisance  to  be  maintained 
thereon. 

(b)  The  Railway  shall  comply  at  all  times  in 
every  respect  with  any  and  all  Federal,  State  of 
Maryland  and  municipal  laws,  ordinances,  rules, 
regulations,  orders  and  notices,  now  or  hereafter 
in  force  or  effect,  which  may  be  applicable  to  any 
and  all  of  the  work  or  operations  to  be  done,  per- 
formed or  carried  on  by  the  Railway  or  its  con- 
tractors or  agents  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Contract  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  ex- 
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'ent  as  it'  the  Railway  were  the  owner  of  the  land 
and  the  improvements  placed  thereon,  in  fee 
simple,  and  the  City  were  not  a  party  to  this  Con- 
tract. 

7.  The  duly  authorized  lepresentatives  of  the 
City  shall  have  free  and  unobstructed  access  at 
all  times  to  all  of  the  projects  constructed  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  and  to 
Piers  Xos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington  for  in- 
spection purposes. 

Article  IV 

1.  The  Railway  shall  pay,  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  City,  its  agents  and  employees,  from 
all  suits,  actions,  claims,  demands,  damages,  los- 
ses, expenses  and  costs  of  every  kind  and  descrip- 
tion to  which  the  City,  its  agents  or  employees, 
may  be  sul)jected  or  put  by  reason  of  injury  (in- 
cluding death)  to  persons  or  property,  resulting 
from,  in  connection  with,  or  growing  out  of,  any 
act  of  commission  or  omission  of  the  Railways  its 
agents  or  employees,  or  its  contractors  or  sub- 
contractors, in  connection  with  any  building,  con- 
struction, erection,  installation,  or  development 
work,,  service  or  operation  being  done,  carried  on, 
or  performed  in,  on  or  over  any  particular  new 
project,  or  any  improvements  thereon,  or  said 
Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9,  or  any  part  of  any  of  them, 
during  the  entire  time  of  this  Contract,  or  any 
part  thereof,  is  in  force,  and  regardless  of  whether 
such  suits,  actions,  claims,  demands,  damages, 
losses,  expenses  and  costs  be  against,  suffered  or 
sustained  by  the  City,  its  agents  and  emi)loyees, 
or  be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  per- 
sons, corporations  or  other  legal  entities  to  whom 
the  City,  its  agents  and  employees,  may  become 
liable  therefore.  If  requested  by  the  City  to  do  so, 
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the  Railway  will  undertake  to  defend  at  its  sole 
cost  and  expense  any  and  all  suits  brought  against 
the  City  in  connection  Avith  any  of  the  matters 
mentioned  in  this  Paragraph  1. 

2.  Notwithstanding  any  law  or  legal  ruling  to 
the  contrary,  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire  or  any 
other  casualty  of  or  to  any  of  said  projects  or  Piers 
Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  or  any  part  or 
parts  thereof  occurring  during  the  period,  before 
the  Railway  has  fully  repaid  to  the  City  all  sums 
of  money  advanced  by  it  under  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  Contract  and  the  Agreement 
of  December  29,  1926,  shall  not  operate  to  termi- 
nate this  Contract  as  to  any  particular  new  proj- 
ect or  projects  or  said  Agreement  as  to  Piers 
Nos.  7,  8  and  9,  or  to  relieve  or  discharge  the 
Railway  from  its  obligation  to  make  the  required 
payments  to  the  City  as  and  when  due,  or  from 
the  performance  and  fulfillment  of  any  and  all  of 
the  Railway's  other  obligations,  liabilities,  duties 
or  undertakings,  under  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  this  Contract  or  the  aforesaid  Agreement  dated 
December  29,  1926. 

3.  (a)  At  all  times  during  the  period  that  this 
Contract  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  to  any  and 
all  of  said  projects,  excluding  the  period  of  con- 
struction of  said  projects  under  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  Contract,  but  including  such 
period  after  the  expiration  on  October  15,  1959, 
of  the  Agreement  of  December  29,  1926,  as  to 
Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  the  Rail- 
way, at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  keep  each 
of  said  projects  insured  against  loss  or  damage 
by  fire,  windstorm,  cyclone,  and  such  other  haz- 
ards, casualties  and  contingencies  as  are  now  or 
hereafter  may  be  commonly  insured  against  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  State  of  Maryland,  by  corpora- 
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tions  owning  or  operating  properties  of  a  similar 
character  in  and  in  the  vicinity  of  said  City,  and 
all  such  insurance  shall  be  carried  in  such  finan- 
cially responsible  insurance  or  indemnity  com- 
pany or  comi)anies  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Commission,  and  such  insurance  sliall  be  in  an 
amount  not  less  than  the  full  insurable  value  of  all 
of  the  insurable  parts  or  portions  of  said  projects 
and  said  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9.  All  such  policies 
shall  be  in  standard  form  and  shall  be  so  endorsed 
as  to  insure  and  protect  the  City  and  the  Railway 
as  their  interests  may  appear;  except  that,  so  far 
as  the  same  reasonably  may  be  procurable,  said 
insurance  policies  shall  provide  that  any  and  all 
losses  payable  thereunder  shall  be  paid  notwith- 
standing any  act  or  neglect  of  the  Railway  which 
miglit  otherwise  result  in  a  forfeiture  of  said 
insurance.  Nothing  in  this  subparagraph  shall 
render  unacceptable  the  standard  form  of  fire  and 
extended  coverage  insurance  containing  a  clause 
providing  for  partial  co-insurance  (known  as  the 
'*80%  co-insurance  clause")  as  a  penalty  for 
failure  to  insure  to  at  least  80  per  cent  (80%)  of 
the  insural)le  value  of  the  property  insured  and 
providing  for  a  deductible  clause  as  to  tlie  ex- 
tended coverage  in  an  amount  to  be  agreed  upon 
in  writing  by  the  Commission  and  the  Railway. 

(b)  Any  and  all  sums  of  money  payable  under 
said  insurance  policies  for  any  loss  or  losses  shall 
be  promptly  collected  and  used  and  expended  for 
the  purpose  of  fully  reconstructing,  repairing  and 
replacing  any  buildings,  structure,  improvements 
and  ecjuipment  wliicli  have  been  destroyed  and 
damaged,  to  a  condition  at  least  comparable  to  that 
existing  at  the  time  of  the  damage  or  loss  to  the  ex- 
tent that  said  insurance  money  will  permit ;  all 
such  work,  matters  and  tilings  shall  be  done,  furn- 
ished and  supplied,  witli  all  reasonable  promptness 
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and  dispatch,  by  the  Railway  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Commission ;  provided,  however,  that  with  the 
consent  and  approval  of  the  Railway  the  Com- 
mission, the  Board  of  Estimates  and  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  of  the  City,  said  insurance 
money  may  be  used  and  expended  for  the  purpose 
of  reducing  the  indebtedness  of  the  Railway  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract. 

(c)  That  during  the  course  of  construction  and 
until  the  completion  and  acceptance  by  the  Com- 
mission of  each  of  said  projects,  the  Railway  will 
insure  or  cause  to  be  insured  each  of  said  projects 
against  losses  from  the  hazards,  casualties  and 
contingencies  mentioned  in  Paragraph  3  (a)  here- 
of, in  increasing  amounts  as  the  construction 
thereof  progresses  so  as  to  always  provide  cover 
to  the  full  value  of  the  insurable  portions  of  said 
projects  during  the  construction  period.  The 
Railway  will  also  secure  the  issuance  of  an  Own- 
er's Protective  Policy  insuring  the  Railway  and 
the  City  from  any  and  all  claims  for  personal 
injury,  including  death,  and  for  property  damage 
which  may  arise  in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion operations  performed  by  the  Railway,  or  by 
any  contractor  or  sub-contractor,  or  any  agents 
or  employees  of  any  of  them;  the  face  amount  of 
such  Owner's  Protective  Policy  to  be  in  the  sum 
of  at  least  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.00) 
for  property  damage.  One  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($100,000.00)  for  the  injury  or  death  of 
one  person,  and  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($500,000.00)  for  the  injury  and  death  of  more 
than  one  person.  The  cost  of  all  of  such  insurance, 
as  provided  for  in  this  subparagraph  (c),  is  to 
be  considered  an  item  of  expense  in  the  construc- 
tion costs  of  each  of  said  projects  for  which  the 
City  shall  advance  funds  to  the  Railway,  as  pro- 
vided in  Paragraph  1  (a)  of  Article  I  hereof. 
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(d)  The  Railway  shall  at  all  times  during  the 
term  of  this  Contract  maintain  such  insurance  or, 
should  the  Railway  elect  to  act  as  self-insurer, 
such  self-insurance  as  will  protect  the  Railway 
and  the  City  from  any  claims  under  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land or  from  any  claim  under  the  Longshoremen's 
and  Harbor  Worker's  Compensation  Act. 

(e)  The  Commission  may,  should  it  deem  it 
necessary,  require  the  Railway,  during  the  term 
of  this  Contract,  to  insure  and  keep  insured  the 
City  in  an  Owner's,  Landlord's  and  Tenant's 
Protective  Liability  Policy  against  public  liability 
and  property  damage,  and  the  minimum  limits  of 
such  policy  shall  be  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($100',000.00)  in  the  event  of  injury  or  death 
to  one  person.  Three  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($300,000.00)  in  the  event  of  injury  or  death  to 
more  than  one  person,  and  Twenty-Five  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($25,000.00)  for  property  damage. 
Such  policy  shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  City 
and  any  agencies  thereof  which  may  have  an 
interest  in  the  projects  provided  for  in  this  Con- 
tract and  Piers  Xos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington 
under  the  Agreement  of  December  29,  1926.  It  is 
not  intended  that  the  insurance  required  by  this 
paragraph  shall  be  in  effect  concurrently  with  that 
required  by  subparagraph  (c)  hereof,  said  policy 
as  to  each  of  said  projects  and  of  Piers  Xos.  7,  8 
and  9  to  become  effective,  if  required  by  the  Com- 
mission, only  after  construction  of  each  project 
has  been  completed  and  on  the  day  the  insurance 
carried  during  the  construction  period  is  can- 
celled. 

(f)  In  the  event  the  Railway  at  any  time  re- 
fuses, neglects  or  fails  to  secure  and  maintain  in 
full  force  and  effect  anv  or  all  of  the  insurance  re- 
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quired  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Contract,  the  City,  acting  through  the  Commis- 
sion, at  its  option,  may  procure  or  renew  such 
insurance  or  procure  additional  insurance  or 
indemnity  as  the  Commission  may  deem  neces- 
sary, and  all  amounts  of  money  expended  by  the 
City  in  connection  therewith,  together  with  inter- 
est thereon  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  (4%)  per 
annum,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Kailway  to  the  City 
at  the  time  the  Railway  makes  its  next  semi- 
annual payment  to  the  City  under  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  Contract. 

(g)  All  of  the  aforementioned  insurance  policies 
or  agreements  shall  provide  that  they  cannot  be 
cancelled  or  terminated  until  after  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  days  prior  notice  has  been  given  to  the  Com- 
mission to  the  effect  that  such  insurance  policies 
or  agreements  are  to  be  cancelled  or  terminated 
at  a  particular  time. 

(h)  All  such  insurance  policies  or  agreements 
required  to  be  procured  by  the  Railway  under  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  and 
the  Railway  shall  not  commence  any  portion  of 
any  particular  project  which  must  be  insured 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract 
until  and  after  any  and  all  such  insurance  policies 
or  agreements  have  been  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

(i)  No  acceptance  or  approval  of  any  insurance 
policy  or  agreement  by  the  City  or  the  Commis- 
sion shall  relieve  or  release,  or  be  construed  to 
relieve  or  release,  the  Railway  from  any  liability, 
duty  or  obligation  assumed  by,  or  imposed  upon, 
it  by  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  or 
the  Agreement  dated  December  29,  1926. 
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Article  V 


1.  Notwitlistaiuliiii;-  aiiytliing  contained  in  this 
Contract  which  may  be  taken  or  construed  to  the 
contrary,  all  of  the  obligations,  duties  and  liabili- 
ties assumed  by  or  imposed  upon  the  City  or  the 
Kaihvay  by  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Con- 
tract shall  apply  to  any  one  or  more  particular 
project  or  projects  which  are  to  be  established 
and  constructed  under  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  this  Contract  and  to  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at 
Port  Covington,  except  in  such  cases  where  the 
obligations,  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  City  or 
the  Eailway  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Contract  definitely  and  specifically  apply  to 
only  one  particular  project  or  to  said  Piers  Nos. 
7,  8  and  9. 

2.  (a)  In  the  event  the  Railw^ay,  for  any  cause 
or  reason,  at  any  time,  fails  to  well  and  faithfully 
perform,  observe  or  comply  with  any  of  the  terms, 
convenants,  provisions  and  conditions  contained  in 
this  Contract  to  be  performed,  observed  or  com- 
plied with  by  the  Railway,  or  if  for  any  cause  or 
reason,  at  any  time,  the  Railway  abandons  all  or 
any  part  of  any  particular  new^  project  or  projects 
or  Piers  Xos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  then 
it  is  agreed  that  the  happening  of  any  one  or 
more  of  the  aforesaid  acts  or  events  shall  consti- 
tute and  be  a  default  by  the  Railway  under  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract. 

(b)  In  case  of  any  default  by  the  Railway  in 
connection  with  any  one  or  more  of  the  particular 
projects  to  be  established  and  constructed  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract,  or  in 
case  of  any  default  by  the  Railway  in  connection 
with  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract,  or 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Agreement 
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dated  December  29,  1926,  then  the  City,  acting 
through  the  Commission,  shall  (except  upon  the 
failure  of  the  Railway  to  pay  any  installment  of 
rent  when  due,  in  which  case,  no  notice  shall  be 
required)  give  the  Railway  written  notice  of  such 
default  and  demand  that  such  default  be  cor- 
rected or  cured  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the 
date  of  such  notice.  In  the  event  the  Railway  fails 
to  correct  or  cure  the  default  complained  of  with- 
in the  said  sixty  (60)  days'  period  after  such 
written  notice,  then  and  then  only  in  such  case 
this  Contract  and  the  Agreement  dated  December 
29,  1926  between  the  City  and  the  Railway  both 
shall  terminate  immediately  in  their  entireties, 
unless  said  sixty  (60)  days'  period  is  specifically 
extended  in  writing  by  the  Commission,  acting  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  City ;  provided  however,  that 
notwithstanding  the  termination  of  this  Contract 
and  said  Agreement  as  aforesaid,  or  any  action 
taken  by  the  City  or  the  Railway,  their  agents  or 
representatives,  in  connection  with,  or  as  a  result 
of,  any  such  termination,  any  and  all  sums  of 
money  payable  by  the  Railway  to  the  City  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  either  or  both  of 
the  aforesaid  Contract  and  Agreement  shall  be- 
come due  and  payable  immediately,  and  the  Rail- 
way shall  forthwith  pay  all  such  sums  of  money  to 
the  City,  and  nothing  contained  in  either  the 
aforesaid  Contract  or  Agreement  shall  be  taken  or 
construed  to  relieve  or  release  the  Railway  from 
its  obligation  to  pay  any  and  all  such  sums  of 
money  to  the  City  as  aforesaid.  In  the  event  the 
act  of  default  occurs  after  the  City  has  been  re- 
imbursed in  full  for  all  funds  and  interest  and  all 
other  charges  thereon  advanced  by  the  City  to  the 
Railway  under  this  Contract,  the  Railway  shall 
be  liable  only  for  the  rent  due  and  unpaid  up  to 
the  time  the  City  takes  possession  of  such  projects 
and  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9,  as  herein  provided. 
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After  the  Railway  lias  fully  completed  the 
establishniont  and  construction  of  any  particular 
project  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Contract,  then  if  any  default  of  the  Railway  com- 
plained of  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Conti'act  can  only  be  cured  or  corrected  by  the 
performance  of  work  and  labor,  and  such  work 
and  labor  cannot  reasonably  be  completed  within 
sixty  (60)  days  after  the  date  of  the  notice  of  de- 
fault and  the  Railway  promptly  commences  to 
perform  such  work  and  labor  as  may  be  necessary 
and  proper  to  correct  or  cure  the  default  com- 
plained of  and  dilisrently  proceeds  with  and  fully 
completes  such  work  and  labor,  then  this  Con- 
tract shall  not  terminate  as  provided  in  this  sub- 
paragraph (b). 

(c)  In  the  event  of  any  such  termination  by 
reason  of  any  default,  all  rights,  title,  interests, 
powers,  licenses  and  privileges  of  the  Raihvay 
and  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  receiver,  trus- 
tee or  other  legal  officer,  or  any  other  legal  entity 
claiming  by,  through,  or  under  it,  or  any  of  them, 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract 
or  the  Agreement  dated  December  29,  1926,  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Railway,  or  claiming  by, 
through,  or  under  it,  or  any  of  them,  as  a  result 
of,  or  in  connection  with  any  receivership,  bank- 
ruptcy, foreclosure,  reorganization,  or  any  other 
legal  proceedings  authorized  or  instituted  under 
any  Federal  or  State  law,  rule  or  regulation,  shall 
immediately  terminate  and  the  City,  acting 
through  the  Commission,  shall  have  the  right  and 
authority  to  enter  and  take  full  posi?ession  of  all 
•of  said  projects  established  and  constructed 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract 
and  Piers  Xos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  and 
all  buildings,  structures,  improvements  and  equip- 
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ment  placed  thereon  by  the  Railway,  or  its  agents 
or  employees,  or  contractors  or  subcontractors,  by 
force  or  otherwise,  without  any  other  or  further 
notice,  and  with  or  without  legal  process  to  eject, 
expel,  oust  and  remove  any  and  all  parties  who 
may  occupy  any  part  of  any  of  said  buildings, 
structures  or  improvements  and  any  and  all  goods 
and  chattels  not  belonging  to  the  City  that  may 
be  found  within  or  upon  the  same,  and  without 
being  liable  to  prosecution  or  to  any  claim  or 
claims  for  damages  therefor.  The  Railway,  or  its 
representatives,  however,  shall  continue  to  have 
and  exercise  the  right  of  removal  of  fixtures, 
machinery  or  equipment  not  purchased  with  funds 
provided  by  the  City,  under  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions stated  in  subparagraph  (g)  hereof.  Further, 
in  the  event  of  any  such  termination,  each  and 
all  of  the  buildings,  structures,  improvements  and 
equipment  constructed  in  connection  with,  or 
placed  on,  said  projects  established  and  con- 
structed under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Contract,  or  constructed  in  connection  with,  or 
placed  on  said  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  by  the  Rail- 
way, or  its  agents  or  employees,  or  contractors  or 
sub-contractors,  shall  be  and  become  the  sole  and 
absolute  property  of  the  City  without  the  payment 
by  the  City  of  any  monetary  or  other  considera- 
tion therefor.  The  Railway,  its  agents,  employees, 
contractors  or  sub-contractors,  shall  not  have  or 
make  any  claim  against  the  City,  its  agents  and 
representatives,  by  reason  of,  or  in  connection 
with,  any  such  termination  or  any  act  of  commis- 
sion or  omission  incident  thereto. 

(d)  In  the  event  of  any  termination  of  this  Con- 
tract or  any  termination  of  the  Agreement  dated 
December  29,  1926,  by  and  between  the  City  and 
the  Railway,  for  any  reason  or  cause,  and  the  only 
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practical  means  or  way  of  inirross  and  oo^ross  by 
land  to  and  from  any  particular  project  or 
projects  constructed  under  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  this  Contract  or  to  and  from  said  Piers 
Xos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covin,i>-ton  is  over  and 
across  land  or  property  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  Railway  at  the  time  any  such  termination 
takes  place,  then  the  Railway  shall  grant  to  the 
City,  its  successoi*s  and  assii>ns,  an  easement  or 
right-of-way  of  sufficient  width  and  length  over 
and  across  such  land  and  property  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  the  Railway  so  that  full  utilization  may 
be  made  of  any  such  particular  new  project  or 
projects  and  said  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9,  as  the  case 
may  be,  at  and  for  a  reasonable  price  to  be  mutual- 
ly agreed  upon  by  the  Railway,  the  Commission 
and  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  the  aforegoing  provi- 
sions, but  only  after  the  expiration  of  the  Agree- 
ment of  December  29,  1926,  the  City  agrees  that 
if  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  default  by  the 
Railway,  as  provided  above,  the  Railway  shall 
give  written  notice  of  not  less  than  sixty  (60) 
days  of  its  intention  to,  and  does  thereupon,  pay 
to  the  City  an  amount  fully  reimbursing  the  City 
for  all  expenditures  of  money  made  by  it  in  con- 
nection with  the  -said  projects  and  Piers  Nos.  7, 
8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  and  for  all  interest, 
redemption  and  other  charges  paid  or  to  be  paid 
by  the  City  on  or  in  connection  wnth  all  funds 
borrowed  by  the  City  and  expended  in  connection 
with  such  property,  and  for  all  interest  and  other 
charges  payable  by  the  Railway  to  the  City  in  con- 
nection with  funds  which  the  City  may  advance 
to  the  Railway  from  funds  other  than  the  pro- 
ceeds derived  from  the  sale  of  stock  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  of  the  City,  and  shall  further  pay

to  the  City  all  monies  expended  or  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  City  in  connection  with  taking 
possession  of  and  maintaining  such  property 
while  in  the  possession  of  the  City,  then  the  Rail- 
way shall  be  entitled  to  reoccupy  said  projects 
and  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract,  pro- 
vided that  nothing  in  this  subparagraph  (e)  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  or  delay  the  City  in  in- 
stituting proceedings  to  collect  from  the  Railway 
all  funds  which  have  become  due  and  payable  upon 
the  default  of  the  Railway,  as  provided  in  Para- 
graph 2  (b)  hereof,  or  preventing  the  City  from 
renting  all  or  any  parts  of  such  projects  or  Piers 
Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington  upon  such  term-s 
and  conditions  as  the  City  may  solely  determine, 
subject,  however,  to  the  Railway's  right  of  re- 
demption, as  provided  in  this  subparagraph  (e). 

(f )  In  the  event  the  Railway  remains  in  posses- 
sion of  all  or  any  part  of  any  one  or  more  particu- 
lar projects  established  and  constructed  under  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  or  Piers 
Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  after  this  Con- 
tract has  terminated  for  any  reason,  then  the  Rail- 
way shall  pay  to  the  City  as  liquidated  damages 
therefor,  and  not  by  way  of  penalty  or  in  the 
nature  thereof,  for  each  day  of  such  detention  at  a 
rate  equivalent  to  the  total  amount  of  money  to  be 
paid  by  the  Railway  to  the  City  per  annum  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  during 
the  particular  year  when  said  payments  will  be  at 
their  maximum,  divided  by  the  figure  120;  pro- 
vided, that  if  all  of  the  projects  contemplated  to 
be  constructed  under  this  Contract  are  not  estab- 
lished, then  said  rate  shall  be  equivalent  to  $430,- 
000.00  divided  by  the  figure  120.  The  payment  to, 
and  the  acceptance  by,  the  City  of  any  and  all  sums 
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of  monoy  under  tlio  provisions  of  this  subpara- 
graph (f)  shall  not  be  taken  or  construed  in  any 
manner  or  in  any  way  to  set  aside  or  waive  any 
termination  of  this  Contract,  or  to  grant  to  the 
Railway  any  new  rights  therein. 

(g)  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Contract  by 
reason  of  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  this  Con- 
tract, the  Railway  shall  have  the  right  within  sixty 
(60)  days  after  such  termination  date,  to  remove 
from  any  land  and  property  which  the  Railway 
may  have  the  right  to  use  and  occupy  under  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  any  struc- 
ture, builcfing,  facility,  fixture,  machinery  or 
equipment  purchased  by  the  Railway  with  funds 
other  than  those  paid  or  advanced  to,  or  expended 
for  the  account  of,  the  Railway  by  the  City  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  either  this  Contract 
or  the  said  Agreement  dated  December  29,  1926 
between  the  City  and  the  Railway,  and  placed  on 
said  land  or  property  by  the  Railway  during  the 
time  when  the  Railway  is  entitled  to  use  such 
land  and  property  under  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  this  Contract  or  the  aforesaid  Agreement  dated 
December  29,  1926,  provided,  that  in  so  doing,  no 
property  of  the  City  is  damaged  or  destroyed. 

(h)  In  the  event  the  Railway  is  in  default  at 
any  time  in  connection  with  any  particular  project 
or  projects  to  be  established  and  constructed  un- 
der the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract, 
or  in  connection  with  Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at 
Port  Covington,  then  the  City  shall  not  have  any 
obligation  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Contract  to  provide  and  pay  any  funds  to  the 
Railway  to  be  used  by  it  for  or  in  connection  with 
the  establishment  or  construction  of  any  other 
particular  project  or  projects. 
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3.  (a)  In  the  event  the  City,  for  any  cause  or 
reason,  at  any  time,  fails  to  well  and  faithfully 
perform,  observe  and  comply  with  any  of  the 
terms,  covenants,  provisions  and  conditions  con- 
tained in  this  Contract  to  be  performed,  observed 
or  complied  with  by  the  City  in  connection  with 
any  one  particular  project  to  be  established  and 
constructed  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Contract  after  the  Railway  has  formally 
awarded  any  contract  in  the  manner  provided 
for  in  this  Contract,  in  connection  with  the  estab- 
lishment or  construction  of  the  said  one  particular 
project,  and  the  Eailway  is  not  in  default  in  con- 
nection with  the  same  particular  project,  and  the 
City  fails  to  perform  such  terms,  covenants,  pro- 
visions and  conditions  within  sixty  (60)  days  from 
the  date  of  receipt  by  it  of  a  written  notice  from 
the  Eailway  informing  the  City  of  its  failure  so 
to  perform  and  of  the  intention  of  the  Railway  to 
terminate  this  Contract  in  its  entirety  as  to  the 
one  particular  project  in  connection  with  which 
the  City  is  in  default  in  the  event  the  default  com- 
plained of  is  not  corrected  or  cured  within  the  said 
sixty  (60)  days'  period,  the  Railway  may  termi- 
nate this  Contract  in  its  entirety  as  to  the  said 
one  particular  project  in  connection  with  which 
the  City  in  is  default,  unless  said  sixty  (60)  days' 
period  is  specifically  extended,  in  writing,  by  the 
Railway,  by  giving  to  the  City  twenty  (20)  days' 
written  notice  to  that  effect. 

(b)  In  addition,  in  the  event  of  default  by  the 
City,  as  aforesaid,  in  connection  with  any  one 
particular  project  to  be  established  and  con- 
structed under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Contract,  the  Railway  shall  have  a  claim  and  a 
legal  right  of  action  against  the  City  for  any  and 
all  direct  and  definitely  provable  losses  which  the 
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Railway  has  or  will  actually  suffer  or  sustain  as 
a  result  of  such  default  by  the  City;  provided, 
however,  it  is  imdei'stood  and  agreed  that  the 
Railway,  and  any  actual  or  prospective  successor, 
assignee  or  tenant  thereof,  shall  not  have  any 
claim  or  right  of  action,  at  law  or  in  equity, 
ao:ainst  the  City  by  reason  of  any  such  default  by 
the  City  for  any  estimated,  speculative  or  definite 
profits  or  income  which  the  Raihvay,  or  any  actual 
or  prospective  successor,  assignee  or  tenant  there- 
of, might  have  received  or  expected  to  receive 
from  or  as  a  result  of  the  completion  of  the  said 
one  particular  project  in  connection  Avith  which 
the  City  is  in  default  as  aforesaid. 

(c)  Xothing  contained  in  this  Paragraph  3  shall 
be  taken  or  construed  to  relieve  or  release  the 
Railway  from  making  any  and  all  payments  of 
money  to  the  City,  or  relieve  or  release  the  Rail- 
way from  any  of  its  other  duties  and  obligations 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract 
in  connection  with  any  particular  project  or 
projects  to  be  established  and  constructed  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  or 
Piers  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington  in  con- 
nection with  which  the  City  is  not  in  default  un- 
der the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract. 

(d)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  City 
is  a  municipal  corporation  and  can  exercise  only 
those  powers  expressly  granted  to  it  by  its  Char- 
ter and  the  pertinent  Acts  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  ^faiyland,  or  those  that  are  necessarily  im- 
plied from  the  powers  that  are  expressly  granted, 
and  that  in  the  event  the  City  is  temporarily  or 
permanently  prevented,  restricted  or  delayed  in 
the  pei'formance  of  any  or  all  of  the  duties  and 
obligations  imposed  upon  it  or  assumed  by  it  un- 
der the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract,  the 
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City,  and  any  of  its  Boards,  Commissions,  agen- 
cies, officers,  agents,  or  employees  shall  not  be 
liable,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  costs,  losses, 
damages,  injur5.es  or  liabilities  caused  to  or 
suffered  or  incurred  by  the  Railway  or  any  other 
legal  entity  in  connection  with,  or  as  the  result 
of,  or  growing  out  of  any  such  prevention,  re- 
striction or  delay. 

Article  VI 

1.  In  the  event  the  City's  performance  of  any 
of  its  obligations  to  provide  and  pay  over  money 
to  the  Eailway  under  the  provisions  of  this  Con- 
tract for  or  in  connection  with  the  establishment 
and  construction  of  any  particular  project  or 
projects,  or  the  Railway's  performance  of  any 
one  of  its  respective  duties  and  obligations  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  in  con- 
nection with  the  actual  performance  of  construc- 
tion work  on  any  particular  project  or  projects, 
is  prevented  or  interrupted  by  strike,  riot,  storm, 
flood,  act  of  God  or  any  act  or  state  of  war  or 
public  emergency,  governmental  regulations,  the 
non-availability  of  material  essential  to  any  par- 
ticular project  or  projects,  or  any  other  cause  be- 
yond the  control  of  the  City  or  the  Railway,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  not  caused  by  the  City  or  the 
Railway,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  date  of  per- 
forming such  duty  or  obligation  by  the  City  or 
the  Railway,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  connection 
with  the  particular  project  or  projects  involved, 
shall  be  postponed  for  a  period  of  time  equal  to 
the  number  of  days  the  City's  or  the  Railway's, 
as  the  case  may  be,  performance  of  such  duty  or 
obligation  is  so  prevented  or  interrupted.  Nothing 
in  this  Paragraph,  however,  shall  excuse  the  Rail- 
way from  making  any  and  all  payments  to  the 
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City  as  required,  and  at  the  times  provided,  by 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract. 

2.  (a)  The  Railway  shall  have  the  right  to 
transfer  and  assign  this  Contract  in  its  entirety 
to  any  corporation  with  which  the  Railway  may 
be  consolidated  or  merged,  or  to  any  corporation 
to  which  said  Railway  may  be  sold  or  leased,  and 
any  such  assignee  or  transferee  shall  be  fully 
bound  by  all  of  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Contract  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  -same  ex- 
tent as  if  such  assignee  or  transferee  had  origin- 
ally executed  this  Contract  instead  of  the  Rail- 
way. 

(b)  The  Railway  shall  have  the  right  to  sublet 
any  or  all  of  the  land  and  property  which  the 
Railway  is  entitled  to  use  and  occupy  under  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract,  and  all 
such  sublessees  shall  be  bound  by  any  and  all  of 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  relative 
to  the  purposes  and  uses  for  which  such  land  and 
property  may  be  used  under  this  Contract;  and  in 
all  such  cases  the  Railway  shall  not  be  released  or 
relieved  of  any  of  its  duties  and  obligations  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  but  to 
the  contrary  shall  be  and  remain  fully  bound 
thereby. 

(c)  The  Railway,  with  the  prior  written  consent 
and  approval  of  the  Commission  and  the  Board 
of  Estimates,  shall  have  the  right  to  transfer  and 
assign  all  of  its  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to 
any  one  or  all  of  the  projects  constructed  here- 
under, the  land  on  which  they  are  located,  and 
Piers  Xos.  7,  8  and  9  at  Port  Covington,  subject 
to  all  of  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract, 
to  a  financially  responsible  party,  and  upon  the 
completion  of  such  action,  the  Railway  shall  be 
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discharged  of  any  and  all  of  its  duties  and  obliga- 
tions under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Con- 
tract in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  extent  of  such 
transfer  or  assignment ;  and,  any  such  assignee 
or  transferee  shall  be  bound  by  any  and  all  of  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Contract  to  the  ex- 
tent of  such  transfer  or  assignment  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  assignee 
or  transferee  had  originally  executed  this  Con- 
tract instead  of  the  Railway. 

3.  The  City  shall  not  have  any  duty  or  obliga- 
tion to  establish  or  construct  any  additional  facili- 
ties, or  make  available  or  pay  to  the  Railway,  or 
any  other  legal  entity,  any  further  or  other  sums 
of  money,  under  any  of  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  the  Agreement  dated  December  29,  1926  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Railway. 

4.  (a)  Whenever  mutual  consent  of  the  Rail- 
way and  the  City  or  any  Commission,  Board, 
representative  or  other  agency  of  the  City  is  re- 
quired under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Contract,  and  such  parties  are  unable  to  agree, 
the  matter  in  dispute  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Arbitration  referred  to  in  the  next 
succeeding  subparagraph  of  this  Paragraph  4. 

(b)  It  is  the  intention  of  both  of  the  parties  to 
this  Contract  that  all  matters  and  things  to  be 
done  or  performed  under  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  this  Contract  be  carried  out  Avith  the  co- 
operation of  both  parties.  In  case  any  dispute, 
controversy  or  difference  of  opinion  arises  be- 
tween the  Commission  and  the  Railway  relative  to 
any  work  to  be  done  or  performed  pursuant  to 
this  Contract  which  cannot  be  settled  or  adjusted 
by  the  Commission  and  the  Railway,  it  is  agreed 
that  such  differences  shall  be  referred  to  a  Board 
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of  Arbitration  consisting:  of  three  (3)  persons 
who  shall  bo  selected  and  apj)ointed  in  the  follow- 
ing manner :  one  such  person  shall  be  selected  and 
appointed  by  the  Commission,  another  such  per- 
son shall  be  selected  and  appointed  by  the  Rail- 
way, and  the  third  such  person  shall  be  selected 
and  appointed  by  the  two  persons  first  appointed. 
When  the  party  seeking  arbitration  has  appointed 
its  arbitrator  and  has  served  written  notice  to  that 
elTect  on  the  other  party,  then  such  other  party 
shall  appoint  its  arbitrator  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  the  receipt  of  said  notice.  In  the  event  the 
City  or  the  Railway,  as  the  case  may  be,  refuses 
or  neglects  to  appoint  its  arbitrator  within  thirty 
(30)  days  after  receiving  the  aforesaid  notice, 
then  the  arl)itrator  appointed  by  the  party  seeking 
arbitration  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to 
proceed  to  review  the  entire  matter  which  is  the 
subject  of  controversy  as  if  he  were  an  arbitrator 
appointed  by  both  parties  hereto  for  that  purpose, 
and  his  decision  shall  be  reported  in  writing  to 
both  parties  hereto  and  shall  be  final  and  binding 
on  all  parties  concerned.  The  decision  of  such 
arbitrator  shall  l3<3  made  within  ninety  (90)  days 
after  the  Cit}^  or  the  Railway,  as  the  case  may  be, 
refuses  or  neglects  to  appoint  an  arbitrator.  In 
case  three  (3)  arbitrators  are  selected  and  ap- 
pointed as  hereinl>efore  mentioned,  the  decision 
of  the  majority  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  re- 
ported in  writing  to  the  parties  hereto  and  shall  be 
final  and  binding  on  them;  and  the  Avritten  de- 
cision of  the  majority  of  said  three  (3)  arbitrators 
shall  be  made  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the 
first  two  (2)  arbitrators  have  been  appointed. 
All  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with 
any  such  arljitration  proceedings  shall  be  borne 
equally  by  the  parties  hereto. 
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5.  The  Railway  shall  promptly  pay  any  and  all 
costs  and  expenses  and  all  judgments  and  decrees, 
which  may  be  incurred  by  or  obtained  against  the 
City,  from  time  to  time,  (a)  in  enforcing  the 
covenants,  terms  or  provisions  of  this  Contract; 
or  (b)  in  obtaining  possession  of  any  land  or 
property  which  the  Railway  is  entitled  to  use  and 
occupy  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Contract  after  the  termination  of  this  Contract  as 
to  such  land  and  property  as  the  result  of  any  de- 
fault by  the  Railway  or  otherwise;  or  (c)  in  de- 
fending any  suit  or  suits  or  proceedings  brought 
against  the  City,  as  owner  of  the  fee  simple  title 
to  any  particular  land  or  property  which  the  Rail- 
way is  entitled  to  use  and  occupy  under  this  Con- 
tract, for  the  violation  by  the  Railway,  while  this 
Contract  is  in  effect  in  respect  to  such  land  or 
property  or  any  part  thereof,  of  any  present  or 
future  law,  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation,  or  for 
the  failure  by  the  Railway  to  keep,  observe  and 
comply  with  any  such  law,  ordinance,  rule  or  regu- 
lation; or  (d)  in  defending  any  action  or  suit  for 
damages  because  of  any  failure,  neglect  or  default 
on  the  part  of  the  Railway  in  respect  to  any  obli- 
gation, agreement,  undertaking  or  promise  herein 
contained  on  the  part  of  the  Railway  to  be  kept 
and  performed;  and  that,  in  case  the  City  shall, 
without  any  default  on  its  part,  be  made  party 
to  any  litigation  in  respect  to  any  matter  directly 
or  indirectly  growing  out  of  this  Contract  or  the 
terms  and  conditions  thereof,  or  relating  to  any 
land  or  property  which  the  Railway  is  entitled  to 
use  or  occupy  under  this  Contract,  and  the  Rail- 
way is  at  fault,  the  Railway  shall  pay  all  judg- 
ments, decrees  and  costs  incurred  by,  or  imposed 
on,  the  City  in  connection  therewith;  and  that  all 
such  judgments,  decrees  and  reasonable  costs  in- 
curred in  any  of  the  ways  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
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when  paid  by  the  City,  shall  become  due  and  pay- 
able at  once  by  the  Railway  to  the  City  with  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  (4%)  per  an- 
num thereon. 

6.  Any  specific  written  waiver  at  any  time  and 
under  any  circumstances  by  the  City  of  any 
breach  of,  or  any  default  in,  any  one  or  more  of 
the  terms,  covenants,  provisions  and  conditions  of 
this  Contract  by  the  Railway,  whether  before  or 
after  any  suit  or  judgment  has  been  filed  or  ob- 
tained against  the  Railway  by  the  City  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Con- 
tract, shall  not  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any 
other  terms,  covenants,  provisions  and  conditions 
of  this  Contract  or  a  waiver  of  any  breach  or  de- 
fault other  than  that  specifically  waived,  and  the 
acceptance  at  any  time  and  under  any  conditions 
or  circumstances  of  any  sum  or  sums  of  money 
paid  by  the  Railway  to  the  City  after  any  breach 
or  default  by  the  Railway  of  any  one  or  more  of 
the  terms,  covenants,  provisions,  and  conditions 
of  this  Contract  shall  not  constitute  a  waiver  of 
any  such  breach  or  default;  provided,  however, 
that  where  such  default  consists  of  the  non-pay- 
ment of  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  due  by  the 
Railway  to  the  City  under  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  this  Contract,  and  the  Railway  pays 
such  amount  in  default  in  full  and  the  City  accepts 
such  payment  without  reservation,  such  ac- 
ceptance shall  constitute  a  waiver  of  such  breach 
or  default. 

7.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  Contract  is  intended  or  shall  be  con- 
strued in  any  manner  or  under  any  circumstances 
whatsoever  as  creating  or  establishing  the  re- 
lationship of  copartners,  or  creating  or  estal)lish- 
ing  the  relationsliip  of  a  joint  venture,  Ijetwecn 
the  parties  hereto  or  as  constituting  the  Railway 
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as  the  agent  or  representative  of  the  City  for  any 
purpose  or  in  any  manner  whatsoever. 

8.  This  Contract,  and  any  modifications  thereof 
and  any  additions  thereto,  shall  be  recorded 
among  the  Land  Records  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
State  of  Maryland,  and  the  costs  of  such  recorda- 
tion and  the  costs  of  any  and  all  Federal  and  State 
of  Maryland  revenue  stamps  which  legally  must 
be  attached  to  all  or  any  of  said  papers  shall  be 
paid  in  full  by  the  Railway. 

9.  Any  and  all  of  the  duties,  liabilities  or  obliga- 
tions imposed  upon,  or  assumed  by,  either  party 
hereto  by  or  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Contract  shall  be  taken  and  construed  to  be 
cumulative  and  the  mention  of  any  specific  duty, 
liability  or  obligation,  imposed  upon  or  assumed 
by  either  party  hereto,  under  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  this  Contract,  shall  not  be  taken  or  con- 
strued as  a  limitation  or  restriction  upon  any  or 
all  of  the  other  duties,  liabilities  or  obligations 
imposed  upon,  or  assumed  by,  either  of  the 
parties  hereto  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Contract. 

10.  All  remedies  provided  in  this  Contract  shall 
be  taken  and  construed  to  be  cumulative;  that  is, 
in  addition  to  any  and  all  other  remedies  provided 
herein  and  to  any  remedies  at  law  or  in  equity 
which  either  party  hereto  would  have  in  any  case.

12.  Notices  to  the  City  provided  for  herein  will 
be  deemed  sufficient  if  sent  by  registered  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Port  of 
Baltimore  Commission,  and  to  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  City,  or  their  sue- 
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cessors  in  office,  Pier  4,  Pratt  Street,  Baltimore  2, 
^laryland,  and  City  Hall,  Baltimore  2,  Maryland, 
respectively;  and  notices  to  the  Railway  provided 
for  herein  shall  be  sufficient  if  sent  by  registered 
mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  Railway, 
Standard  Oil  Building,  Baltimore  2,  Maryland; 
or  to  such  other  respective  addresses  as  the  parties 
may  designate  in  writing,  from  time  to  time.
